FIRST  DAY. 

Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  Wednesday,  March  29,  1916. 

In  pursuance  of  the  plan  of  the  Board  of  Bishops,  the 
North  Indiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  convened  in  its  seventy-third  session  in  Wayne  Street 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  In- 
diana, Bishop  William  Eraser  McDowell,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  pre- 
siding. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Conference  to  order  at  8:  30  A.  M., 
and  announced  Hymn  No.  560, 

"And  are  we  yet  alive," 

after  the  singing  of  which,  he,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendents,  conducted  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper.

The  Circuit 
Rider  of  Indiana  Methodism,  by  Prof.  W.  W.  Sweet,  of  the 
Committee  of  Conference  Historians,  and  W.  B.  Freeland  pre- 
sented the  matter  of  receiving  subscriptions  for  the  volume. 

Resolution. — The  following  resolution  was  introduced  by 
M.  S.  Marble,  and,  on  his  motion,  adopted : 

WhERe;as,  The  apportionments  of  the  North  Indiana  Con- 
ference for  the  support  of  the  Conference  Claimants,  adjusted

Resolved,  First — That  the  Board  of  Stewards  be  and  are 
directed  to  hereafter  pay  all  annuities  and  claims  to  those  who 
at  this  and  succeeding  sessions  become  claimants  on  these 
funds,  quarterly  in  advance. 

Second — That  in  the  interval  between  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence any  one  ceasing  to  become  a  claimant  by  appointment 
by  a  District  Superintendent,  or  otherwise,  further  payment 
of  his  annuity  shall  be  discontinued. 

Third — That  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  during  the  Con- 
ference year  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized,  upon  the  advice  of  the  District  Superin- 
tendents, to  make  suitable  allowance  for  such  emergency  from 
such  available  funds  as  they  may  have  in  hand. 

Fourth — That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  be 
required  to  give  bond  for  the  proper  administration  of  these 
funds,  the  expense  of  such  bond  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds 
and  the  bond  itself  to  be  approved  and  kept  by  the  officers  of 
the  North  Indiana  Conference  Corporation. 

Order  of  the  Day :  Preachers'  Aid  Society. — The  constitu- 
tional time  for  the  meeting  of  the  Preachers'  Aid  Society  hav- 
ing arrived,  the  Conference  adjourned  and  the  Preachers'  Aid 
Society  was  called  to  order  by  Bishop  McDowell. 

C.  U.  Wade,  Secretary,  made  his  report,  which,  on  motion, 
was  accepted  and  ordered  placed  on  file  and  printed  in  the 
Minutes.

THIRD  DAY. 

Friday  Morning,  March  31,  1916. 
The  Conference  met  at  8:  30  A.  M.,  with  Bishop  McDowell 
in  the  chair.     He  announced  Hymn  No.  332,

which  were  sung. 

Eighth  Question — "Who  Have  Been  Admitted  Into  Full  Mem- 
bership f" — was  asked.

Thirty-sixth  Question. — The  Thirty-sixth  Question,  "Where 
Shall  the  Next  Conference  be  Held?''  was  called. 

First  Church,  Warsaw,  and  First  Church,  Huntington, 
through  their  respective  pastors,  invited  the  Conference  to 
meet  in  their  cities.  After  First  Church,  Warsaw,  had  been 
represented  by  A.  G.  Neal,  and  First  Church,  Huntington,  by 
W.  F.  Smith,  a  count  vote  was  taken,  which  resulted  in  105 
votes  for  Warsaw  and  123  for  Huntington.  On  motion  of 
A.  G.  Neal,  the  invitation  from  Huntington  was  unanimously 
accepted,  and,  on  motion,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the 
church  at  Warsaw  for  its  invitation. 

Order  of  the  Day. — The  time  having  arrived  for  balloting 
for  delegates  to  the  General  Conference,  the  Secretary  read 
the  following  rules  to  govern  the  election  of  delegates,  which, 
on  his  motion,  were  adopted : 

(1)  Election  of  delegates  shall  be  by  ballot. 

(2)  A  majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  required  to  elect. 

(3)  If  more  than  the  number  to  be  elected  receive  the  ma- 
jority, then  the  requisite  number  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  declared  elected. 

(4)  A  ballot  shall  be  void  if  it  contains  more  or  less  num- 
ber of  names  than  the  number  of  delegates  to  be  elected  on 
that  ballot. 

(5)  In  voting  for  either  of  two  men  of  the  same  name,  the 
initials  or  given  name  shall  be  supplied,  or  some  sufficient 
designation. 

(6)  Three  reserve  delegates  shall  be  elected,  subject  to  the 
foregoing  rules. 
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(7)  Only  the  Official  Blank  Ballot  furnished  by  the  Book 
Concern  shall  be  used. 

M.  S.  Marble  asked  for  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lication of  the  History  of  Methodism.  Prof.  W.  W.  Sweet, 
who  has  charge  of  the  work,  called  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
ference to  the  necessity  of  having  enlarged  the  sphere  of  the 
work,  and  the  first  volume  was  now  ready  for  sale. 

On  motion  of  W.  D.  Parr,  the  Publishing  Committee  was 
instructed  to  prepare  plans  for  financing  the  publication  of 'the 
volumes. 

The  Cabinet  announced  the  following  as  the  tellers  for  the 
election  of  delegates  to  the  General  Conference :  H.  S.  Nicker- 
son,  T.  M.  Hill,  J.  C.  Graham,  C.  L.  DeBow,  E.  S.  Riley,  C.  H.

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was  ordered  that  when  we 
adjourn,  we  adjourn  to  meet  at  1 :  30  this  afternoon,  in  joint 
session  with  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference.  On  his  motion, 
Fred  B.  Fisher  and  Leslie  J.  Naftzger  were  constituted  a  com- 
mittee to  invite  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference  to  meet  with 
us  in  joint  session. 

— E.  S.  Shumaker,  Superintendent  of  In- 
diana Anti-Saloon  League,  was  introduced  to  the  Conference, 
and  represented  the  work  of  the  League. 

E.  C.  Wareing,  assistant  editor  of  the  Western  Christian 
Advocate,  was  introduced,  and  spoke  in  the  interests  of  that 
paper.

L.  M.  Edwards  read  the  following  memorial  relative  to 
Church  Papers  and  Episcopal  Areas,  which,  on  motion,  was 
adopted : 

WhERKas,  There  is  now  a  demand  for  a  new  program  rela- 
tive to  our  church  papers,  and  the  Bishops  have  heeded  the 
request  of  the  last  General  Conference  to  assign  themselves 
certain  episcopal  areas  for  the  past  quadrennium : 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Indiana  Conference  request  the

General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  to 
enact  legislation  providing  for  one  Christian  Advocate  for  gen- 
eral circulation  throughout  the  denomination,  which  shall  deal 
with  the  denomination  as  a  whole. 

Resolved,  also,  That  we  request  that  provision  be  made 
whereby  our  church  papers,  other  than  this  one,  shall  become 
organs  for  specific  episcopal  areas.  Where  the  church  mem- 
bership within  the  episcopal  area  will  justify,  let  there  be  an 
official  paper  for  the  single  area.  In  other  territory  let  the 
official  paper  be  for  two  or  more  areas.  Where  unofficial 
papers  already  exist,  in  some  way  provide  that  these  shall 
be  utilized  as  far  as  posible  in  this  program. 

Resolved,  also,  That  these  official  organs  shall  be  heartily 
identified  with  our  various  benevolent  and  evangelistic  pro- 
grams within  their  circulation  area. 

Resolved,  further.  That  provision  for  the  management  of  all 
these  publications  shall  be  made  so  that  the  resident  Bisho]) 
or  Bishops,  w^th  the  Editor  and  Agent  of  the  Methodist  Book 
Concern,  shall  direct  the  policy  and  the  circulation,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  business  management  of  each  paper.

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FOURTH  DAY. 

Saturday,  April  1,  1916. 
Conference   convened   at   8:30   A.    M.,   with    Bishop   Mc- 
Dowell in  the  chair.     He  opened  the  devotional  services  by 
announcing  Hymn  No.  332, 

*'Thou,  my  everlasting  portion," 

and  Hymn  No.  540, 

"O,  could  I  speak  the  matchless  worth," 

which  were  sung. 

For  a  Scripture  lesson  the  Bishop  read  a  few  verses  from 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  from  the  first  chapter,  beginning  at 
the  sixth  verse.  His  comments  on  the  same  were  very  help- 
ful, and  called  special  attention  to  divine  companionship  and 
that  a  call  to  service  is  a  pledge  of  the  presence  of  God  and 
coming  of  Jesus.     He  closed  the  devotional  service  by  prayer. 

Journal. — The  journal  of  the  sessions  of  yesterday  was 
read  and  approved. 

The  ballot  was  taken  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the 
same. 

Introduction. — F.  M.  Stone  was  introduced  to  the  Confer- 
ence, and  represented  the  interests  of  the  American  Uni- 
versity. 

The  tellers  returned  and  reported  that  there  had  been  no 
election. 

A  ballot  was  taken,  and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the 
ballots. 

George  Richmond  Grose,  President  of  DePauw  University, 
was  introduced  to  the  Conference,  and  represented  that  insti- 
tution. 

The  tellers  returned,  and  reported  that  there  had  been  no 
election.  The  seventh  ballot  was  taken,  and  the  tellers  retired 
to  count  the  same. 

J.  A.  Beatty  read  a  communication  from  certain  parties 
relative  to  ground  used  for  cemetery  purposes  in  Adams 
County,  Indiana,  asking  that  the  Conference  deed  it  to  the 
Trustees  of  Hartford  Township,  Adams  County,  Indiana,  to 
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be  used  for  cemetery  purposes  and  for  no  other  purposes 
whatever.

Bishop  Luccock. — The  Bishop  announced  at  this  time  the 
death  of  Bishop  Naphtali  Luccock  at  his  home  this  morning, 
and  that  the  funeral  would  be  held  next  Tuesday.  He  led 
the  Conference  in  prayer  for  the  family  and  church  deprived 
of  one  of  its  great  leaders.

Rules  Suspended. — On  motion  of  W.  D.  Parr,  the  rules 
were  suspended  and  in  the  election  of  reserve  delegates  it 
was  ordered  that  the  three  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  should  be  the  reserve  delegates.  The  ballot  was  taken 
and  the  tellers  retired  to  count  the  votes. 

Rev.  A.  B.  Storms,  of  the  Indiana  Conference,  was  intro- 
duced, and  addressed  the  Conference  in  the  interests  of  the 
Church  Federation,  and  asked  that  this  Conference  appoint 
two  delegates.

Flood  Fund. — The  following  resolution  was  offered  by 
M.  S.  Marble,  and  adopted: 

WherKas,  The  Flood  Fund  was  created  to  meet  an  emer- 
gency, and, 

Whe:rkas,  There  is  now  a  balance  in  said  fund  after  meet- 
ing the  purpose  for  which  it  was  specifically  created,  and  some 
unpaid  subscriptions ;   therefore,  be  it 

Resolvedy  That  the  Board  of  Stewards  be  and  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  create  a  personal  emergency  fund, 
to  be  administered  by  the  officers  of  the  Board  and  District  Su- 
perintendent of  the  district  in  which  an  emergency  may  arise ; 
and  for  the  creation  of  this  fund  the  Treasurer  of  the  Flood 
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Fund  Account  be  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  the  said  balance  which  is 
now  to  the  credit  of  the  said  Flood  Fund,  and  all  unpaid  sub- 
scriptions for  the  said  Flood  Fund,  taking  his  receipt  for  the 
money  thus  paid.  (Signed)  M.  S.  Marble. 

Preachers'  Aid. — The  Preachers'  Aid  Society  reconvened, 
with  Bishop  McDowell  in  the  chair.  The  following  resolution 
was  offered  by  W.  W.  Martin,  and  adopted: 

We  recommend,  first.  That  a  campaign  be  inaugurated  to 
increase  the  endowment  funds  of  the  Preachers'  Aid  Society 
of  the  North  Indiana  Conference  to  $250,000,  including  the 
present  funds,  the  amount  to  be  secured  in  wills-after-death 
bonds,  annuities,  real  estate,  in  cash,  and  other  gifts. 

Second,  The  appointment  of  Brother  R.  A.  Morrison  as 
General  Secretary,  his  work  to  begin  as  soon  as  he  can  be 
spared  from  Saint  Paul  Church,  and  the  reappointment  of 
J.  W.  Cain  as  General  Secretary  for  the  year,  the  time  when 
the  former  shall  begin  his  work  to  be  referred  to  the  Managers 
of  the  Preachers'  Aid  Society. 

Third,  That  the  effective  members  of  the  North  Indiana 
Conference  agree  to  pay  annually  as  follows :  Those  who  are 
receiving  less  than  $1,000  cash  salary,  one  half  of  one  per  cent ; 
those  receiving  from  $1,000  to  $2,000,  one  per  cent,  and  those 
receiving  above  $2,000,  one  and  one  half  per  cent. 

On  motion  of  C.  U.  Wade,  it  was  ordered  that  the  District 
Superintendents  be  requested  to  arrange  for  collection  of  the 
per  cent  levy  for  the  Preachers'  Aid  Society. 

On  motion,  the  Preachers'  Aid  Society  adjourned. 

Conference  Business  Resumed. — On  motion  of  M.  S.  Mar- 
ble, the  Bishop  was  requested  to  appoint  Madison  Swadener 
National  Lecturer,  Anti-Saloon  League  of  America. 

Eugene  Allen  was  introduced  to  the  Conference,  and  the 
Bishop  announced  his  transfer  to  the  Dakota  Conference. 

Ordination. — On  account  of  being  called  home  on  account 
of  funeral  and  sickness  in  the  home,  the  Bishop  ordained  A.  C. 
Hoover  and  Carey  W.  Montgomery  as  Elders. 

The  announcements  were  made,  the  Conference  sang 
"Praise  God,  from  whom  all  blessings  flow,"  and  the  benedic- 
tion was  pronounced  by  J.  E.  Williams,  and  the  Conference 
stood  adjourned. 
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FIFTH  DAY. 

Sunday,  April  2,  1916. 
The  Conference  met  in  annual  love-feast  at  nine  o'clock, 
in  charge  of  J.  K.  Walts,  assisted  by  W.  S.  Stewart  and  J.  B. 
Cook. 

Hymn  No.  415, 

"Faith  of  our  fathers," 

was  sung,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  J.  B.  Cook.  Hymn 
No.  420, 

"True-hearted,  whole-hearted," 

was  sung.  The  Scripture  lesson,  consisting  of  Psalm  103  and 
selections  from  Revelation,  seventh  chapter,  was  read  by  W.  S. 
Stewart.  A  large  number  participated  in  an  excellent  testi- 
mony service,  which  was  opened  by  J.  K.  Walts. 

At  10 :  30  the  pastor  of  the  church  announced  Hymn  No. 
180, 

"All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name," 

which  was  sung,  and  prayer  was  offered  by  J.  A.  Beatty. 
Hymn  No.  411, 

"O  Master,  let  me  walk  with  thee," 

was  sung.  The  choir  of  the  church  added  much  to  the  beauty 
of  the  service  by  the  most  excellent  music  rendered  during 
the  morning  service. 

Bishop  McDowell  preached  a  most  helpful  and  inspiring 
sermon  from  Exodus,  fifteenth  chapter,  beginning  with  the 
twenty-third  verse,  on  the  theme,  "The  Incarnation,  An  Event 
and  a  Principle."  After  the  singing  of  the  closing  hymn,  the 
benediction  was  pronounced  by  Bishop  McDowell. 


Memorial  Services. 

At  2  P.  M.  the  memorial  services  were  opened  by  the  Sec- 
retary announcing  the  hymn  beginning, 

"Fade,  fade  each  earthly  joy," 

after  the  singing  of  which,  prayer  was  offered  by  J.  E.  Wil- 
liams. 
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W.  A.  Griest,  one  of  the  Assistant  Secretaries,  read  the 
Scripture  lesson. 

The  sermon,  which  was  delivered  by  G.  B.  Work,  from  the 
text,  Heb.  11.  13  and  10,  was  one  of  more  than  ordinary  merit, 
on  the  theme,  ''The  Victory  of  Faith." 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Earle  Naftzger  assisted  greatly  in  the  me- 
morial service  by  singing  a  beautiful  duet,  "This,  too,  shall 
pass  away." 

The  North  Indiana  Conference  Quartet  sang  in  excellent 
spirit,  "I  want  to  go  there." 

The  service  closed  with  prayer  and  the  benediction  by  the 
Secretary. 


Ordination  Service. 

The  ordination  service  was  in  charge  of  Bishop  McDowell, 
at  whose  request  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  called  the 
names  of  the  following :  Valorous  L.  Clear,  True  S.  Haddock, 
Alvin  F.  White,  Charles  W.  Chadwick,  and  Ferdinand  A. 
Shipley,  and  presented  them  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordained 
Deacons.  After  they  had  taken  the  vows,  the  Bishop  ordained 
them  Deacons. 

The  Secretary  called  the  following  to  the  altar  and  pre- 
sented them  to  the  Bishop  to  be  ordained  Elders:  Charles  W. 
Anderson,  Charles  A.  Byrt,  Karl  H.  Carlson,  Joseph  Grimes, 
Emory  A.  Hartman,  William  E.  Hogan,  James  H.  Richardson, 
Chester  B.  Thomas,  Ephraim  Leese,  Karl  R.  Thompson,  Fer- 
dinand A.  Shipley,  Jesse  O.  Hochstedler,  and  Earl  D.  Imler. 
After  these  had  taken  the  vows,  the  Bishop,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  the  District  Superintendents,  ordained  them  Elders. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  Bishop,  the  wives  of  the  men  who 
had  been  ordained  came  to  the  altar,  and  other  friends,  and 
the  Bishop  led  in  a  consecration  song  service  of  unusual  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  As  a  part  of  this  consecration  service  he 
invited  to  the  altar  those  who  would  consecrate  their  lives 
for  special  service  to  Jesus  Christ  and  for  salvation ;  to  this 
more  than  twenty  responded.  The  service  was  of  unusual 
tenderness  and  power  of  the  Spirit,  and  was  without  parallel 
in  the  history  of  our  Conference.  The  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced by  the  Bishop. 
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SIXTH  DAY. 

Morning  Session. 

Monday  morning,  April  3,  1916. 
The  Conference  convened  at  8 :  30  A.  'M.,  Bishop  ^McDowell 
in  the  chair.     He  opened  the  devotional  services  by  announc- 
ing Hymn  No.  337, 

"Prince  of  peace," 
Hymn  No.  548, 

"Blessed  assurance," 
and  Hymn  No.  568, 

"Let  us  anew  our  journey  pursue," 

which  were  sung.  The  Bishop  then  read  for  a  Scripture  lesson 
from  the  second  letter  to  the  Corinthians,  chapter  five,  begin- 
ning with  the  sixteenth  A'erse.  After  very  helpful  comments 
on  the  same,  he  called  upon  Dr.  Line  to  lead  in  prayer,  thus 
closing  the  devotional  services. 

Journal. — The  journal  of  Saturday's  session  was  read  and 
approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was  ordered  that  a  record 
of  the  Sunday  services,  including  the  memorial  and  ordina- 
tion services,  be  published  in  the  Year-Book  as  a  part  of  the 
Conference  proceedings,  and  that  the  memoirs  be  adopted  as 
the  Official  Memoirs  of  the  Conference. 

Church  Treasurers. — On  motion  of  C.  E.  Line,  it  was  or- 
dered that  we  request  the  charges  to  elect  two  treasurers,  one 
for  the  general  budget  and  another  for  the  benevolences.  It 
was  also  suggested  that  wherever  expedient,  the  pastor  might 
be  the  treasurer  of  the  benevolences,  and  that  the  money  be 
placed  in  the  bank  in  the  name  of  the  local  church  to  the  order 
of  the  pastor. 

Articles  of  Incorporation. — C.  U.  Wade,  Treasurer  of  the 
Conference  Corporation,  made  report,  which  was  adopted  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  Year-Book. 

New  articles  of  incorporation  were  read  and  adopted  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and  voting,  and  the  proper 
officers  were  ordered  to  take  the  necessary  legal  steps  to  com- 
plete the  action.     On  motion,  it  was   ordered  that  the  new 
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articles  of  incorporation  be  printed  in  the  Year-Book.     (See 
Reports.)

On  motion  of  J.  E.  Ervin,  E.  L.  Semans  was  elected  Con- 
ference Correspondent  of  the  retired  ministers,  whose  duties 
in  part  would  be  to  convey  to  the  absentees  the  greetings  of 
the  Conference. 

"Come,  ye  that  love  the  Lord"  was  sung,  and  Bishop 
McDowell  led  in  prayer. 

— On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the 
District  Superintendent  of  Wabash  District  and  the  pastor  of 
First  Church,  Huntington,  were  appointed  a  Committee  on 
Program  for  the  next  session  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
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On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  thejournal  of  the  Laymen's 
Association  and  the  Journal  of  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference 
were  ordered  printed  in  our  Year-Book. 

Printing  Journal. — On  motion  of  W.  A.  Griest,  the  Secre- 
tary was  ordered  to  have  printed  five  thousand  copies  of  the 
transactions  of  this  Conference  session,  together  with  the  re- 
ports and  statistics,  as  the  Official  Journal,  and  to  distribute 
the  same  to  the  districts  pro  rata  with  the  number  of  members 
in  full  connection,  and  to  send  a  copy  to  each  retired  member 
living  without  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  and  a  copy  to 
each  Conference  widow,  and  also  to  have  a  volume  containing 
the  records  of  the  whole  quadrennium  bound  and  forwarded 
to  the  General  Conference.  It  was  further  ordered,  on  motion 
of  W.  W.  Martin,  that  one  hundred  dollars  be  added  to  the 
expense  account  of  publishing  the  Year  Book,  to  be  given  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  as  part  pay  for  his  services  as 
Secretary.

— S.  H.  Kirkbride,  one  of  the  Secretaries  of 
the  American  Bible  Society,  was  introduced,  and  spoke  of  the 
work  of  that  society. 

On  motion  of  L.  J.  Naftzger,  a  collection  was  ordered 
taken,  to  be  given  to  the  janitor  of  the  local  church  as  an 
appreciation  of  services  rendered.  This  collection  amounted 
to  twenty  dollars. 

On  motion,  C.  W.  Shumaker  and  J.  B.  Cook  were  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  count  the  collection  taken  for  the 
janitor  and  present  the  same  to  him. 

R.  J.  Wade  introduced  a  resolution  concerning  the  uniting 
of  this  Conference  with  the  Detroit  area.  The  Conference 
unanimously  refused  to  such  union.  R.  J.  Wade,  for  the  Cab- 
inet, then  introduced  a  resolution  asking  for  our  continuance 
in  the  Chicago  area  and  for  the  return  of  Bishop  McDowell 
to  be  our  resident  Bishop  for  another  quadrennium.  S.  Light, 
President  of  the  Cabinet,  put  the  motion  to  adopt,  which  was 
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carried  unanimously.  The  Bishop  graciously  expressed  ap- 
preciation of  the  resolution.  "The  hymn  "Blest  be  the  tie  that 
binds"  was  sung. 

On  motion  of  L.  J.  Naftzger,  each  pastor  was  requested  to 
speak  from  his  pulpit  concerning  The  Circuit  Rider  of  Meth- 
odism and  the  forthcoming  volume  of  Conference  history. 

M.  S.  Marble,  for  the  Publishing  Committee  of  the  History, 
recommended  that  the  expense  already  incurred  and  unpaid 
shall  be  carried  forward  to  the  expense  account  of  the  volume 
to  be  published. 

On  motion  of  C.  E.  Line,  the  Secretary  was  ordered  to 
edit  the  reports  of  the  District  Superintendents  until  they 
shall  require  not  more  than  five  pages. 

New  Hospital. — On  motion  of  J.  A.  Beatty,  the  following 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  Drs.  McBeth  con- 
cerning a  proposed  new  hospital  in  Fort  Wayne,  the  commit- 
tee to  report  next  year.  The  committee  appointed  are :  The 
District  Superintendent  of  Fort  Wayne  District ;  the  pastors 
of  First  Church,  Huntington,  and  BluiTton,  Fort  Wayne,  and 
C.  U.  Wade. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  the  committee  appointed  to 
prepare  a  Conference  history  was  continued  for  another  year. 

Change  of  Relation. — On  motion  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
ference Relation,  the  following  changes  of  relation  were  made : 
R.  I.  Black,  from  effective  to  supernumerary,  with  a  request 
to  locate  at  the  end  of  the  year ;  C.  M.  Hollopeter,  from 
effective  to  supernumerary;  W.  A.  Huffman,  from  effective 
to  supernumerary.  G.  H.  Crafts  was  continued  in  the  super- 
numerary relation. 

The  Committee  on  Education  made  report,  which  was 
adopted,  and  the  nominees  for  various  Trustees  and  Visitors 
as  mentioned  in  the  report  elected.     (See  Report.) 

A.  S.  Preston  moved  that  the  Conference  Visitors  to  insti- 
tutions of  learning  be  requested  to  make  such  visit  during  the 
regular  work  of  the  school  year,  and  make  a  report  in  writing 
to  the  Conference.    Carried. 

Memorials. — The  Commission  on  Memorials  made  report. 
The  vote  on  the  Colorado  amendment  was  taken :  For,  144 ; 
against,  1. 
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The  memorial  concerning  the  division  of  the  Book  Concern 
dividends  was  adopted.     (See  Memorials.) 

The  memorial  concerning  the  National  Local  Preachers' 
Association  \yas  adopted.     (See  Memorials.) 

The  memorial  concerning  labor  in  the  employ  of  the  Book 
Concern  was  adopted.     (See  Memorials.) 

The  Constitutional  Amendment  proposed  by  the  Missis- 
sippi Conference  was  put  to  vote  with  the  following  result: 
For,  9 ;   against,  144. 

On  motion  of  the  Secretary,  it  was  ordered  that  when  we 
adjourn,  we  adjourn  to  meet  at  2:  30  P.  M. 

The  Bishop  asked  C.  U.  Wade  to  preside  at  the  afternoon 
session  in  case  he  should  be  absent. 

The  announcements  were  made,  the  long-meter  doxology 
sung,  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  E.  L.  Semans, 
and  the  Conference  stood  adjourned.

Dear  Bishop  and  Brethren:  In  my  sixth  annual  report,  I  am 
happy  to  record  the  continuous  forward  movement  of  Fort  Wayne 
District.  The  symmetrical  coming  up  of  all  departments  of  the  work 
is  most  gratifying.  It  has  not  been  our  policy  to  magnify  any  one 
interest  to  the  neglect  of  others. 

During  the  year  thirty-eight  faith- 
ful pastors  and  fifteen  hundred  loyal 
laymen  have  applied  themselves  with 
unflagging  zeal  and  devotion  to  the 
solution  of  the  problems  vital  to  our 
prosperity.  The  true  mission  of  the 
church,  with  its  bigness  and  intensity, 
has  been  emphasized.  Intellect,  activ- 
ity, and  courage  have  been  combined 
with  faith  and  heroic  endeavor  to 
purify  the  church  and  attract  men  to 
Jesus   Christ. 

Changes. — The  first  break  came 
the  last  of  June,  when  J.  E.  Coffin,  ap- 
pointed to  the  Hamilton  charge,  was 
discovered  indulging  in  gross  immor- 
alties.  When  confronted  with  the 
charges,  he  confessed  his  guilt,  and, 
at  the  request  of  the  District  Superin- 
tendent, he  withdrew  from  the  min- 
istry and   membership   of  the   church 

and  surrendered  his  credentials.  L.  G.  Carnes  was  transferred  from 
the  Indiana  Conference  and  took  up  the  work  the  first  of  August. 
Brother  Carnes  has  proven  himself  a  true  workman  of  God.  He  con- 
ducted an  evangelistic  campaign  at  Hamilton  for  three  months,  with 
over  forty  conversions.  It  is  the  first  revival  Hamilton  has  had  for 
several  years.  New  Haven  was  made  vacant  by  the  death  of  our  dear 
Brother  Chauncey  King.  H.  C.  Powell  was  taken  from  the  Bobo 
charge  the  middle  of  December  and  placed  at  New  Haven.  The  Quar- 
terly Conference  fixed  his  salary  at  $i,ooo,  and  the  year  is  closing 
pleasantly  and  prosperously.  G.  L.  Conway  was  transferred  from  the 
Indiana  Conference  and  began  the  work  immediately  at  Bobo.  He 
has  had  great  revivals,  and  the  work  has  so  increased  in  two  months 
that  petitions  have  come  from  Pleasant  Mills  and  Salem  asking  to  be 
made  a  two-point  work,  paying  $i,ooo  pastoral  support,  rent  a  par- 
sonage, and  pledge  the  full  payment  of  the  other  three  salaries.  (Duly 
two  years  ago  this  was  a  five-point  circuit,  paying  $800  for  pastoral 
support.    These  are  great  doings  to  occur  in  a  few  weeks'  time. 

Death  Toll. — We  are  saddened  to  report  that  death  has  again  en- 
tered our  ranks.  Zilpha  Crafts,  wife  of  Rev.  George  H.  Crafts,  after  a 
lingering  illness  of  more  than  two  years,  answered  the  call  of  the 
Master  the  19th  of  last  May  and  entered  into  rest  from  their  home 
in  Plymouth,  Ohio.  She  was  intensely  interested  with  her  husband  in 
all  phases  of  church  work.  She  organized  the  Woman's  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society  at  Monroe,  where  her  dues  are  still  paid.     It  would 
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be  hard  to  find  a  more  devoted,  saintly  woman.  Rev.  Chauncey  King 
was  suddenly  called  from  labor  to  reward.  On  Sunday  night,  Novem- 
ber 7,  he  came  to  his  crowning.  The  previous  Sunday  he  was  in  his 
pulpit.  For  forty-one  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  North  Indiana 
Conference,  and  much  of  that  time  a  prominent  figure  with  us.  He 
had  the  confidence  of  his  brethren,  and  we  shall  be  poorer  for  his 
having  left  us.  I  must  record  the  death  of  another  who  went  out  from 
one  of  our  parsonage  homes,  but  only  relatively  belonged  there.  It 
was  Mary  D.  Travis,  the  beautiful,  sweet-faced  mother  of  Rev.  C. 
Claude  Travis.  She  was  a  woman  of  unusual  intelligence  and  had  trav- 
eled widely  in  this  country  and  in  South  America.  Only  a  few  brief 
days  she  was  sick,  just  as  if  God  knew  she  did  not  need  much  time  to 
get  ready  to  die.  Just  before  the  beautiful  Christmas  time,  December 
12,  she  closed  her  eyes  in  a  sweet  farewell  and  slipped  into  the  low- 
swinging  chariot  and  entered  into  peaceful   rest. 

Fort  Wayne  Methodism. — Our  Methodism  in  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne  has  had  a  phenomenal  growth.  Rev.  C.  Claude  Travis  is  clos- 
ing his  seventh  year  in  the  Wayne  Street  Church.  All  phases  of  the 
work  have  been  splendidly  developed.  It  now  ranks  among  the 
strong,  popular  churches  of  the  city.  It  has  sent  out  eleven  ministers 
and  missionaries  to  bless  the  world.  It  is  establishing  a  fine  record 
in  the  field  of  social  service  and  civic  righteousness.  Rev.  Travis  is 
not  only  popular  with  his  own  church,  but  equally  so  throughout  the 
city.  Notwithstanding  the  flattering  invitations  from  other  large 
churches  in  the  Conference,  this  great  church  is  unanimously  insisting 
that  Brother  Travis  be  retained. 

Dr.  D.  H.  Guild  is  closing  his  fourth  year  at  First  Church.  While 
this  is  a  down-town  church,  it  is  a  perfect  beehive  of  industry.  It  has 
a  membership  reaching  up  toward  eleven  hundred,  and  has  the  largest 
Young  People's  Society,  touching  more  lines  of  work,  than  any  in  the 
district,  or  perhaps  in  the  entire  Conference.  Dr.  Guild  has  all  depart- 
ments of  the  church  well  organized,  and  it  is  advancing  with  majestic 
tread.  The  fourth  Quarterly  Conference  unanimously  invited  Dr. 
Guild  to  return  for  another  year. 

This  is  Rev.  H.  L.  Overdeer's  first  year  at  Simpson  Church.  He 
has  had  a  great  year,  increasing  the  membership  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  the  benevolences  $343.  He  is  also  getting  a  good  start  in 
paying  ofif  the  church  debt.  This  church  now  ranks  with  the  great 
churches  of  the  city.  The  Quarterly  Conference  was  unanimous  in 
inviting  the  return  of  their  pastor. 

Rev.  T.  M.  Hill  is  completing  his  sixth  year  at  Trinity  Church. 
The  membership  has  been  increased  from  three  hundred  and  forty- 
seven  to  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven.  The  church  building  is  not 
sufficient  to  care  for  more  than  half  that  membership,  and  they  are 
preparing  to  build.  Brother  Hill  has  kept  the  church  on  a  high  spir- 
itual tide,  and  has  increased  the  benevolent  offerings  from  a  total  of 
$434  to  $1,106,  or  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  per  cent. 

Dr.  F.  H.  Cremean  has  had  five  remarkable  years  at  Saint  Paul 
Church.  During  this  time  the  church  has  been  rebuilt  and  a  new 
$4,000  parsonage  placed  on  the  same  lot  with  the  church.  The  mem- 
bership has  been  increased  from  two  hundred  to  four  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  and  the  benevolences  more  than  doubled. 

Fort  Wayne  Methodism  no  longer  needs  to  beg  for  recognition. 
In  the  six  years  the  churches  have  increased  in  pastoral  support  from 
$8,500  to  $10,500,  an  increase  of  twenty-seven  per  cent.  They  have 
increased  in  valuation  of  church  property  from  $129,800  to  $202,500.  a 
gain  of  $72,700,  or  fifty-eight  per  cent.  Increased  in  membership  from 
2,277  to  3,866;    gain,  1,589,  or  seventy  per  cent. 

Pastors  Married. — Two  of  the  pastors  of  the  district  were  married 
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this  year.  Dr.  F.  H.  Cremean  selected  for  his  bride  Miss  Agatha  B. 
Brenizer,  of  Fort  Wayne.  On  September  16,  at  the  home  of  the 
bride's  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Brenizer,  the  District  Superin- 
tendent performed  the  ceremony  that  united  their  destinies.  The 
bride  is  an  accomplished  young  lady  and  is  entering  heartily  with 
Brother  Cremean  in  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

Miss  Ada  D.  Campbell,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Myron  Camp- 
bell, of  South  Bend,  was  the  choice  of  Rev.  C.  Claude  Travis.  On 
October  2  the  ceremony  was  solemnized  by  Bishop  William  F.  Mc- 
Dowell. Mrs.  Travis  has  special  fitness  for  this  important  work  upon 
which  she  has  entered,  being  a  graduate  of  DePauw  University  and 
for  some  time  a  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  secretary. 
She  has  already  entered  extensively  into  giving  Bible  instruction  in 
her  own  church  and  other  organizations  in  the  city,  thereby  having 
won  many  fine  friends,  and  her  capabilities  worthily  recognized. 

Building  and  Improvements. — The  year  has  witnessed  the  building 
of  two  churches  and  one  parsonage.  Soon  after  Conference,  E.  J. 
Maupin  called  his  congregation  together  and  launched  a  new  church 
enterprise.  So  rapidly  did  the  plans  develop  that  in  a  month  they 
broke  ground  for  the  new  church.  The  work  went  rapidly  forward 
and,  February  27,  the  District  Superintendent  had  the  pleasure  of  dedi- 
cating one  of  the  most  beautiful  churches  to  be  found  in  any  small 
town  in  the  Conference.  The  congregation  was  asked  for  $5,000  to 
cover  all  indebtedness,  which  was  pledged  with  a  small  surplus.  The 
rhain  church  has  three  classrooms,  a  lecture  room,  and  an  auditorium 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  six  hundred.  They  have  their  own  dynamo 
and  a  fine  basement  with  modern  improvements.  Rev.  E.  J.  Maupin 
is  the  heroic  pastor  who  dared  to  look  this  difficult  proposition  in  the 
face.  He  superintended  the  building,  kept  the  time  of  the  workmen 
and  gave  them  their  checks.  He  had  about  him  as  fine  a  Board  of 
Trustees  and  Building  Committee  as  ever  surrounded  a  pastor.  The 
cost  of  the  building  was  $11,000;  it  looks  as  if  it  would  be  cheap  at 
$15,000. 

The  people  at  Harlan  had  the  plans  all  completed  before  the  end- 
ing of  last  Conference  year  to  rebuild  their  church.  Under  the  wise 
direction  of  the  pastor,  S.  I.  Zechiel,  who  was  his  own  architect,  and 
a  loyal  Board  of  Trustees,  this  fine  enterprise  was  carried  to  com- 
pletion. The  seating  capacity  of  the  church  was  more  than  doubled, 
the  symmetry  was  maintained,  and  a  fine  $10,000  church  was  secured 
for  $5,500,  November  14  the  District  Superintendent  was  invited  to 
dedicate  this  splendid  church  and  raise  the  needed  amount  of  money 
to  take  it  out  from  under  the  claim  of  man.  When  these  charges  can 
spare  these  men  and  you  want  a  good  church  builder,  good  pastor  and 
preacher,  get  Brother  Zechiel  or  Brother  Maupin. 

Poneto  had  long  needed  a  new  parsonage,  to  which  former  pas- 
tors will  testify.  The  Rev.  John  R.  Stelle,  of  good  business  genius, 
has  it  all  complete  and  partly  furnished  and  paid  for  at  a  cost  of  $3,000, 
and  the  pastor  and  family  now  live  in  the  best  house  in  Poneto,  and 
not  a  dollar  of  debt. 

Fremont  rebuilt  their  parsonage  at  a  cost  of  $1,280.  It  is  now 
modernized  and  becomes  a  very  comfortable  preacher's  home. 

Garrett  has  plans  and  money  already  to  build  a  $5,000  parsonage 
next  year.     It  is  just  like  Charles  Tinkham  to  do  it  that  way. 

Other  churches  have  made  repairs  as  follows:  Angola,  $283; 
Bluffton,  $165;  Decatur,  $121;  Fiat,  $700;  Fort  Wayne,  First,  $250; 
Simpson,  $150;  Trinity,  $200;  Wayne  Street,  $900;  Fort  Wayne  Cir- 
cuit, $146;  Hamilton,  $60;  Hudson,  $95;  Huntertown,  $855;  Monroe, 
$475;  Monroeville,  $530;  Montpelier,  $518;  Orland,  $159;  Pennville, 
$300;     Portland,    $440;     Portland    Circuit,    $200;     Spencerville,    $127;

Woodburn,  $502;  York,  $174.  Total  expenditure  for  building  and 
improving.  $28,467. 

Debts  Paid. — The  staggering  debt  of  $3,500  has  been  paid,  and  the 
closing  night  of  the  District  Conference  we  witnessed  the  cremating  of 
the  notes  as  we  joined  in  a  jubilee  with  Brother  Bills,  the  happy  pas- 
tor, and  his  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  house  full  of  people.  It  is  the 
first  time  this  church  has  been  free  from  debt  for  twenty  years,  and 
the  obsequies  were  not  very  solemn.  Rev.  H.  S.  Nickerson  raised  in 
pledges  a  $2,000  debt,  and  paid  $900  of  it.  Other  debts  were  paid  as 
follows:  Auburn,  $550;  Fort  Wayne,  First,  $600;  Simpson,  $1,500; 
Trinity,  $600;  Saint  Paul,  $765;  Garrett,  $5,000;  Geneva,  $550;  Geneva 
Circuit,  $125;  Hoagland,  $150;  Monroe,  $450;  Monroeville,  $175; 
Ossian,  $7,500;  Pennvillc,  $600;  Portland  Circuit,  $700;  Woodburn, 
$75.    Total  debts  paid,  $24,058.     Total  paid  for  both  causes,  $52,525. 

Church  Organizations. — The  most  hopeful  department  of  our 
work  is  the  Sunday  school.  We  have  ninety-three  schools,  with  an 
enrollment  of  twenty  thousand.  The  larger  schools  are  operated 
under  the  graded  system  and  are  reaching  a  high  state  of  efficiency. 

The  pastors  report  forty-six  Epworth  Leagues,  with  an  enrollment 
of  twenty-three  hundred.  There  is  now  the  best  religious  life  and 
activity  in  the  Epworth  League  of  its  history.  Several  Gospel  Teams 
have  been  organized  and  are  assisting  pastors  in  evangelistic  work. 
The  pledges  for  Dr.  E.  O.  Ernsbcrgcr,  Superintendent  of  Belgaum 
District,  Lidia,  totaled  more  than  $1,500. 

The  Junior  League  reports  show  twenty-four  chapters,  with  an 
enrollment  of  eleven  hundred  and  fifty.  They  contribute  $350  to 
missionary  work. 

The  Woman's  Home  and  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Societies 
are  well  established,  and  enlarging  their  work  by  organizing  new 
auxiliaries. 

Seventy-one  Ladies'  Aid  Societies  are  reported  having  raised 
$14,278.  These  societies  are  helping  cultivate  the  social  spirit  in  the 
churches,  as  well  as  financial  aids.  The  banner  society  of  the  district 
is  Ossian,  having  raised  $1,000. 

Preachers'  Aid  Society. — The  district  has  come  across  with  over 
$11,000  for  this  society.  We  had  reached  our  goal  for  $10,000  with  a 
small  margin  when  Brother  J.  F.  Ward,  of  Garrett,  concluded  he 
wanted  to  turn  over  some  of  the  Lord's  money.  He  came  with 
Brother  Tinkham  to  ask  the  District  Superintendent  what  he  should 
do  with  it.  He  decided  to  give  $1,000  to  the  Preachers'  Aid  So- 
ciety; $1,000  to  his  local  church;  to  put  into  his  will  $1,000  for  the 
Home  Missionary  Society  and  $500  for  the  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety, with  the  likelihood  of  increasing  that  to  $1,000.  Brother  Ward 
has  just  recognized  the  ownership  of  God.     May  his  kind  be  multiplied! 

District  Meetings. — We  had  three  district  meetings  during  the 
year.  The  first  was  the  meeting  of  the  pastors  and  District  Stewards, 
in  May,  with  an  efficiency  program. 

The  second  was  a  series  of  meetings  held  the  first  ten  days  of 
October  in  the  interest  of  our  benevolences,  with  Bishop  Warne  and 
Dr.  James  M.  Taylor  as  leaders.  They  were  ably  assisted  by  Drs. 
Walling  Clark,  of  Italy;  B.  O.  Peterson,  of  the  Philippine  Islands, 
and  Rev.  J.  W.  Pickett,  of  India.  They  thoroughly  covered  the  dis- 
trict with  their  thrilling  addresses  and  good  literature.  It  was  one  of 
the  best  campaigns  ever  conducted  in  the  district. 

Settlement-day  meetings  were  held  at  Auburn  and  Decatur,  De- 
cember I  and  2. 

Our  third  was  the  District  Conference,  which  was  held  February 
28  to  March  i,  at  Montpelier.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  we  had  a  strong 
program  when  I  announce  such  speakers  as   Bishop   McDowell,  Dr. 
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E.  S.  Shoemaker,  Dr.  Ernest  C.  Wareing,  Dr.  Fred  M.  Stone,  Mrs. 
Edwin  R.  Graham,  and  the  splendid  sermons  and  addresses  of  the 
pastors  and  laymen  of  the  district. 

The  outstanding  meeting  of  the  year,  while  not  a  district  meeting, 
was  held  in  the  district  at  First  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  September  21. 
It  was  in  the  interest  of  the  Forward  Movement  Program,  and  was 
put  on  by  Bishops  Henderson  and  McDowell.  The  far-reaching  effect 
was  perhaps  the  greatest  of  any  one-day  program  ever  planned. 

Spiritual  Awakening  and  Membership. — While  we  have  not  had 
the  great  tabernacle  meeting  this  year  as  we  had  last,  the  revival 
spirit  has  continued  all  over  the  district.  The  pastors  have  largely 
held  their  own  meetings.  Sickness  and  bad  roads  have  somewhat 
interfered,  and  in  some  instances  meetings  had  to  be  deferred.  Mont- 
pelier,  Ossian,  and  Angola  held  their  meetings  last  spring  or  early  in 
the  summer,  with  good  results.  Evangelists  Patty  and  Stapleton  con- 
ducted a  meeting  at  Simpson  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  where  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  were  converted  and  the  membership  increased  by 
more  than  one  hundred. 

Fremont  has  had  the  greatest  revival  in  her  history.  Eighty-four 
people  were  converted,  mostly  heads  of  families.  L.  W.  Kemper  was 
his  own  evangelist,  and  as  a  result  of  this  meeting  Fremont  becomes  a 
station,  paying  as  a  minimum  salary  $1,300.  Ray  will  pay  $500  to 
pastoral  support,  making  for  these  two  points  $600  more  than  last 
year. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Gruber  has  had  another  year  of  revival  on  the  Hunter- 
town  charge.  Last  year  he  had  355  conversions,  this  year  132,  bring- 
ing the  membership  of  this  country  charge  up  to  727.  Huntertown 
petitions  to  become  a  station,  offering  a  cash  salary  of  $1,000,  and  they 
rather  prefer  Brother  Gruber  for  their  pastor. 

Rev.  G.  L.  Conway,  recently  transferred  from  the  Indiana  Con- 
ference, has  had  great  revivals  on  the  Bobo  charge.  Pleasant  Mills 
and  Salem  come  up  with  strong  petitions  to  be  made  a  two-point 
charge,  agreeing  to  pay  as  a  minimum  cash  salary  $1,000,  house  rent, 
and  other  ministerial  claims.  They  think  Brother  Conway  is  the 
desirable  man  for  them. 

Another  outstanding  revival  was  at  Pennville,  conducted  by  the 
pastor,  E.  M.  Dunbar.  Dr.  J.  A.  Sprague  rendered  valuable  assistance 
in  this  meeting.  He  reports  107  conversions  and  32  reclamations. 
Early  in  the  winter  Brother  Dunbar  conducted  a  revival  on  the  Fiat 
charge,  with  66  conversions.  We  loaned  him  to  other  districts,  and  at 
Van  Buren  100  were  converted,  and  at  Main  Street,  Kokomo,  200  con- 
versions.    He  has  had  about  450  conversions  to  his  credit  this  year.

There  have  been  converted  and  reclaimed  a  total  of  2,028.  There 
have  been  received  into  the  church  on  probation  1.340.  Received  into 
full  membership,  1,810.  Increase  for  the  year,  1,584,  or  ten  and  a  half 
per  cent  plus. 
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Benevolence  and  Finance. — The  reports  of  the  pastors  show  that 
the  benevolences  will  be  much  in  advance  of  last  year.  First  Church, 
Bluffton,  W.  T.  Arnold,  pastor,  will  lead  with  a  total  of  $8,355.  Many 
of  the  charges  will  report  a  large  increase. 

Pastors'  salaries  have  been  increased  more  than  $4,000,  and  full 
ministerial  support,  $6,500.     There  will  be  little  if  any  deficits. 

Six  Brief  Years. — Six  busy  years  have  so  engaged  us  they  are  but 
as  yesterday  when  past.  Our  inheritance  was  large.  Dr.  C.  U.  Wade, 
one  of  the  best  Superintendents  the  church  ever  had,  turned  the  dis- 
trict over  in  fine  condition.  The  grade  was  high.  But  we  have  tried 
to  pull  on  up  the  hill.  During  these  six  years  we  have  helped  pull 
DePauw  University  out  of  financial  distress  with  over  $37,000.  Helped 
build  our  Methodist  Hospital  at  Indianapolis  with  $12,000.  Come 
across  with  $11,000  for  our  Preachers'  Aid  Society.  Installed  the 
New  Financial  Plan  over  the  entire  district,  and  launched  the  Forward 
Movement  Campaign. 

Church  Property. — The  six  years  have  witnessed  the  building  or 
rebuilding  of  fourteen  new  churches.  Four  new  parsonages  have  been 
built,  two  rebuilt,  and  two  others  secured  by  purchase.  Many  other 
churches  have  been  improved  and  modernized.  The  church  property 
valuation  has  been  inceased  from  $631,390  to  $846,600 — increase, 
$215,210. 

Ministerial  Support. — Six  years  ago  only  ten  charges  were  paying 
their  pastors  as  much  as  $1,000.  This  year  there  are  twenty-seven 
paying  that  much  and  above,  and  two  more  have  just  come  up  into 
that  column  for  next  year.  In  1910  the  total  cash  salaries  for  pastoral 
support  was  $35,062 — 1916,  $45,960.  A  gain  of  $10,890,  or  thirty-one 
per  cent. 

Pastors'  salaries,  including  rent,  1910,  $40,700;  1916,  $52,955 — a 
gain  of  $12,255,  or  thirty  per  cent. 

The  Episcopal  Fund  was  increased  from  $496  to  $850,  a  gain  of 
$354.  or  seventy-one  per  cent. 

The  Conference  Claimants'  Fund  was  increased  from  $2,193  to 
$5.336 — a  gain  of  $3,143,  or  one  hundred  and  forty-three  per  cent. 

Full  ministerial  support  has  increased  from  $46,150  to  $62,516 — a 
gain  of  $16,366,  or  thirty-five  per  cent. 

Benevolences  have  increased  in  five  years  from  a  total  of  $22,138 
to  $32,309 — gain,  $10,171,  or  forty-six  per  cent. 

The  membership  has  increased  from  11,626  to  16,540 — gain,  4,914, 
or  forty-four  per  cent. 

I  come  to  the  close  of  this  six  years'  term  as  Superintendent  of 
Fort  Wayne  District  with  a  heightened  esteem  for  the  ministry  and 
laymen  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  with  a  very  much 
keener  realization  of  the  importance  and  difificulty  of  our  work.  They 
have  been  six  strenuous  years  without  a  vacation.  Every  year  we 
have  gone  forward.  Our  advance  is  a  matter  of  record.  We  have 
nothing  of  which  to  boast.  We  have  everything  for  which  to  be  thank- 
ful. I  love  the  church  better;  I  love  the  ministry  better;  I  love  God 
better  because  of  these  six  years.  I  have  found  these  pastors  to  be 
devoted,  energetic,  consecrated  men  of  God.  The  parsonage  homes 
have  been  places  of  welcome  and  delight.  I  thank  my  God  for  every 
one  of  them.  I  love  these  devoted  servants  and  appreciate  the  privi- 
lege of  being  a  toiler  with  them.  The  fellowship  with  them  has  grown 
dearer  and  dearer  each  year, 

"And  if  our  fellowship  below 
In  Jesus  be  so  sweet, 
What  heights  of  rapture  shall  we  know 
When  round  his  throne  we  meet."

Bishop  McDowell  and  Brothers:  In  the  moments  immediately 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  session  of  our  Conference,  I  managed 
to  grasp  the  hand  of  Bishop  McDowell  as  he  was  departing,  to  say. 
"Bishop,  you  have  given  me  a  hard  job,  but  I  will  do  my  best."  I  am 
now  ready  to  render  account  as  to  that  "best."  Whatever  has  been 
accomplished  has  been  the  result  of  the  very  hearty  cooperation,  for 
the  most  part,  of  the  splendid,  intelligent,  and  willing  laymen  of 
Goshen  District,  and  as  fine  a  body  of  pastors  as  can  be  found  any- 
where. 

Pastoral  Changes. — F.  W.  Chapman  was  appointed  at  the  last 
Conference,  through  misunderstanding,  to  the  Clunette  charge.  He 
was  consequently  released  by  Bishop  McDowell  in  order  that  he 
might  complete  his  studies.  Studies 
completed,  he  was  appointed  September 
I  to  the  Goshen  Circuit,  where,  in  spite 
of  three  months'  illness  and  an  opera- 
tion for  appendicitis,  he  has  served  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  people,  who  de- 
sire his  return.  His  work  has  been 
generously  cared  for  by  neighboring 
pastors,  gospel  teams,  and  a  local 
preacher,  C.  D.  Inebnit.  W.  H.  Me- 
naugh,  former  Superintendent  of  Pub- 
lic Schools  of  Albion,  was  secured  for 
Clunette.  Brother  Menaugh  will  ask 
and  deserves  a,dmission  to  the  Confer- 
ence. Upon  the  resignation  of  R.  J. 
Crider  from  the  Goshen  Circuit,  Sep- 
tember I,  a  new  charge — the  Elkhart 
Circuit — was  created  by  taking  Willow 
Creek  from  the  Goshen  Circuit,  Pleas- 
ant Valley  and  California  from  Simp- 
son Memorial,  to  unite  with  Osolo  R.  J.  Wade. 
Chapel,  an  abandoned  church,  resur- 
rected early  in  the  year  by  the  gospel  teams  of  Trinity,  Elkhart.  Lake 
Schoolhouse  appointment  was  taken  from  the  Bristol  charge,  at  the 
request  of  Bristol,  and  added  to  the  Goshen  Circuit,  Bristol  and  Simp- 
son Memorial  becoming  stations,  each  paying  a  salary  of  $1,000.  effi- 
ciently served  by  D.  C.  Beatty  and  K.  H.  Carlson.  The  new  Elkhart 
Circuit  was  served  until  January  i  by  Justin  Morrison,  a  senior  in 
Northwestern  University,  son  of  R.  A.  Morrison;  since  that  time,  by 
W.  Weyman  Dragoo,  who  has  demonstrated  his  worth  and  call  to  the 
ministry.  Foster  Chapel,  detached  from  Bourbon,  has  prospered  under 
the  care  of  J.  S.  Cain,  who,  though  retired  in  name,  has  been  active 
in  toil. 

Retired  Ministers. — Of  the  retired  ministers,  Brothers  J.  B.  Cook, 
A.  J.  Carey,  E.  L.  Semans,  C.  H.  Murray,  and  C.  H.  Wilkinson,  in  addi- 
tion to  Brother  Cain,  have  rendered  much  helpful  and  active  service; 
while  Brothers  Welch  and  Paschall  have  been  patient  sufferers  at 
home,  and  Brothers  Hasty  and  Kemper  have  been  renewing  strength 
and  youth  in  the  sunshine  of  California.  We  have  welcomed  into  our 
territory  for  residence  Brothers  G.  W.  Keisling,  at  Milford  Junction, 
and  J.  M.  Haines,  at  Warsaw. 

Death's  Toll. — Early  in  the  year  the  call  to  the  better  world  came 
to  Mrs.  Anna  Lynch,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  C.  W.  Lynch,  of  honored 
name  in  our  Conference.     The  funeral  was  conducted  by  her  pastor. 
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A.  G.  Neal.  Death's  toll  was  taken  among  our  younger  men  when 
Franklin  A.  Reichelderfer,  aged  forty-one,  after  heroic  struggle,  at 
Harlan,  October  to,  at  3:30  P.  M..  breathed  his  last.  He  had  hoped 
against  hope  to  again  stand  as  a  herald  of  the  cross.  His  first  definite 
stand  for  Christ  was  taken  at  a  Thursday  night  prayer  meeting.  His 
last  charge  was  Topeka.  Genial,  true,  one  of  the  best  of  men,  friend 
of  God,  he  passed  beyond,  leaving  the  message,  "Tell  my  brethren  the 
gospel  is  sufficient."  The  funeral  was  held  at  Harlan,  in  charge  of  the 
pastor,  S.  I.  Zechiel,  assisted  by  J.  A.  Beatty,  the  writer,  and  others. 
The  address  was  made  by  S.  Light.  Henry  W.  Bennett  completed  the 
earthly  life  toward  the  close  of  1915  at  Warsaw.  The  special  funeral 
address  was  given  by  C.  U.  Wade.  This  distinguished  preacher  and 
administrator  had  given  thirty-eight  years  to  the  ministry.  He  served 
well  the  Goshen  District  from  1903  to  T908,  and  may  be  remembered, 
among  other  things,  as  the  originator  of  that  time-tested  district  insti- 
tution, now  so  largely  accepted,  known  as  Settlement  Day. 

The  gentle,  kindly  spirit  of  William  Lash  took  its  flight  at  10:30 
o'clock  Friday  night,  February  11.  Brother  Lash  had  given  to  the 
Conference  almost  as  many  years  as  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve, 
but  he  had  necessarily  occupied  the  retired  relation  for  thirty  years — 
a  longer  time  than  any  one  upon  our  Conference  list  last  year.  The 
home  life  has  been  characterized  by  the  monumental  devotion  of  soji 
and  daughter,  George  E.  Lash  and  Mrs.  Minnie  Ervin.  J.  C.  White 
conducted  the  service,  assisted  by  the  District  Superintendent  and 
local  pastors.  Brothers  Lash,  Bennett,  and  Sister  Lynch  were  buried 
at  Warsaw,  A.  G.  Neal  in  charge  of  the  services. 

The  homes  of  the  laymen  have  not  been  exempt  from  the  visits 
of  Death's  messenger.  Warsaw's  membership  has  been  depleted  by 
twenty-two  deaths,  the  largest  number,  while  we  are  obliged  to  chron- 
icle the  passing  of  some  of  the  district's  outstanding  laymen:  E.  G. 
Eberhart,  of  Mishawaka;  Albert  Mutschler,  of  Nappanee;  Harrison 
W.    Godfrey,  of  Elkhart,  and  Judge   John    H.    Baker,   of   Goshen. 

Upon  the  day  that  the  last  Conference  adjourned,  April  12,  that 
elect  woman  and  princely  giver,  Mrs.  Maggie  Brothwell,  of  Rome 
City,  passed  beyond,  leaving  her  estate,  $5,000,  plus  her  home,  to  be 
the  possession  of  and  to  be  occupied  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Preachers' 
Aid  Society;  additional  money  and  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  acres 
of  fine  land  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions — a  specified  life  interest 
reserved. 

Veterans'  Day. — Sunday,  June  27,  was  observed  as  Veterans'  Day. 
On  that  day,  or  succeeding  Sabbath,  the  graves  of  every  minister  and 
wife  in  the  district  were  decorated  with  flowers.  In  some  instances 
prayers,  addresses,  and  songs  were  offered;  in  one  place  the  graves 
of  all  Methodist  people  were  remembered.  Why  not  a  universal  Meth- 
odist Memorial  Sunday? 

Births. — Death  laid  hold  at  birth  of  Helen  Louise,  daughter  of 
D.  C.  Beatty  and  wife;  while  little  visitors  from  Babyland  tarry  in  the 
homes  of  Brothers  and  Sisters  Boase,  Royer,  and  Wyant. 

Civic  Righteousness. — Through  the  forbearance  of  my  successor. 
Brother  J.  C.  White,  I  was  permitted  to  retain  my  residence  in  Trinity 
parsonage  until  I  could  cast  a  clean  dry  vote  in  the  Elkhart  local 
option  election.  While  our  forces  did  not  win  on  that  day,  the  doom 
of  the  saloon  in  Elkhart  was  forecasted  by  reducing  the  majority  from 
305  to  108,  or  from  806  in  1909  to  108  in  1915;  likewise  in  Ligonier 
from  133  to  55;  in  Kendallyille,  from  264  to  23,  while  Goshen  changed 
from  32  wet  to  221  dry,  driving  out  eleven  iniquitous  saloons.  Blind- 
tiger  keepers  have  been  hunted,  found,  caught,  tried,  convicted,  and 
converted.  Our  preachers  preach  a  gospel  suited  at  once  to  the  worst 
and  best  of  men. 
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District  Meetings. — A  promising  pastors'  and  stewards'  meeting 
was  held  May  25  in  First  Church,  Goshen;  the  June  Epworth  League 
convention  assembled  over  two  hundred  delegates  in  Butler,  our  east- 
ernmost point;  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  met  in  Trin- 
ity, Elkhart,  while  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  held  an 
equally  good  district  convention  in  Middlebury;  our  Sunday  School 
and  Religious  Workers'  Institute  was  favorably  located  in  Mishawaka, 
visited  by  experts  William  S.  Bovard,  H.  C.  Wilson,  J.  V.  Thompson, 
J.  M.  Avann,  J.  G.  Benson,  Kirk  W.  Robbins,  and  Bishop  McDowell. 
Our  follow-up  campaign  was  carried  successfully  to  every  charge  and 
is  to  be  the  basis,  I  am  informed,  of  all  the  institute  work  of  the  Board 
of  Sunday  Schools  for  this  summer.  Settlement  Day  in  Inwood  was 
marked  not  only  by  thrilling  financial  reports,  but  by  an  earnest  desire 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  Methodism's  Forward  Movement.  To 
this  end  a  prayer  hour — 6  P.  M. — -was  designated  during  January  and 
February,  when  the  country  church  bell,  together  with  the  Mishawaka 
chimes,  summoned  simultaneously  our  fourteen  thousand  Goshen  Dis- 
trict Methodists  to  pause  and  pray.  It  was  a  suggestion  worth  while 
and  extensively  carried  out,  not  only  by  the  1,292  signers  of  the 
Prayer  Covenant  and  1,593  members  of  the  Time  Legion,  but  by  many 
others.  Is  there  not  something  worth  while  suggested  to  us  in  that 
great  painting,  "The  Angelus"? 

Etna  Green  was  the  District  Conference  host.  The  revival  spirit 
was  in  the  air.  Bishop  McDowell  preached  the  opening  sermon  on 
"Repentance,"  and  at  the  close  four  young  men  bowed  at  the  altar  to 
give  their  hearts  to  God.  Addresses  by  W.  B.  Hollingshead,  Dr.  C.  S. 
Wood,  B.  S.  Hollopeter,  Mrs.  E.  R.  Graham,  and  others  stirred  and 
inspired  for  the  closing  efforts  of  the  year. 

Church  Building. — Waterloo  charge,  S.  F.  Harter,  pastor,  has 
either  built,  rebuilt,  or  arranged  to  rebuild  every  one  of  the  four 
churches.  Phoenix-like  a  fine  new  Barker's  Chapel,  costing  $6,000, 
arose  from  the  ashes  of  the  fire.  This  model  country  church  was  dedi- 
cated October  28  by  former  pastor  Dr.  W.  D.  Parr,  assisted  by  the 
present  pastor  and  the  District  Superintendent.  A  basement,  at  a  cost 
of  $1,000,  was  placed  under  the  Waterloo  church,  and  reopened  by  the 
District  Superintendent.  Eight  hundred  dollars  is  being  expended  on 
Memorial  Chapel,  and  Norris  Chapel  has  similar  plans.  Butler  early 
in  the  year  redecorated,  repaired  the  church  at  a  cost  of  $500,  and  paid 
off  the  parsonage  debt;  Corunna  reroofed,  while  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  the  removal  of  the  Custer  church  one  mile  and  a  half 
to  the  town  of  Helmer,  giving  it  a  new  and  larger  lease  of  life;  Mil- 
ford  church  has  been  redecorated;  beautiful  new  windows  placed  in 
First  Church,  Goshen,  and  repairs  made  to  the  usual  number  of 
churches  and  parsonages. 

Wolcottville  has  modernized  their  church  through  an  expenditure 
of  $8,000.  All  but  $1,000  of  this  amount  has  been  paid,  and  that  more 
than  secured  by  good  subscriptions.  The  reopening  day  was  January  9, 
Dr.  J.  C.  White,  of  Trinity,  Elkhart,  and  the  District  Superintendent 
preaching  the  sermons.  The  Etna  Green  Methodists  rejoice  in  a  fine 
new  church  costing  upwards  of  $15,000,  and  easily  worth  $18,000.  It 
is  a  marvel  both  as  to  workmanship  and  size  of  enterprise  to  be  suc- 
cessfully undertaken  in  a  town  of  less  than  five  hundred  people.  The 
church  was  dedicated  February  6,  Dr.  W.  D.  Parr  raising  $8,000,  as 
usual  with  him,  more  than  the  amount  yet  needed  to  pay  all  bills. 
The  largest  enterprise  of  the  year  in  the  Conference  has  been  that  so 
victoriously  led  in  Warsaw  by  that  veteran  pastor,  A.  G.  Neal,  who  is 
confidently  expected  to  return  for  his  eighth  year.  The  corner-stone 
was  laid  on  Sunday,  May  16,  1915,  by  Bishop  McDowell,  and  the 
church   likewise    dedicated    by   him    Sunday,   January    16.      When    the 
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question  of  raising  the  additional  subscriptions  needed  was  broached 
by  the  Building  and  Finance  Committee  to  the  District  Superin- 
tendent, he  immediately  suggested  and  urged  a  whirlwind  canvass  for 
Thanksgiving  week.  The  plans  were  carried  out,  and  on  Sunday  night 
Brother  Neal  announced  that  after  a  hard  battle  the  $25,000  needed 
had  been  fully  subscribed.  A  total  of  $72,000  in  subscriptions  has 
been  taken,  enough  to  cover  interest  and  shrinkage.  The  building  is 
architecturally  beautiful  and  exceedingly  practical  in  design.  It  has 
the  largest  basement  in  the  Conference,  including  dining  hall,  gym- 
nasium, shower  bath,  kitchen,  and  cloak  rooms.  The  magnificent  audi- 
torium is  directly  under  the  great  dome,  flanked  on  three  sides  with 
large  balconies.  The  Groves  Sunday-school  auditorium  connects  to 
the  east;  the  acoustic  properties  are  perfect;  five  beautiful  entrances 
admit  you — yes,  and  will  admit  you  when  you  come  to  Warsaw,  as 
you  will,  to  the  1917  session  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference. 

The  fine  new  Nappanee  church,  costing  $35,000,  hastens  to  com- 
pletion. The  corner-stone  was  laid  by  the  District  Superintendent 
Sunday  afternoon,  September  5.  Brother  Powell  has  been  instant  in 
season  and  out  of  season;  a  great  revival  has  been  held;  a  splendid 
new  parsonage,  costing  $4,000,  purchased  and  entered,  and  the  outlook 
for  the  future  is  glorious.  The  new  church  will  probably  be  dedicated 
in  May. 

Simpson  Memorial,  Elkhart,  was  badly  damaged  by  fire  in  mid- 
winter. Ample  insurance  had  fortunately  been  carried,  so  that  in  ten 
days  the  money  was  in  bank  for  repairs.  In  connection  with  these 
repairs  certain  valuable  changes  have  been  made,  a  new  furnace  in- 
stalled, the  entire  basement  excavated,  new  pews  ordered,  and  the  re- 
opening will   occur  about   Easter. 

Splendid  progress  has  been  made  in  the  liquidation  of  the  Saint 
Paul  debt  under  the  masterly  leadership  of  that  Napoleon  of  church 
finance,  R.  A.  Morrison.  The  huge  debt  has  finally  been  hewed  down 
to  $14,400,  and  another  year  of  similar  activity  under  his  direction 
ought  to  save  the  project  to  our  Methodism. 

New  Charges. — During  the  year  a  new  Elkhart  Circuit  was  formed, 
as  has  been  stated.  Two  more  new  charges  are  to  be  created  within 
this  Conference.  Howe,  South  Milford,  and  Corunna  each  ask  to 
give  up  one  point,  but  continue  to  pay  the  same  salaries  to  their  suc- 
cessful pastors,  C.  A.  Hile,  V.  L.  Clear,  and  R.  R.  Detweiler.  Mongo 
is  the  new  charge,  to  pay  at  least  $800,  with  Plato  and  East  Springfield 
the  out-appointments.  Waterloo  advances  to  station  dimensions,  on 
the  condition  that  S.  F.  Harter  is  the  pastor,  at  a  salary  larger  than 
the  entire  charge  paid  a  year  ago.  This  necessitates  the  formation  of 
a  Waterloo  Circuit.  Kimmel  and  Cromwell  promise  the  same  salary 
to  G.  E.  Whitten  that  the  three-point  work  paid  last  year. 

Salaries. — The  support  of  pastors  alone  has  been  increased  this 
year  $3,400,  while  arrangements  have  already  been  made  for  an  in- 
crease next  year  aggregating  more  than  $2,500.  The  larger  apportion- 
ment for  Conference  Claimants  was  accepted  in  good  faith,  every 
dollar  apportioned,  and  claims  will  be  pro-rated. 

Benevolences. — A  remarkable  thing  has  happened  and,  according 
to  Dr.  W.  B.  Hollingshead,  a  result  unique  in  Methodism  has  been 
achieved.  Every  single  charge  on  Goshen  District  has  pulled  up,  and 
not  down,  on  apportioned  benevolences.  We  tried  it  last  year,  but 
some  charges  failed  ultimately.  We  tried  it  again  this  year  and  we 
have  won  out  at  every  point.  This  has  not  been  at  the  expense  of  the 
other  benevolences.  All  will  advance.  Foreign  Missions  increases 
$621;  Home  Missions,  $558;  total  apportioned  benevolences,  $1,445, 
and  others  in  proportion.  The  district  will  give  this  year  for  Foreign 
Missions  to  the  parent  Board  the  round  sum  of  $8,000. 
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These  figures  are  the  result  of  education,  inspiration,  consecration, 
heroic  giving,  and  faithful  work  upon  the  part  of  both  pastors  and 
laymen.  We  expect  to  advance  all  along  the  line.  We  have  been 
nobly  supported  by  the  agencies  of  the  women.  Several  auxiliaries  of 
the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  have  been  organized,  while 
the  itinerary  of  Miss  Bertha  Creek  resulted  in  fifteen  new  organiza- 
tions of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

Conversions. — Over  twelve  hundred  conversions  have  been  re- 
ported. This  is  not  as  large  a  number  as  some  years  have  produced. 
There  have  been  no  tabernacle  or  union  campaigns  to  swell  the  total. 
It  is  the  record  of  faithful,  consistent  work  on  the  part  of  pastors  and 
people.  It  does  not  spell  the  failure  of  the  Methodist  Forward  Move- 
ment; it  tells  us  that  we  have  just  begun  to  use  our  strength  and  direct 
our  activities.  We  have  sought  to  overcome  the  change  of  enumera- 
tion of  full  members  in  the  elimination  of  non-resident  members  from 
the  total,  according  to  the  ruling  of  the  Board  of  Bishops.  We  have 
thus  lost  497,  but  the  net  gain  will  be  perhaps  a  similar  number.  The 
largest  number  of  conversions  and  accessions  reported  is  from  Misha- 
waka — over  200  conversions  and  165  accessions,  the  pastor,  L.  M. 
Edwards,  again  for  the  fourth  successive  year  leading  the  campaign 
personally  and  lifting  the  charge  in  that  time  from  a  membership  of 
703  to  1,300.  Conversions  ranging  from  20  to  93  have  been  reported 
from  Corunna,  Topeka,  Howe,  Warsaw,  Elkhart  (Trinity),  Leesburg, 
Tippecanoe,  Kimmel,  Wakarusa,  Waterloo,  Nappanee,  LaGrange,  and 
Etna  Green. 

J.  W.  Oborn,  Conference  evangelist,  reports  three  hundred  and 
seventy  sermons  and  addresses,  more  than  one  thousand  converts  and 
special  consecrations,  and  great  victory  in  some  of  the  hardest  and 
most  difficult  fields  yet  encountered.  He  says:  "I  would  like  to  give 
this  testimony:  wherever  we  have  found  card  playing  and  dancing 
we  have  found  spiritual  life  at  a  low  ebb  and  soul-saving  a  hard  job." 
He  regrets  absence  from  the  Conference  session,  but  is  in  the  midst 
of  a  gracious  awakening  at  Belvidere,  Illinois,  where,  last  Sunday, 
seventy-six  claimed  to  be  converted,  and  fully  as  many  more  came 
forward  to  reconsecrate  themselves  to  God,  which  meant  for  many  to 
give  up  cards  and  dancing.  A  large  number  of  young  men  were 
among  the  converts.  Brother  Oborn  desires  to  be  continued  in  the 
present  relation. 

Closing  Observations. — To  keep  pace  with  the  retreating  footsteps 
of  my  efficient  predecessor,  to  build  upon  foundations  already  laid,  to 
pull  up  instead  of  down  where  intensest  zeal  had  everywhere  before 
been  manifest,  has  been  no  easy  task — no  holiday  affair.  That  this 
has  been  done  is  because  District  Superintendent,  pastors,  and  people 
alike  have  been  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Maltbie  D.  Babcock  when 
he  sang: 

"Be  strong! 
We  are  not  here  to  play,  to  dream,  to  drift; 
We  have  hard  work  to  do,  and  loads  to  lift. 
Shun  not  the  struggle,  face  it,  'tis  God's  gift, 
Be  strong,  be  strong!" 

I  have  missed  no  appointment;  I  have  held  every  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence; I  have  preached  every  Sunday  from  two  to  four  times,  and  mid- 
week I  have  spoken  on  every  possible  occasion.  The  energies  of 
District  Superintendent  and  pastors  have  not  been  dissipated  in  chas- 
ing elusive  General  Conference  bees.  I  have  added  twelve  pounds  to 
my  weight;  I  have  walked  to  appointments  many  a  day  from  five  to 
twelve  miles;  I  have  done  that  which  hitherto  has  been  impossible  by 
the  use  of  the  automobile;    I  have  accepted  with  all  good  conscience 
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every  dollar  that  has  been  paid  me.  There  are  features  of  the  super- 
intendency  exceedingly  unpleasant;  I  did  all  that  a  Methodist  preacher 
should  do  to  keep  out  of  it.  but  now  that  I  am  in  it,  like  Teddy  of  old, 
"I  like  my  job,"  and  I  am  more  than  ever  before  convinced  that  it  is 
the  most  efficient  piece  of  machinery  in  the  possession  of  the  church 
when  worked. 

I  close  with  this  observation  of  Bishop  Asbury,  found  m  a  letter 
written  to  the  Rev.  Solomon  Sharp,  December  i8,  T805:  "Every 
preacher  has  need  of  the  wisdom  of  Solomon,  the  patience  of  Job, 
the  rectitude  of  Samuel,  the  courage  of  Joshua,  the  meekness  of 
Moses,  the  zeal  of  Peter  and  Paul,  and  love  of  John.  .  .  .  Those 
of  us  that  superintend  have  need  of  great  grace;  Jesus  speaks,  and 
speaks  to  thee,  'My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee.'  "  Trusting  in  that 
grace,  helped  by  that  grace,  we  have  this  year  labored,  and  wherever 
He  through  the  church  shall  direct,  we  will  labor  yet  again. 


LOGANSPORT  DISTRICT. 

B.  S.  Hollopeter,  District  Superintendent. 

Bishop  and  Brethren:  I  wish,  first  of  all,  to  record  my  sincere 
gratitude  to  the  heavenly  Father  for  permitting  me  to  close  one  of  the 
best  of  the  thirty  years  of  my  ministry,  and  the  most  prosperous  year 

we   have   had   on   the    Logansport    Dis- 
trict. 

Only  one  change  of  pastors  has 
taken  place  during  the  year.  H.  B. 
Fisher,  who  was  supplying  Alto,  gave 
up  his  work  July  i,  and  G.  L.  Hixon 
was  secured  to  take  his  place. 

Mrs.  T.  H.  C.  Beal,  wife  of  our  re- 
tired brother,  went  to  her  heavenly 
home  February  11.  They  had  walked 
together  in  sweet  companionship  for 
over  fifty  years. 

P.  J.  Albright  has  been  in  poor 
health  during  the  entire  year,  and  m.uch 
of  the  time  was  not  able  to  leave  his 
home. 

L.  A.  Beeks,  who  was  confined  to 
his  home  for  many  months  on  account 
of  illness,  has  spent  the  winter  in  the 
South,  and  is  very  much  improved.  No 
other  death  or  serious  sickness  has 
come  to  our  homes  during  the  year. 

Church  and  Parsonage  Property. — 
There  are  83  churches  and  41  parsonage  in  the  district.  Ten  of-  these 
churches  are  furnished  with  pipe  organs,  59  have  pianos,  and  the  others 
with  organs.  Thirty-eight  are  lighted  with  electricity;  29  parsonages 
have  this  same  luxury.  The  churches  and  parsonage  homes  are  gen- 
erally in  good  repair.  Some  need  extensive  improvement,  and  others 
should  be  replaced  by  new  buildings. 

New  Societies. — A  new  church  of  fifty  members  has  been  organ- 
ized at  Peoria  and  made  a  part  of  Santa  Fe  charge.  George  W.  Bailor 
found  a  church  here  that  was  owned  by  the  community.  The  people 
were  divided,  with  no  one  denomination  strong  enough  to  maintain 
regular  services.  The  proposition  was  made  to  them  to  deed  the 
building  to  the   Methodist   Episcopal   Church  and   all  become   Meth- 
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odists.  This  they  did.  and  after  a  two  weeks'  meeting,  in  which  Dr. 
T.  M.  Guild,  one  of  our  Conference  Evangelists,  rendered  valuable 
assistance,  a  church  was  fully  organized. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  organize  a  new  church  at  Fairfield,  five 
miles  south  of  Kokomo. 

A  Sunday  school  has  been  started  in  the  northwest  part  of  Ko- 
komo by  Dr.  Freeland  and  workers  from  Grace  Church.  The  rapid 
development  of  this  city  will  make  other  efforts  of  this  kind  necessary 
in  the  near  future. 

Improvements  on  Churches  and  Parsonages. — Beamer  Chapel,  in 
Kokomo,  has  been  raised  and  a  well-equipped  basement  put  under  it. 
The  main  room  has  been  redecorated  and  in  many  ways  improved,  at 
a  cost  of  $r,6oo.  When  Everett  Nixon  became  pastor  of  this  church, 
two  years  ago,  it  was  about  ready  to  disband,  but  now  it  is  one  of  the 
promising  churches  of  the  district.  Good  revivals,  both  at  Beamer 
and  Cassville,  have  resulted  in  large  increase  in  membership  and  a 
general  bettering  of  the  community. 

The  church  at  Converse  has  received  extensive  repairs.  A  new 
furnace  installed,  all  at  a  cost  of  $1,000,  every  cent  of  which  was 
raised  by  the  pastor,  M.  B.  Graham.  Notwithstanding  the  good  record 
of  this  church  in  the  past,  the  benevolences  will  be  in  advance  of  last 
year. 

Wheatland  Street,  Logansport,  has  modernized  their  parsonage 
at  a  cost  of  $1,000.  E.  C.  Dunn,  the  pastor,  is  closing  his  eighth  year 
of  very  successful  service  in  this  church.  He  found  this  church  strug- 
gling to  pay  an  $850  salary,  and  leaves  it  paying  $1,200.  It  then  had 
a  small  Sunday  school,  and  now  the  school  averages  235. 

Debts  Paid. — Fourteen  charges  have  freed  themselves  of  debts. 
About  one  half  of  the  debts  reported  to  the  Conference  last  year  are 
now  paid.  This  district  has  long  been  noted  for  its  burdensome  debts, 
but  it  is  soon  to  lose  this  unenviable  distinction. 

The  most  alarming  case  of  debt  was  at  Windfall,  where  a  $27,000 
church  was  built  in  a  village  of  less  than  one  thousand  people  and  a 
church  membership  of  two  hundred.  A  change  of  pastors  was  made 
in  the  midst  of  their  building;  Dr.  Marble,  who  was  then  the  District 
Superintendent,  gave  the  most  careful  attention  to  the  selection  of  a 
man  who  could  successfully  manage  this  very  large  and  complicated 
church  enterprise.  W.  E.  Hamilton  was  the  man  chosen.  He  har- 
monized the  church,  finished  the  building,  managed  its  dedication,  and 
financed  the  matter  so  skillfully  that  they  are  now  out  of  all  danger 
of  a  calamity;  $8,300  in  cash  has  been  paid  on  the  debt  this  year,  and 
only  about  $4,000  remains.  A  good  revival  also  stands  to  the  credit 
of  this  faithful  man  of  God,  with  an  increase  of  thirty  per  cent  in 
membership  of  the  church. 

At  Twelve  Mile  the  last  $1,000  of  debt  on  their  beautiful  new 
church  was  rounded  up  by  the  pastor,  L.  J.  Sheldon.  This  is  the  first 
year  for  this  country  church  as  a  station,  and  they  have  met  every 
claim  for  salary  and  benevolences  in  full,  and  more. 

Main  Street,  Kokomo,  has  had  a  most  remarkable  year.  Late  in 
the  fall  the  pastor,  James  A.  Sprague,  inaugurated  a  campaign  to  free 
the  church  of  a  $7,000  debt.  It  was  started  with  a  great  church  rally 
on  December  12,  when  Dr.  George  R.  Grose,  President  of  DePauw- 
University,  was  present  and  preached  a  great  sermon.  Dr.  W.  D.  Parr 
started  the  ten  days'  campaign  of  money  raising.  Teams  had  been 
organized  for  this  purpose,  and  they  followed  up  with  splendid  suc- 
cess. At  the  end  of  the  time  a  banquet  was  held  in  the  basement  of 
the  church,  at  which  reports  were  made.  They  found  that  $9,413  had 
been  secured.  The  pastor  was  assisted  in  a  revival  service  for  three 
weeks  by  E.  M.  Dunbar.     Over  200  souls  were  converted,  and  a  net 
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gain  of  175  was  secured  to  the  church  membership.  The  Sunday- 
school  has  an  average  of  654  for  the  year.  The  salary  was  raised  to 
$2,000,  and  a  fifty  per  cent  increase  made  in  benevolent  collections, 
and  for  the  first  time  paying  all  claims  in  full. 

Amboy  has  reduced  their  debt  this  year  $4,000,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  C.  A.  Byrt,  the  pastor.  Men  have  given  one  fourth  or  one 
third  of  all  they  were  worth  to  secure  this  church  and  free  it  from 
debt.    A  debt  of  $5, 000  still  remains. 

The  Pleasant  Hill  Church,  on  the  Gilead  charge,  has  cleared  its 
debt  of  $600.  C.  B.  Thomas  has  brought  this  charge  up  to  a  high 
point  of  effective  service  for  the  Kingdom. 

The  long-standing  debt  at  Elwood  has  been  reduced  $1,500  this 
year,  and  plans  are  now  being  made  to  clear  the  church  of  all  encum- 
brance by  July  15,  1916.  The  pastor,  J.  F.  Radcliffe,  was  instrumental 
in  securing  the  Stephens  party  for  a  great  tabernacle  meeting,  which 
resulted  in  great  good  to  the  city  and  added  two  hundred  and  fifty 
new  members  to  our  church.  The  pastor  will  return  to  this  charge 
for  the  fifth  year  with  an  increase  of  $100  in  his  salary. 

A  $2,000  debt  on  Grace  Church,  Kokomo,  has  been  paid  during 
the  year.  The  salary  was  increased  to  $2,300.  This  church  has  taken 
the  support  of  C.  F.  Hartzell,  a  missionary  of  South  America,  paying 
the  full  salary  of  a  missionary.  There  will  be  an  increase  of  fifty  per 
cent  in  the  benevolent  collections  over  last  year.  This  will  put  the 
church  in  third,  if  not  in  second  place  in  the  Conference  in  the  amount 
of  money  contributed  for  benevolent  purposes. 

Market  Street,  Logansport,  reduced  their  debt  $1,300  this  year, 
leaving  but  $4,500.  The  Sunday  school  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  dis- 
trict.    W.  A.  Griest  is  the  successful  pastor. 

Broadway,  Logansport,  has  taken  on  new  life,  with  Dr.  A.  W. 
Lowther  as  their  pastor.  A  floating  debt  of  $1,600  has  been  paid.  The 
salary  was  raised  to  $2,000.  A  vested  choir  has  been  organized  to  lead 
the  music.  No  man  in  the  district  has  received  more  hearty  invitation 
to  return  than  this  popular  pastor. 

Revivals. — It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  more  of  our  pastors  feel 
the  responsibility  of  holding  their  own  revival  meetings  than  in  former 
years.  When  we  get  to  see  that  the  call  to  soul-winning  is  a  personal 
matter  for  every  preacher,  and  we  can  no  more  delegate  this  to  others 
than  we  can  the  saying  of  our  prayers,  we  can  expect  better  things 
for  the  church.  The  largest  ingathering  was  from  the  tabernacle 
meeting  at  Elwood.  The  largest  number  of  conversions  in  any  single 
meeting  was  at  Main  Street,  Kokomo,  where  200  were  converted.  At 
Denver,  loi  were  converted.  L.  G.  Jacobs  will  make  the  best  report 
on  benevolences  he  has  ever  made, 

W.  E.  McPheeters,  of  Sheridan,  held  his  own  meeting,  and  it  was 
one  of  old-time  power,  resulting  in  sixty-six  conversions,  with  a  net 
increase  in  membership  of  ninety.  His  benevolences  will  be  increased 
fifty  per  cent.    The  salary  will  also  be  increased  for  next  year  to  $1,400. 

C.  W.  Montgomery  has  again  had  good  revivals  at  each  point  on 
the  Boxley  charge,  resulting  in  eighty-five  conversions.  His  faithful 
services  here  for  the  past  four  years  have  brought  the  salary  to  $1,000, 
secured  benevolences  in  full  for  each  year,  and  prepared  the  way  for 
a  new  church  at  Boxley. 

Galveston  has  had  the  greatest  awakening  in  its  history.  George 
E.  Garrison  has  received  eighty-seven  people  into  the  church,  and  new 
life  has  come  to  every  department  of  the  work. 

Anoka  and  Bethel,  with  C.  E.  Dunlap  as  the  pastor,  has  had  a 
good  revival,  in  which  thirty-five  were  converted  and  united  with  the 
church.  The  church  at  Anoka  has  been  cleared  of  debt,  and  the  benev- 
olent collections  are  more  than  full. 
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Charles  H.  Smith  has  been  master  of  the  situation  at  Peru  from 
the  day  he  arrived  in  the  city.  He  held  a  meeting  in  which  sixty-five 
were  converted,  but  the  revival  has  been  on  all  the  year.  The  Sunday 
school  has  an  average  for  the  year  of  five  hundred  and  twenty-four, 
and  paid  $312  for  missions.  The  Epworth  League  is  one  of  the  largest, 
and  pays  more  to  missions  than  any  other  League  in  the  district. 
Over  one  hundred  have  been  added  to  the  church,  and  the  salary  set 
at  $2,000  for  next  year. 

H.  L.  Liddle's  work  at  Walton  has  been  fruitful  in  a  splendid 
revival,  where  thirty-five  were  converted;  also  of  an  increase  of  $100 
in  benevolent  collections.  A  subscription  has  been  taken  for  a  new 
and  modern  parsonage. 

Russiaville  has  had  a  great  revival.  John  F.  Edwards  did  his  own 
preaching,  while  Brother  Sand  assisted  in  the  singing.  Hardened 
sinners  flocked  to  the  altar  and  gave  themselves  to  God.  The  collec- 
tions have  been  greatly  increased,  and  the  salary  has  been  set  at  $1,100 
for  next  year. 

W.  C.  Asay  is  on  his  fourth  year  of  a  very  successful  pastorate  at 
Sharpsville.  He  has  held  a  good  revival  each  year,  and  raised  his 
benevolences  in  full.  The  new  financial  plan  has  been  adopted  for 
next  year. 

A  two  weeks'  meeting  at  Greentown  resulted  in  thirty  conver- 
sions. L.  M.  Krider  will  report  the  largest  collections  in  the  history 
of  this  charge.     They  are  getting  ready  to  build  a  new  church. 

The  continued  revival  at  Onward,  on  the  New  Waverly  charge, 
has  made  it  one  of  the  best  of  our  country  churches.  John  Parker  was 
sent  there  as  a  supply  five  years  ago.  The  salary  was  $570,  and  this 
not  paid  in  full.  The  church  has  grown  so  strong  under  his  faithful 
ministry  that  the  membership  is  doubled  and  they  now  pay  $1,000 
salary,  and  want  him  returned  to  them  for  the  sixth  year. 

J.  W.  Walters  has  made  such  an  impression  on  Kempton  that  a 
score  of  her  leading  citizens  came  to  Kokomo  two  weeks  ago  to  re- 
quest his  return. 

No  better  work  is  being  done  anywhere  in  the  district  than  B.  M. 
Bechdolt  is  doing  at  Roann.  The  churches  were  revived  and  the 
benevolent  collections  far  in  advance  of  their  past  good  record. 

It  would  be  hard  to  find  a  church  that  is  better  pleased  with  their 
pastor  than  Tipton  is  with  Arthur  Gates.  The  young  people  are  very 
active  and  the  League  is  one  of  the  best.  The  benevolences  have 
greatly  increased,  and  the  salary  will  be  increased  for  next  year. 

F.  A.  Wimer  has  had  a  good  revival  at  Mexico,  in  which  twenty- 
eight  were  converted.  The  salary  has  been  raised  to  $900.  The 
benevolences  doubled.  A  fine  little  daughter  came  to  the  parsonage 
a  few  days  ago. 

Two  years  ago  A.  C.  Hoover  was  sent  to  the  hardest  task  in  the 
district,  at  Hillisburg  and  Florida.  Good  revivals  have  not  only  re- 
sulted from  his  labors,  but  a  complete  change  has  come  to  the  moral 
tone  of  the  place.  They  have  shown  their  appreciation  by  increasing 
his  salary  to  $1,000. 

The  pastors'  reports  show  that  fifteen  hundred  have  been  con- 
vertedduring  the  year.  Nearly  every  charge  has  had  a  revival,  and  a 
splendid  increase  in  membership  has  been  shared  with  almost  every 
charge. 

Benevolent  Collections. — Dr.  J.  M.  Taylor,  with  five  of  his  helpers, 
came  to  the  district  early  in  October  and  conducted  a  campaign  of 
education  on  world-wide  evangelism.  This  was  followed  by  one-day 
missionary  meetings  on  each  charge,  under  the  leadership  of  nine 
chairmen  of  groups.  It  was  of  great  value  to  both  pastors  and  people, 
as  shown  by  the  substantial  increase  in  the  collections. 
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The  group  in  which  B.  M.  Bechdolt,  of  Roann;  C.  B.  Thomas,  of 
Gilead;  G.  E.  Hughes,  of  Akron,  and  E.  H.  Kennedy,  of  Macy,  were 
associated  with  L.  G.  Jacobs,  their  chairman,  raised  $250  special  offer- 
ing during  the  weeks  of  their  convention,  for  a  frontier  church.  This 
is  to  be  called  "Cloud  Chapel,"  in  honor  of  the  largest  donor. 

The  charge  that  has  led  the  district  in  per  capita  giving  for  several 
years  is  Goldsmith.  LeRoy  Myers  became  the  pastor  of  this  splendid 
people  one  year  ago.  The  collections  this  year  have  gone  far  ahead 
of  any  previous  record.  They  will  continue  to  lead  the  district,  if  not 
the  Conference,  in  this  good  work. 

All  but  four  charges  pulled  up  on  benevolent  collections,  and  the 
total  increase  is  $3,400  on  the  regular  collections,  including  Conference 
Claimants. 

The  Forward  Movement  was  heartily  adopted  by  the  district,  and 
we  will  contribute  our  full  share  toward  reaching  the  goal  set  for  our 
Methodism. 

We  have  had  the  great  pleasure  of  licensing  ten  young  men  to 
preach.  Five  of  these  are  now  in  DePauw  University,  three  in  Taylor, 
and  two  in  other  schools,  preparing  for  their  work. 

The  Women's  Work. — The  Ladies'  Aid  Society  is  "a  present  help 
in  every  time  of  need,"  and  a  power  in  the  church  for  good  at  all 
times.  It  contributes  in  a  large  way  to  the  material  and  social  needs, 
and  is  the  mother  of  many  church  buildings  and  parsonages. 

The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  has  doubled  the  num- 
ber of  auxiliaries  in  the  district,  with  two  besides.  They  have  in- 
creased their  giving  by  twenty-five  per  cent  over  any  previous  year. 
The  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  has  organized  new  auxil- 
iaries.    One  of  these  has  seventy-five  members. 

The  Epworth  Leagues  of  the  district  are  supporting  J.  F.  Cotting- 
ham.  a  District  wSuperintendent  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  for  the  second 
year.  Many  of  the  chapters  have  been  renewed.  A  very  helpful  con- 
vention was  held  at  Anoka  in  the  month  of  June. 

A  campaign  was  inaugurated  in  the  district  to  raise  the  balance  of 
the  $10,000  apportioned  for  the  Preachers'  Aid  Society.  The  day  set 
for  taking  the  collection  was  December  12.  Notwithstanding  snow 
and  ice,  the  collection  was  good.  The  small  amount  that  yet  remains 
to  be  raised  will  be  forthcoming  in  a  few  weeks. 

There  are  eleven  retired  ministers  living  within  the  bounds  of  the 
district.  They  are  true  men  of  God  and  love  the  church,  for  which 
they  gave  the  best  of  their  lives.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  a 
larger  support  will  come  to  them  this  year. 

Ministerial  Support. — Sixteen  charges  increased  their  salaries  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  whole  amount  of  increase  was  $2,500. 
Sixteen  have  already  raised  their  salaries  for  next  year. 

I  am  under  deep  obligations  to  the  pastors  of  the  district  for  their 
hearty  cooperation  in  every  district  plan  I  have  suggested  during  the 
year.  Our  district  meetings  were  attended  by  every  man  who  could 
get  there.  They  have  labored  faithfully  and  well,  and  the  consolation 
of  victory  is  in  their  hearts.

doing  service  for  the  Kingdom.  Brother 
T,  E.  Thomas,  a  local  preacher  of  High 
Street  Church,  is  doing  a  noble  work  in 
the  evangelistic  field.

For 
several  weeks  the  charge  was  supplied  by  Loren  Ross,  a  former  pastor, 
now  a  local  preacher;  then  O.  B.  Young,  a  member  of  the  Indiana 
Conference,  was  transferred  to  Matthews.  He  has  given  great  satis- 
faction. In  the  fall  A.  E.  Chastain,  of  Alexandria  Circuit,  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Indiana  Conference,  and  Julius  Pfeiffer,  of  the  Indiana 
Conference,  was  transferred  to  Alexandria.  Since  he  has  been  trans- 
ferred he  has  given  nearly  all  his  time  to  revival  meetings  on  his 
charge. 

In  August,  John  Jones,  of  Yorktown,  was  transferred  to  the 
East  Maine  Conference,  and  Charles  Pitman,  of  the  Maine  Conference, 
was  transferred  to  Yorktown.  It  cannot  be  said  of  him,  as  it  was  said 
of  Caesar,  "He  came,  he  saw,  he  conquered,"  but  it  can  be  said  of  him, 
"He  came,  he  saw,  he  skedaddled,"  and  is  now  preaching  for  the 
Reformed  Episcopalians  in  a  suburb  of  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  and 
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desires  to  withdraw  from  the  membership  and  ministry  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church. 

During  the  session  of  the  Indiana  Conference  last  fall,  V.  B. 
Hargitt  was  transferred  from  that  Conference  to  Yorktown.  We  are 
glad  to  have  Brother  Hargitt  a  member  of  our  Conference. 

In  the  fall  Brother  L.  E.  Markin,  of  Middletown,  broke  down  in 
health  and  surrendered  his  work.  W.  W.  Brown,  a  retired  preacher  of 
our  Conference,  living  in  Muncie,  was  appointed  to  supply  Middletown 
until  Conference.  He  has  been  a  great  success  in  increasing  the 
benevolences  and  looking  after  all  the  interests  of  the  church. 

District  Meetings. — The  District  Epworth  League  Convention  was 
held  at  High  Street  Church.  The  program  was  an  excellent  one. 
Bishop  William  F.  Anderson  was  present,  and  delivered  a  great  ad- 
dress. 

Epworth  League  rallies  were  held  at  First  Church  (Noblesville), 
Summitville,   Grace   Church   (Hartford   City),  and   Pendleton. 

W.  W.  Wiant,  W.  W.  Martin,  L.  M.  Edwards,  and  Eugene  Allen 
delivered  addresses  at  these  rallies. 

The  Sunday-school  Institute  was  held  at  First  Church,  Anderson, 
November  ii  and  12.  William  S.  Bovard,  James  V.  Thompson,  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Foster  Bryner  constituted  the  Faculty.  At  the  close  of 
the  institute  a  cultured  Presbyterian  lady  said  to  Dr.  Allen,  the  pastor, 
that  for  years  she  had  been  attending  Winona,  but  she  had  never 
heard  finer  addresses  than  were  delivered  at  this  Sunday-school  in- 
stitute. 

The  campaign  for  information  concerning  the  benevolences  was 
conducted  by  three  returned  missionaries:  M.  A.  Rader,  of  the  Philip- 
pines; L.  Linzel,  of  India;  R.  L.  Archer,  of  Malaysia.  Group  meet- 
ings were  held  at  Noblesville,  Alexandria,  (First  Church)  Anderson, 
(Madison  Street)   Muncie,  and  Hartford  City. 

Dr.  Tipple,  of  Rome,  delivered  an  address  at  First  Church,  Nobles- 
ville, and  Bishop  Warne  delivered  an  address  at  Hartford  City.  These 
three  returned  missionaries  tried  to  reach  every  charge  in  the  district. 
They  delivered  fine  addresses,  and  the  hearts  of  the  people  were  with 
them.  They  are  supporting  their  work  to  a  large  extent  by  special 
gifts.  We  have  been  trying  to  reduce  the  special  gifts  for  missions 
to  a  minimum;  their  itinerary  through  the  district  revived  again  the 
question  of  special  gifts.  In  some  of  the  charges  members  have 
turned  their  missionary  giving  entirely  to  special  gifts,  thus  reducing 
the  regular  gifts,  making  it  difficult  for  pastors  to  raise  their  mis- 
sionary apportionments.  The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  ought  to 
have  a  policy  concerning  special  gifts.  If  retired  missionaries  are 
permitted  to  make  these  itineraries,  and  people  are  persuaded  to  give 
only  to  these  special  causes,  then  the  pastors  ought  to  be  allowed  to 
count  these  special  gifts  on  their  missionary  apportionments.  The 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  ought  to  have  a  definite  policy  concerning 
this  important  question. 

The  District  Conference  was  held  at  Normal  City  (Muncie), 
March  1-3.  Bishop  McDowell  delivered  the  opening  address.  The 
entire  program  was  superb,  the  attendance  large,  and  the  spirit  fine. 
It  is  considered  the  best  District  Conference  during  the  six  years  of 
my  administration. 

Preachers'  Aid  Society. — The  Preachers'  Aid  Campaign  has  been 
pushed  during  the  year.  At  the  last  Conference  I  reported  $6,657  sub- 
scribed of  the  $10,000  allotted  to  our  district.  This  year  I  report 
$10,670  subscribed,  which  lets  the  Muncie  District  out  on  the  $10,000 
proposition. 

Salaries. — Many  of  the  charges  have  made  a  substantial  increase 
in  the  salaries  of  their  pastors:    Albany,  $200;    Park   Place,  without 
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Daleville,  $150;  Carmel,  $100;  Daleville  and  Mount  Tabor,  $100;  Fort- 
ville,  $100;  Grace  Church,  Hartford  City,  $100;  Hartford  City  Circuit, 
$150;  Ingalls,  $100;  Lapel,  $200;  Middletown,  $200;  Avondale,  Mun- 
cie,  $50;  First  Church,  Noblesville,  $200;  Noblesville  Circuit,  $200; 
Selma  and  Mount  Pleasant,  without  Mount  Tabor,  $150. 

Damaged  Churches. — On  Alarch  22  a  tornado  swept  across  the 
State  of  Indiana,  many  miles  in  width.  It  just  touched  the  northern 
part  of  the  district.  The  church  at  Roll  had  the  roof  partially  torn 
off  and  some  of  the  windows  blown  in.  Asbury  Church  was  moved 
from  its  foundation.    These  two  churches  will  have  to  be  repaired. 

New  Churches. — The  old  church  at  Lapel  was  almost  entirely 
torn  down  and  practically  rebuilt,  at  a  cost  of  $17,000.  It  is  one  of  the 
most  convenient,  beautiful,  and  commodious  churches  of  the  Confer- 
ence. It  has  been  built  for  Sunday-school  equipment.  It  has  twenty- 
eight  different  rooms,  each  heated  with  steam  heat.  Mr.  Carnegie 
gave  $1,000  on  the  pipe  organ;  the  organ  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
Conference.  March  5  was  a  great  day  for  this  church.  Dr.  Parr  was 
present,  preached  a  great  sermon,  and  with  great  success  managed  the 
finances.  He  asked  for  $8,500.  In  the  evening  the  giving  became  so 
hilarious  that  he  could  not  stop  them  from  giving.  The  total  sub- 
scriptions during  the  day  amounted  to  about  $11,000.  P.  E.  Greenwalt, 
the  pastor,  and  the  people  are  very  happy  over  the  outcome  of  the 
enterprise. 

Six  charges  have  made  improvements  costing  over  $500:  Nobles- 
ville Circuit,  $875;  High  Street,  $850;  Noblesville,  $801;  Gaston,  $700; 
First  Church,  Anderson,  $600;    Perkinsville,  $550. 

Five  charges  between  $200  and  $500:  Fishers,  $469;  Matthews, 
$432;    Avondale,  Muncie,  $350;    Daleville,  $300;    Shideler,  $225. 

Six  charges  between  $100  and  $200:  Summitville  Circuit,  $165; 
Hartford  City,  $160;  Jolietville,  $150;  Alexandria  Circuit,  $140;  Noble 
Street,  Anderson,  $117;    Desoto,  $109. 

Eight  charges  have  made  improvements  costing  less  than  $100, 
as  follows:  Albany,  Alexandria,  Eaton,  Middletown,  Madison  Street 
(Muncie),  Normal  City  (Muncie),  Westfield,  and  Yorktown. 

A  new  parsonage  has  been  purchased  at  Roll,  and  will  be  im- 
proved and  repaired.  Brother  E.  E,  DeWitt  has  done  a  great  work 
at  Desoto  in  rebuilding  the  parsonage  at  a  cost  of  $1,122,  and  all  paid. 
Middletown  has  spent  $306  an  its  parsonage;  Westfield,  $210;  Noble 
Street,  $151;    High  Street,  $150,  and  Hartford  City,  $100. 

Fourteen  churches  have  improved  their  parsonages  at  a  cost  of 
less  than  $100:  Alexandria  Circuit,  Indiana  Avenue,  Fishers,  Fort- 
ville,  Gaston,  Matthews,  Avondale,  Madison  Street,  Whitely,  Nobles- 
ville Circuit,  Pendleton,  Perkinsville,  Selma,  and  Yorktown. 

The  amount  of  church  and  parsonage  improvements  total  $27,793, 
— a  great  gain  over  last  year.  The  amount  paid  in  church  and  par- 
sonage improvements  amounts  to  $22,023 — a  gain  over  last  year. 

Old  Debts. — This  has  been  a  good  year  for  reducing  church  debts. 
Alexandria,  $3,200;  High  Street,  $1,650;  Perkinsville,  $1,300;  York- 
town,  $617;  Park  Place,  $600;  Westfield,  $550;  Summitville  Circuit, 
$500;  Carmel,  $500;  Matthews,  $216;  Noblesville,  $200;  Noble  Street, 
$151;  New  Burlington,  $140;  Noblesville  Ct.,  $136;  and  Madison  Street, 
$125 — arnounting  to  $9,894 — a  gain  over  last  year,  and  reducing  the 
present  indebtedness  on  church  and  parsonage  property  to  less  than 
$20,000.     Last  year  it  was  over  $27,000. 

There  have  been  two  heroic  efforts  made  to  relieve  two  churches' 
indebtedness,  one  at  Alexandria  and  one  at  Westfield.  The  debt  at 
Alexandria  has  been  of  old  standing;  it  has  prevented  other  improve- 
ments being  made.  The  church  was  not  even  paying  the  interest  on 
the  mortgage.     All  summer  the  pastor,  D.  V.  Williams,  has  worked 
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faithfully  in  raising  subscriptions,  until  all  the  indebtedness  has  been 
paid. 

Westfield  Church  has  been  burdened  with  a  debt  of  about  $i,ooo. 
The  pastor,  E.  E.  Lutes,  conducted  a  community  fair,  which  was  a 
success  and.  with  additional  subscriptions,  has  paid  off  and  provided 
for  all  the  indebtedness. 

These  two  brethren  deserve  credit  for  the  work  they  have  accom- 
plished. 

Auxiliaries  of  the  Church. — To  give  a  detailed  report  of  these 
auxiliaries  of  the  church  would  make  this  report  too  long.  The  Sunday 
schools  of  the  district  are  growing  and  improving;  the  enrollment  of 
the  men's  adult  Bible  classes  still  exceed  the  enrollment  of  the  ladies' 
Bible  classes.  Many  churches  are  facing  the  problem  of  more  ade- 
quate room  for  the  Sunday  school.  This  is  especially  true  at  Avon- 
dale,  Muncie,  where  the  Sunday  school  is  so  large  that  they  have  had 
to  divide  it  and  hold  two  sessions. 

Epworth  Leagues. — There  are  twenty-six  chapters,  the  same  as 
last  year,  in  the  district.  These  young  people  are  faithful  and  loyal  to 
the  church. 

Junior  Leagues. — The  problem  in  the  Junior  League  work  is  to 
obtain  a  Junior  League  Superintendent  who  is  adapted  to  the  work, 
and  who  will  willingly  sacrifice  some  of  his  or  her  time  for  the  work. 
If  this  problem  could  be  solved  in  many  of  the  churches,  the  Junior 
League  chapters  would  increase  in  numbers  and  in  membership. 

Ladies'  Aid  Societies. — Last  year  there  were  fifty-five  of  these 
societies;  this  year,  sixty-five.  They  have  raised  thousands  of  dollars 
for  church  and  benevolent  enterprises. 

Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  and  Woman's  Home  Missionary 
Societies. — These  two  societies  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
auxiliaries  and  members;  also  in  the  amount  raised  for  missionary 
work. 

Church  Literature. — It  is  very  difficult  to  get  the  correct  statistics 
for  our  church  literature.  The  figures  that  I  have  show  about  the 
same  number  of  Western  Christian  Advocates,  Epworth  Heralds, 
Sunday  School  Advocates,  Sunday  School  Classmates,  and  Sunday 
School  Journals  taken  this  year  as  last  year. 

Benevolences. — We  believe  that  when  the  Conference  Treasurer 
makes  his  report,  the  benevolences  will  be  a  large  increase  this  year 
over  last  year.  Some  lay  members  will  not  give  the  pastors  any 
definite  sum  until  a  few  days  before  the  session  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference; others  will  not  pay  their  subscription  until  the  last  moment. 
This  makes  it  very  difficult  for  the  pastor  to  give  to  the  District  Super- 
intendent the  exact  figures  concerning  the  benevolences. 

Special  Gifts. — Hardin  Roades,  of  Muncie,  gave  $3,000  to  the  new 
gymnasium  at  DePauw.  A  lady  living  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Muncie  District,  who  is  not  even  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
has  deeded  to  the  Old  Folks'  Home  at  Warren  a  two  hundred  and 
sixty  acre  farm,  conservatively  estimated  to  be  worth  $26,000. 

In  Anderson  there  have  been  two  campaigns  to  raise  money  for 
the  Young  Men's  _  Christian  Association  and  the  Young  Women's 
Christian  Association.  An  eccentric  character  by  the  name  of  Mr. 
Brunt  left  $100,000  upon  the  condition  that  the  citizens  of  Anderson 
would  raise  another  $100,00  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building.  The  cam- 
paign resulted  in  raising  this  amount,  and  besides  that  the  citizens  of 
Anderson  gave  $25,000  for  a  Y,  W.  C.  A. 

Four  years  ago  the  Ball  Brothers,  of  Muncie,  gave  $100,000  for  a 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  building,  upon  the  condition  that  the  citizens  would  raise 
the  same  amount;  and  this  year  they  made  the  same  proposition  con- 
cerning a  Y.  W.  C.  A.  building.     Both  of  these  campaigns  were  sue- 
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cessful.  Muncie  has  one  of  the  best  Y.  M.  C.  A.  buildings  in  the  State, 
and  soon  will  have  an  excellent  Y.  W.  C.  A.  building.  To  these  enter- 
prises in  Anderson  and  Muncie  our  Methodist  people  gave  liberally. 

Temperance.— Last  year  at  Conference,  Hartford  City  was  facing 
a  local  option  election.  It  went  dry  by  over  one  hundred.  Muncie 
had  a  local  option  election  on  the  loth  of  March;  on  the  face  of  the 
returns,  it  went  wet  by  seventy-nine,  but  the  battle  is  not  over.  We 
are  waging  a  remonstrance  campaign,  and  we  hope  thus  to  make 
every  ward  in  the  city  dry  and  thus  shut  the  saloons  out. 

Membership. — The  pastors  report  14,015  members  on  the  roll,  not 
including  non-resident  members.  Last  year  we  were  permitted  to 
include  the  non-resident  members,  and  so  there  is  an  apparent  de- 
crease of  one  hundred  and  forty  in  membership.  But  if  we  were 
permitted  to  count  the  non-resident  members  in  the  roll  as  we  did 
last  year,  the  district  would  show  a  gain  in  membership  of  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one.  At  this  ratio  over  the  whole  Conference,  the 
Conference  would  report  a  gain  of  almost  five  thousand  in  membership. 
The  new  basis  this  year  will  lay  the  foundation  for  a  good  increase 
next  year. 

Evangelism. — This  has  been  a  difficult  year  to  conduct  evangelistic 
services,  on  account  of  the  bad  condition  of  roads,  changeable  and 
rainy  weather,  and  the  prevailing  scourge  of  the  la  grippe.  For  sev- 
eral weeks  the  congregations  were  depleted;  almost  every  home  was 
suffering  from  the  disease.  Many  of  the  pastors  had  to  give  up  their 
evangelistic  services  on  account  of  sickness,  and  yet  we  have  had 
some  successful  revival  meetings  in  the  district.  The  greatest  revival 
was  held  at  Lapel — a  union  tabernacle  meeting,  conducted  by  Eddie 
Thomas.  The  pastor,  P.  E.  Greenwalt,  reports  210  conversions.  The 
following  charges  report  between  50  and  100  conversions:  Carmel,  72; 
High  Street,  61;  First  Church,  Anderson,  60;  Albany,  60;  between 
25  and  50:  Ingalls,  48;  Albany  Circuit,  40;  Daleville  and  Mount 
Tabor,  39;  Avondale,  34;  Matthews,  27.  The  following  charges  report 
between  10  and  25:  Alexandria  Circuit,  Grace  Church  (Anderson), 
Park  Place,  Gaston,  Hartford  City,  Hartford  City  Circuit,  Madison 
Street,  Whitely,  New  Burlington,  Noblesville,  Shideler,  and  Summit- 
ville  Circuit.  Twelve  charges  report  less  than  ten  conversion:  Indiana 
Avenue,  Noble  Street,  DeSoto,  Eaton,  Fishers,  Fortville,  Jolietville, 
Normal  City,  Noblesville  Circuit,  Summitville,  Westfield,  and  York- 
town — making  a  total  of  932  conversions. 

They  report  563  accessions  on  probation;  396  from  probation, 
and  473  by  letter. 

Notwithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the  winter  weather,  bad  roads, 
and  prevailing  sickness,  it  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  churches. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  give  a  summary  of  the 
six  years'  work.  At  the  close  of  each  year  I  have  tried  to  make  a 
thorough  report  of  the  work  accomplished.  I  have  enjoyed  the  work 
very  much.  I  am  thankful  that  the  dear  Lord  gave  me  physical 
strength  to  do  the  work.  In  parting,  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words: 
First,  to  Bishop  McDowell:  No  man  could  have  been  more  fair  and 
square  in  his  dealings  with  the  District  Superintendents.  You  have 
tried  to  treat  every  pastor  as  a  brother.  This  Conference  will  close 
our  official  relationship.  In  all  probability  the  General  Conference 
will  transfer  you  to  another  area,  and  as  a  District  Superintendent  I 
will  drop  out  of  the  Cabinet,  but  wherever  you  go,  I  want  you  to 
remember  that  there  will  be  one  member  at  least  of  the  North  Indiana 
Conference  who  at  his  family  altar  frequently  will  remember  you  at 
the  throne  of  grace,  praying  that  God  may  richly  bless  you,  yours,  and 
your  great  work. 

Secondly:    To  the  Pastors:    You  have  treated  me  with  great  kind- 
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ness  and  consideration!  I  have  felt  perfectly  at  home  in  your  par- 
sonage homes.  Many  times  I  have  returned  from  your  Quarterly 
Conference,  sympathizing  with  you  in  your  perplexities  and  problems, 
to  remember  you  by  name  at  the  throne  of  mercy.  I  pray  earnestly 
that  wherever  you  may  go,  you  may  realize  that  one  of  the  greatest 
privileges  in  the  M^orld  is  to  be  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  may  this  gospel  which  you  preach  to  others  be  your  stay 
and  comfort  through  all  of  life's  journey! 

Third:  To  the  Laymen  in  the  Muncie  District:  Before  I  was 
appointed  District  Superintendent  I  always  looked  at  the  laymen  from 
one  viewpoint,  namely,  that  of  a  pastor.  Now  I  have  a  different  angle 
of  vision.  It  is  said  that  every  man  has  his  price.  This  is  absolutely 
false,  for  there  are  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  laymen  over  the  Muncie 
District  who  dearly  love  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  his  church,  and 
who  at  any  time  would  die  for  the  truth.  I  desire  to  thank  the  laymen 
for  their  kindness  to  me,  and  for  their  patience  with  me. 


RICHMOND  DISTRICT. 

Somerville  Light,  District  Superintendent. 

No  district  in  North  Lidiana  Methodism  has  better  territory,  bet- 
ter people,  and  better  abilit}^  to  do  great  things  for  the  Kingdom  of 
God.     We  confidently  believe   that  with  the  increased  education  and 

inspiration  which  accompany  Meth- 
odism's present-day  Forward  Move- 
ment programs,  the  people  will  rally 
to  the  call  of  the  hour.  Thirty-one  of 
the  thirty-four  men  appointed  at  Au- 
burn remained  with  their  charges 
throughout  the  year.  In  September, 
R.  I.  Black  surrendered  the  Saratoga 
charge.  J.  W.  Zerbe  was  taken  from 
the  Williamsburg  charge  and  put  at 
Saratoga.  Louis  Ulmer,  of  the  Indiana 
Conference,  was  secured  for  Williams- 
burg. The  people  ask  for  their  return. 
Saratoga  advances  salary  $200.  J.  B. 
O'Connor,  of  Philadelphia,  was  released 
in  September  to  attend  school.  G.  L. 
Conway,  of  the  Indiana  Conference, 
took  charge,  but  after  a  few  weeks 
went  to  Bobo,  Indiana.  H.  H.  Comp- 
ton,  a  supernumerary  member  of  the 
West  Ohio  Conference,  then  took 
charge,  and  rounded  out  the  year  in 
good  fashion.  Carle  E.  Bash,  of  the  Winchester  Circuit,  went  to 
DePauw  University  at  the  opening  of  the  college  year.  B.  H.  Frank- 
lin was  immediately  appointed  to  the  charge,  and  has  done  first-class 
work.  With  few  exceptions,  the  health  of  pastors  and  families  has 
been  good.  Brother  Silas  Gates  was  quite  seriously  ill  during  the 
early  winter,  but  has  made  a  good  recovery.  He  has  done  an  out- 
standing year's  work.  His  return  is  unanimously  requested.  The 
mother  of  Mrs.  U.  S.  A.  Bridge,  of  the  Grace  Church,  Richmond,  par- 
sonage, and  the  father  of  Mrs.  R.  C.  Ballard,  of  the  Lewisville  par- 
sonage, were  recently  called  to  the  heavenly  home.  The  wife  of 
Brother  M.  A.  Harlan,  after  years  of  faithful  service  in  the  ministry, 
and  added  years  of  intense  suffering,  was  called  to  her  reward  during

the  year.  The  list  of  retired  ministers  on  this  district  is  headed  by 
Dr.  Milton  Mahin,  of  New  Castle,  now  in  the  nineties.  He  hails  from 
the  days  and  the  land  of  giants.  He  himself  was  a  giant.  He  is  now 
confined  to  the  invalid's  chair,  but  is  wide-awake  and  intensely  inter- 
ested in  the  gigantic  tasks  of  the  church  of  to-day.  G.  H.  Hill,  F.  G. 
Browne,  H.  J.  Norris,  Sylvester  Bilheimer,  and  R.  T.  Laslie  complete 
the  list.  All  good  men  with  excellent  records.  The  name  of  H.  J. 
Norris  must  now  be  taken  from  this  list  and  added  to  the  long  list  of 
worthies  in  the  ranks  of  the  church  triumphant,  into  which  church 
he  was  ushered  February  13,  1916.  Funeral  services  were  held  in  Win- 
chester, in  charge  of  Pastor  F.  P.  ^Morris,  Dr.  W.  D.  Parr,  a  long- 
time friend,  speaking  the  chief  words  of  comfort  and  appreciation. 
The  Year-Book  of  1916  will  show  the  name  of  Brother  ^I.  R.  Pierce 
on  the  retired  list.  On  account  of  failing  health  he  is  compelled  to 
ask  this  relation.  He  has  given  this  Conference  twenty-eight  3'ears 
of  good,  faithful  service.  Three  of  our  parsonage  homes  have  been 
gladdened  by  the  coming  of  sweet  babies.  Girls — deaconesses,  mis- 
sionaries, suffragettes,  etc. — for  Brothers  and  Sisters  Croxall  and 
Richardson;    a  little  preacher  man  for  Brother  and  Sister  Wischmeier. 

General  Survey  of  the  Work  of  1915-16. — The  Sunday  schools, 
seventy-eight  in  number,  have  greatly  improved  in  organization  and 
efficienc}'.  The  total  enrollment  is  a  good  advance  over  last  year. 
The  Cradle  Roll  Enrollment  is  receiving  careful  attention.  The  num- 
ber enrolled  at  this  time  is  1,049,  an  average  of  32  per  charge.  Prac- 
ticall)^  all  use  our  literature,  and  nearly  all  are  organized  into  mis- 
sionary societies;  their  offerings  for  missions  total  $1,666 — a  good 
gain  over  last  year.  The  Sunday-school  Constituency  Roll  numbers 
3,870.  Add  to  this  the  constituency  roll  of  the  churches,  numbering 
6.956,  and  you  have  a  total  constituency  roll  of  10,826.  What  a  field 
for  modern  Methodist  Forward  ^lovement  evangelism!  God  help  us 
to  see  our  denominational  opportunities  and  possibilities!  Our  Dis- 
trict Sunday  School  Institute  was  held  in  Dunkirk,  November  9  and  10. 
Large  delegations  were  in  attendance;  Dr.  W.  S.  Bovard,  Rev.  J.  V. 
Thompson,  and  Mrs.  Bryner  gave  excellent  service.  Echo  meetings 
were  conducted  throughout  the  district  with  telling  effect.  The  com- 
bination Brotherhood  and  ]\Ien's  Bible  Class  work  is  moving  forward 
at  a  great  pace.  The  Epworth  League  convention  held  in  New  Castle. 
June  15  and^  16,  was  one  of  the  best  I  ever  attended.  The  great 
chapter  at  New  Castle  did  itself  proud  as  host.  Rev.  J.  S.  Phillips, 
the  President  of  the  district,  is  pushing  for  a  big  program  and  a 
greater  convention  next  June.  We  are  also  hoping  for  a  truly  repre- 
sentatiA-e  number  in  attendance  at  the  Wewasee  institute.  Our  Dis- 
trict Missionary,  Brother  George  D.  Lowry,  is  being  well  supported. 
The  Junior  League  work  suffers  because  of  the  difficulties  attending 
the  securing  of  suitable  Superintendents.  A  Methodist  preacher  is 
doing  big  business  for  the  Kingdom  when  he  gives  this  work  his  per- 
sonal oversight. 

Woman's  Work. — The  Ladies'  Aid  Societies,  as  usual,  have  done 
excellent  work,  expending  for  new  buildings,  improvements,  pastors' 
salaries,  etc.,  more  than  $10,000.  The  W'oman's  Home  and  Woman's 
Foreign  ^Missionary  Societies  have  been  unusually  aggressive  this  year. 
Both  held  good  conventions  and,  by  bringing  special  workers  into  the 
district,  succeeded  in  organizing  several  new  auxiliaries.  Their  com- 
bmed  offerings  total  $4,188 — a  gain  over  last  year. 

Finances. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  pastors  and  District 
Stewards,  a  large  representation  meeting,  a  good  program  was  pre- 
sented. The  routine  business  was  duly  considered,  and  the  new  finan- 
cial plan  unanimously  adopted.  The  District  Superintendent  was 
authorized   to   present   and   urge    the    adoption    of   the    plan    in    every 
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Quarterly  Conference.  The  response  has  been  very  heartening.  Set- 
tlement Day  reports  showed  that  twenty-three  of  the  thirty-four 
charges  had  met  all  ministerial  claims  in  full  to  that  date.  The  eleven 
which  failed  had  not  adopted  the  plan.  Since  that  date  these  charges 
have  swung  into  line  in  whole  or  part  and  have  made  the  canvass  for 
next  year;  slowly,  but  surely,  the  people  are  coming  to  see  the  value 
and  importance  of  this  plan.  Methodism  will  see  a  new  day  when  the 
fifty  per  cent  of  her  membership  now  in  the  liability  column  are  set 
over  to  the  asset  side  of  the  line.  Then  the  much  talked  about  revival 
will  come  to  the  whole  church. 

Salaries. — "A  sufficient  support  for  an  efficient  ministry"  is  the 
slogan  of  the  hour  in  thoughtful,  far-visioned  Methodist  Church 
circles.  More  liberal  support,  not  to  swell  preachers'  bank  accounts, 
but  to  enlarge  their  equipment  and  enrich  their  lives  and  the  lives  of 
their  families  for  the  most  important  and  far-reaching  service  to  which 
God  calls  men.  Such  support  urged,  not  for  the  man,  but  for  the 
Christ  and  the  glory  of  the  Kingdom.  Fifteen  charges  advanced  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  to  the  amount  of  $1,899.  and  fifteen  have 
estimated  an  advance  for  next  year.  All  other  ministerial  support  has 
advanced  in  fair  ratio.  We  still  have  a  few  Methodists,  so  called,  who 
have  attained  such  a  high  state  of  grace  as  to  enable  them  to  default 
in  payment  of  pastors'  claims  without  the  quiver  of  a  nerve. 

Settlement  Day  Services. — The  services  of  the  day  were  held  in 
New  Castle,  December  7.  Thirty-three  of  the  thirty-four  pastors  were 
present.  The  program  was  of  a  high  order,  the  reports  were  most 
gratifying. 

The  Church  in  Action  Campaign. — This  campaign  was  on  from 
September  27  to  October  12,  and  was  opened  with  a  great  get-together 
convention  in  the  city  of  Richmond.  Drs.  J.  B.  Trimble,  Harvey 
Reeves  Calkins,  and  J.  O.  Randall  were  the  chief  speakers.  Imme- 
diately following  this  convention,  the  pastors  and  the  returned  mis- 
sionaries from  various  fields,  under  the  direction  of  our  wide-awake 
District  Missionary  Secretary,  Silas  L.  Cates,  and  the  Sub-district 
Chairmen,  Brothers  U.  S.  A.  Bridge,  L.  J.  Naftzger,  J.  H.  Runkle. 
O.  A.  Trabue,  and  F.  P.  Morris  went  everywhere  throughout  the  dis- 
trict giving  stirring  messages  concerning  the  big  things  of  the  King- 
dom. Every  church  in  the  district  was  visited.  The  people  to  the 
number  of  twelve  thousand  attended  the  meetings.  The  hearty  co- 
operation of  ministers  and  laymen  resulted  in  the  campaign  closing 
with  the  greatest  success  which  ever  attended  a  similar  effort  in  this 
district. 

Benevolences. — The  gain  in  all  the  benevolences  is  $5,324.  Twenty 
charges  report  a  good  advance  over  last  year,  one  reports  even,  two 
only  pull  down,  and  eleven  stand  in  the  king  row,  paid  in  full.  For 
all  causes,  at  home  and  abroad,  the  good  people  of  this  district  con- 
tributed this  year  $110,410.  The  average  contribution  per  member 
ranges  in  the  various  charges  from  $6.80  to  $26.22. 

Buildings  and  Improvements. — The  plucky  people  of  the  New 
Dayton  appointment,  on  the  Winchester  Circuit,  began  to  build  a  new 
church  in  the  early  spring  and  had  it  ready  for  dedication  in  Novem- 
ber. The  District  Superintendent  had  the  pleasure  of  officiating  on 
the  joyous  occasion.  The  cost  of  the  church  was  about  $5,000;  $1,800 
was  needed  on  dedication  day.  In  a  short  while  the  entire  amount, 
with  a  good  margin,  was  subscribed,  and  a  happy  people  sang  a  hymn, 
of  praise  and  united  with  pastor  and  District  Superintendent  in  the 
formal  dedicatory  services.  The  pastor's  return  is  requested,  with  an 
advance  of  $125  in  salary.  At  Millgrove,  on  the  Millgrove  Circuit, 
T,  S.  Haddock,  pastor,  the  church  was  so  completely  rebuilt  that  it  is 
practically  a  new  building,  with  the  full  equipment  of  a  modern  house 
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of  worship.  The  entire  cost  of  this  improvement  was  $4,000,  with 
$989  to  be  provided  on  dedication  day,  January  9.  So  heartily  did  the 
people  respond  that  $r,6i2  was  cheerfully  subscribed.  The  large  and 
rapidly  growing  Sunday  school  at  Dunkirk  made  church  improve- 
ment with  a  view  to  a  better  Sunday-school  plant — an  absolute  neces- 
sity. Appreciating  the  gravity  of  the  situation,  the  Trustees  of  this 
-splendid  church,  in  response  to  the  call  of  the  ever-alert  pastor,  Ben- 
jamin Kendall,  called  in  architect  and  contractor  and  proceeded  to 
rebuild  in  fine  fashion.  With  an  outlay  of  $4,300  they  have  modern- 
ized the  plant  and  now  take  good  care  of  the  large  congregations  at 
the  preaching  services  and  one  of  the  best  Sunday  schools  in  Rich- 
mond District.  Brother  Kendall's  return  is  desired,  with  an  advance 
of  $100  in  salary,  thus  putting  this  charge  in  the  $1,500  class  of  appoint- 
ments. The  beautiful  and  commodious  parsonage  at  Modoc,  prac- 
tically built  last  year  under  the  leadership  of  Brother  E.  H.  Taylor, 
is  now  completed  at  a  cost  of  $2,500.  Pastor  J.  H.  Richardson  and 
family  greatly  enjoy  this  good  home.  A  new  barn  was  built  this  year, 
at  a  cost  of  $300.  The  churches  on  this  charge  have  been  improved 
at  a  cost  of  $410.  The  parsonage  at  Kennard  has  been  rebuilt  at  a 
cost  of  about  $700.  The  Redkey  parsonage,  C.  B.  Croxall,  pastor,  has 
been  brought  down  to  date  by  the  installing  of  a  furnace  and  the 
addition  of  bathroom;  electric  lights  have  also  been  provided,  and 
other  improvements  made;  total  cost,  $556.  The  church  at  Greenfield, 
Silas  Gates,  pastor,  has  been  refrescoed  and  otherwise  improved  at  a 
cost  of  $1,350.  After  a  year  of  outstanding  prosperity  and  achieve- 
ment, this  charge,  by  a  good  advance  in  salary,  steps  into  its  rightful 
position.  New  Gastle,  O.  A.  Trabue,  pastor,  has  improved  church  and 
parsonage  at  an  expense  of  $800.  This  charge,  with  possibilities  of 
first  rank,  ushers  in  a  new  day  by  adding  $200  to  the  salary  for  next 
year.  At  Spartansburg,  on  the  Lynn  charge,  E.  G.  Hallman,  pastor, 
subscriptions  have  been  taken  for  a  new  church,  the  contract  price  of 
which  is  $9,500.  This  popular  pastor  will  return  at  an  advance  in 
salary  of  $150,  making  the  salary  of  next  year  $1,100  and  house.  Be- 
nevolences for  this  year  paid  in  full.  At  Markleville,  O.  P.  VanY, 
pastor,  a  much  needed  parsonage  is  to  be  built;  subscriptions,  con- 
sisting of  labor,  material,  and  money,  have  been  made.  This  charge 
has  also  paid  benevolences  in  full  and  advanced  pastor's  salary  for 
next  year.  Third  Ghurch,  Richmond,  J.  P.  Ghamness,  pastor,  has 
made  improvements  on  church  property  and  added  furnishings  to  the 
extent  of  $1,110.  At  Shirley.  G.  W.  Anderson,  pastor,  the  church 
property  has  been  improved  at  an  outlay  of  $900.  Benevolences  are 
paid  in  full.  The  Farmland  Ghurch,  J.  S.  Phillips,  pastor,  has  been 
greatly  improved  at  a  cost  of  $840.  On  the  Hagerstown  charge,  A.  G. 
Wischmeier,  pastor,  $465  have  been  expended  in  improvements. 
Hagerstown  has  had  a  good  year  and  now  asks  to  be  made  a  station, 
with  the  privilege  of  paying  the  same  salary  paid  this  year  by  the 
entire  circuit,  i.  e.,  $900.  Other  improvements  are  as  follows:  Grace 
Ghurch,  Richmond;  U.  S.  A.  Bridge,  pastor.  $741.  First  Ghurch.  Rich- 
mond; H.  G.  Harmon,  $225.  Genterville,  L.  P.  Pfeifer,  $298;  Max- 
well, A.  J.  Duryee,  $300;  Winchester.  F.  P.  Morris,  $451;  Spiceland. 
E.  A.  Brunner,  $223;  Fountam  Gity,  Leroy  Huddleston,  $145 
Knightstown,  J.  H.  Runkle,  $121;  McGordsville,  M.  R.  Pierce,  $130 
Gambridge  Gity.  R.  G.  Jones.  $100;  Lewisville.  R.  G.  Ballard.  $85 
Economy,  P.  Polhemus,  $30;  Gharlottesville,  E.  H.  Taylor.  $20.  These 
improvements  total  $32,788. 

Debts  Paid. — Union  Gity  arose  in  its  might  and  made  full  pro- 
vision for  an  $8,000  indebtedness  on  the  church  property.  The  pastor 
was  very  ably  assisted  in  this  undertaking  by  his  son,  E.  W.  Naftzger, 
who  showed  marked  ability  in  directing  the  forces  so  well  organized 
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b3^  his  father.  Father  and  son  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  this  out- 
standing success,  not  only  because  the  debt  is  provided  for  and  more 
than  half  cashed,  but  als'o  because  of  the  new  life  infused  into  this 
good  church.  The  pastor's  return  is  unanimousl}-  requested  by  an 
appreciative  people,  and  an  increase  in  salary  assured.  The  parsonage 
debt  at  Centerville,  L.  P.  Pfeifer,  pastor,  has  been  paid — $1,230  in  cash. 
Brother  Pfeifer  has  done  a  great  year's  work  in  a  very  difficult  tield. 
His  return  is  requested,  with  an  advance  in  salary.  Modoc  has  paid 
Si. 125  on  parsonage  debt.  Farmland  cashed  its  debt.  $1,000.  Pastor 
Phillips  has  had  a  glorious  year,  begun  under  embarrassing  conditions. 
He  will  return  at  an  advanced  salary.  Cambridge  City  paid  $425  on 
church  debt.  Dr.  Jones  is  in  fine  favor,  and  will  return  with  the 
promise  of  $100  addition  to  salar}'.  First  Church,  Richmond,  has  met 
its  budget  in  full  and  paid  $600  on  its  indebtedness.  Dr.  Harmon  has 
done  an  imusually  good  year's  work  and  has  laid  the  foundation  for 
better  things  next  3-ear.  Knightstown,  J.  H.  Runkle.  pastor,  has  paid 
the  remaining  $411  on  its  debt  and  is  now  free.  The  pastor  is  in  good 
favor  with  his  people,  who  expressed  appreciation  by  advance  in 
salary.  Dunkirk.  Charlottesville,  and  Lewisville  also  paid  off  small 
debts.  Total  debts  provided  for  aggregate  $13,014.  The  Methodists 
of  this  district  own  property  valued  at  $624,670,  with  a  present-hour 
indebtedness  of  $15,984. 

Revivals  and  Membership. — The  great  Forward  Movement  pro- 
gram was  brought  to  the  attention  of  pastors  and  people,  and  adopted 
by  all  of  the  charges.  Hundreds  of  Prayer  League  and  Time  Legion 
cards  have  been  signed,  large  constituenc}-  rolls  have  been  made  up, 
and  many  3-oiing  people  have  signed  the  Life  Work  Covenant.  Per- 
sonal, public,  periodic,  and  protracted  evangelism  have  all  been  em- 
phasized. On  account  of  health  and  weather  conditions,  we  are  not 
able  to  report  the  number  of  conversions  anticipated.  However,  good. 
faithful  work  has  been  done,  and  the  pastors  report  1,115  converts. 
New  Castle,  200.  A  tabernacle  meeting.  Charlottesville  charge.  147; 
here  the  pastor  was  ably  assisted  by  Brother  Maurice  Barrett,  who.  by 
the  wa}-.  goes  to  India  next  autumn,  his  support  having  been  pledged 
by  the  Greenfield  Church.  Kennard.  125;  this  charge  has  been  com- 
pletely made  over  and  becomes  one  of  our  good  $1,000  circuits:  C.  A. 
Mitchell  has  been  his  own  evangelist.  Knightstown.  90:  a  tabernacle 
meeting;  here  Pastor  T.  H.  Runkle  conserved  the  results  in  a  fine  way. 
Third  Church.  Richmond.  45:  Pastor  Chamness  his  own  evangelist. 
First  and  Grace  Churches.  Richmond,  led  on  b}-  Pastors  Harmon  and 
Bridge,  joined  forces  in  a  union  meeting,  calling  to  their  assistance 
the  Kerr  Brothers,  of  Toronto.  Canada:  Dr.  Bridge  reports  2S  con- 
versions and  94  accessions;  he  has  had  a  great  year  in  every  way: 
Dr.  Harmon  reports  45  conversions  and  59  accessions.  Fountain  City, 
46:  Salamonia.  42:  Saratoga,  S5-  Marklesville.  26:  Farmland.  25: 
Winchester  Circuit,  17:  Hagerstown,  15:  Union  City.  15;  Greenfield, 
15;  Lynn,  12.  and  other  charges  from  10  to  2.  The  accessions  reported 
to  me,  with  four  charges  to  make  report,  put  our  net  gain  close  to  the 
ten  per  cent  mark.  The  per  cent  of  gain  of  the  charges  ranges  from 
thirty  per  cent  down  to  two  per  cent. 

New  Work. — As  reported,  Hagerstown  will  become  a  station  and 
build  a  new  church.  By  this  move  Losantville  becomes  the  head  of 
a  new  charge.  Brothers  Dur^-ee,  of  ]\Iaxv,-ell.  and  Anderson,  of  Shir- 
ley,  have  set  such  a  pace  that  it  will  require  three  men  to  handle  this 
section  of  the  district  next  year.  Willow  Branch,  from  the  Shirle^^ 
charge,  and  Eden,  from  the  ]\laxwell  charge,  have  joined  hands  and 
will  support  a  pastor:  salary-.  S800  and  house.  Shirley  and  Wilkinson 
will  do  the  same.  Other  changes  should  be  made  in  the  near  future, 
Ever3^-m-em-ber  canvasses  back  these  adjustments. 
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till  July  22,  1915,  at  which  time  H.  G.  Robson  was  employed  to  finish 
the  year. 

E.  C.  Olson  was  secured  to  supply  Highland  Avenue  charge. 

J.  B.  Cook,  a  retired  minister,  supplied  Silver  Lake  till  the  latter 
part  of  October,  1915,  when  Bishop  Quayle  transferred  W.  B.  Hardy 
from  the  North  Dakota  Conference  to  the  North  Indiana  Conference 
and  appointed  him  to  Silver  Lake. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  health  of  B.  E.  Parker  became 
impaired,  which  took  him  from  his  pulpit  in  Marion,  First  Church, 
several  weeks.  A  Committee  on  Pulpit  Supply  secured  the  services 
of  Dr.  Grose,  some  neighboring  pastors,  and  others  for  a  few  Sundays, 
but  most  of  the  time  the  pulpit  was  supplied  by  Dr.  T.  M.  Guild,  a 
former  pastor  of  this  church  and  now  one  of  our  Conference  Evan- 
gelists. Notwithstanding  the  disarrangement  of  plans  occasioned  by 
the  pastor's  sickness,  this  church  makes  a  fine  report  for  the  year. 

On  June  13,  1915,  the  only  child  of  Brother  and  Sister  Arlington 
Singer,  a  son  of  about  three  years,  was  suddenly  taken  to  his  heavenly 
home  to  be  forever  under  the  shepherding  care  of  Him  who  said, 
"Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of 
such  is  the  Kingdom  of  heaven." 

On  August  II  the  interior  of  our  beautiful  new  church  in  Hunt- 
ington was  almost  entirely  destroyed  by  fire.  A  suitable  place  for 
worship  was  obtained,  the  church  made  more  attractive  than  ever, 
and  a  year  of  fine  work  reported. 

On  March  21  a  tornado  swept  through  the  district,  damaging 
Morris  Chapel  and  Van  Buren  Church. 

Group  and  District  Meetings. — May  18  to  21,  group  meetings  for 
the  purpose  of  mobilizing  men  for  service  were  held  at  Columbia  City, 
Huntington,  Wabash,  and  Marion.  These  meetings,  attended  by  hun- 
dreds of  men,  were  addressed  by  Dr.  Blake  and  Dr.  W.  S.  Bovard. 
Afternoon  and  evening  services  were  held,  with  a  supper  served  at  six 
o'clock.  Settlement  Day  group  meetings  were  held  at  Huntington, 
North  Manchester,  and  Marion.  The  worth  and  appreciation  of  Set- 
tlement Days  are  evidenced  by  a  unanimous  request  for  their  con- 
tinuance. Pastors'  and  District  Stewards'  meeting  was  held  in 
Wabash,  First  Church,  on  May  20.  District  Convention  of  Epworth 
League  at  Huntington  on  June  15  and  16.  Wabash  District  Sunday 
School  Institute  at  Wabash,  First  Church,  July  8  and  9.  Ministerial 
Institute  at  LaFontaine  on  October  26  and  27.  A  Country  Life  Con- 
ference, composed  of  Bippus,  Huntington,  Mount  Etna,  and  Warren 
Circuits,  was  held  at  Pilcher's  Chapel  on  November  6  and  7.  At  the 
request  of  the  pastors  the  Quarterly  Conferences  were  asked  to  order 
the  organization  of  a  District  Conference,  which  was  done,  only  one 
Quarterly  Conference  dissenting.  The  District  Conference  was  held 
in  Marion,  First  Church,  on  March  i,  2,  and  3,  1916.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  pastors  have  responded  to  five  district  meetings  and  eight 
group  meetings  distributed  through  the  year. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  district  responded  to  the  call  of  Bishop 
Henderson,  Chairman  of  the  General  Conference  Commission  on 
Evangelism,  for  a  meeting  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference  in  Fort 
Wayne,  in  September,  in  the  interest  of  the  Methodist  Forward  Move- 
ment. My  duties  as  member  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants 
called  me  to  the  Pacific  Coast  at  that  time.  Frequent  references  to 
that  meeting  by  various  pastors  indicate  high  appreciation  of  its 
benefits. 

The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  and  the  Woman's 
Home  Missionary  Society  each  held  illuminating  and  stimulating 
district  conventions  in  Marion,  First  Church. 

In  the- second  week  in  November,  Wabash,   First   Church,  enter- 
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tained  in  pleasing  manner  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  North  Indiana 
Conference  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 

Building  and  Improvements. — Under  the  leadership  of  li.  A.  P. 
Homer,  an  excellent  and  "well-ecjuipped  church  at  Lagro  was  dedi- 
cated, with  every  dollar  of  expense  provided  for,  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Wm.  D.  Parr,  on  November  28.  This  is  truly  a  great  achievement 
for  Methodism  in  Lagro  and  is  the  promise  of  greater  things  to  come 
while  our  people  there  remain  true  to  our  doctrines  and  polity  as  set 
forth  in  our  Discipline,  our  Christian  Advocates,  our  Sunday-school 
literature,  and  by  our  loyal,   broad-visioned  pastors. 

Twenty-nine  charges  report  $13,904  paid  for  building  and  improv- 
ing church  and  parsonage  property.  Twelve  charges  report  $30,691 
paid  on  old  indebtedness. 

We  have  the  following  prospective  new  church  buildings:  Union- 
dale  has  contracted  for  a  new  building  for  $11,313  without  furnishings. 
Andrews  has  decided  to  build,  the  expense  to  be  not  less  than  $12,000. 
Silver  Lake  people  are  studying  plans  and  are  expecting  to  invest 
about  $8,000. 

Sweetser  is  in  great  need  of  a  new  church.  The  membership  is 
small  in  number  and  has  limited  financial  ability.  But  it  is  fortunate 
in  having  a  great  constituency,  many  enterprising  and  thrifty  men, 
upon  whom  God  has  lavished  his  blessings  and  who  some  day,  we 
fondly  hope  in  the  not  distant  future,  will  give  a  tangible  expression 
of  their  appreciation  of  his  goodness  in  the  erection  of  a  $12,000 
church.  Only  a  few  days  ago  we  laid  to  rest  William  Burge,  who  for 
years  has  been  a  patron  and  patriarch  in  this  church.  No  more  fitting 
thing  could  be  done  by  this  community  than  the  erection  of  a  Burge 
Memorial  Church. 

Grace  Church,  Marion,  greatly  needs  increased  facilities  for  prop- 
erly caring  for  the  large  numbers  now  in  attendance  and  for  scores 
of  others  who  might  otherwise  be  gathered  in. 

Marion,  First  Church,  is  our  most  conspicuous  example  of  ar- 
rested development  because  of  inadequate  building  facilities.  Child- 
hood is  passing  into  youth  and  youth  into  adulthood  with  crude  ideas 
of  the  present-day  program  of  the  church  because  of  the  material  limi- 
tations rendering  the  realization  of  such  program  largely  impossible. 
We  are  not  pleading  for  hasty  or  inconsiderate  action.  Each  step 
should  be  taken  only  after  mature  deliberation.  If  we  properly  in- 
terpret the  spirit  of  that  great,  generous,  and  philanthropic  congre- 
gation, we  are  warranted  in  saying  that  already  they  are  bringing 
pressure  to  bear  upon  those  in  leadership  for  adequate  church  facili- 
ties which  ere  long  will  be  well-nigh,  if  not  absolutely,  irresistible. 
The  spirit  of  that  splendid  people  indicates  the  arrival  of  the  psycho- 
logical moment  for  that  congregation  which  is  just  now  being  steadily 
but  surely  measured  off  by  the  town  clock  in  that  prosperous  and 
attractive  city. 

Evangelism. — All  through  the  year  our  pastors  have  been  leading 
people  to  Christ,  and,  under  the  inspiration  of  the  Fort  Wayne  meet- 
ing, they  have  won  many  victories.  Only  four  charges  have  each 
reported  a  decrease  in  membership,  while  thirty-two  charges  each 
reported  an  increase — the  net  increase  being  490.  Revival  work  has 
been  greatly  hindered  by  weather  and  health  conditions.  Neverthe- 
less, thirty-five  charges  report  an  aggregate  of  1,266  conversions. 
Twenty  charges  have  adopted  the  Forward  Movement  program,  and 
two  have  adopted  it  in  part.  Seventeen  charges  report  611  enrolled 
in  the  Prayer  League,  sixteen  report  310  in  the  Time  Legion,  and 
seven  report  40  enrolled  for  special  Christian  service. 

Benevolences. — With  increased  apportionments  for  our  Confer- 
ence   Claimants,   with   thousands   of   bushels   of   grain    rotting   in    our 
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fields  because  of  the  wet  season,  with  some  of  our  members  moving 
away  because  of  disturbed  industrial  conditions,  we  confess  that  we 
had  serious  reflections  concerning  our  benevolent  interests. _  To-day 
we  are  glad  to  report  that  Wabash  District  has  paid  our  retired  min- 
isters a  debt  long  overdue,  has  overcome  difficulties  and  put  to  rout 
discouragement  due  to  pessimism,  and  has  made  it  possible  for  our 
Missionary  Board  to  place  a  few  extra  men  in  the  field. 

The  net  gain  for  all  the  benevolences  is  $1,684,  while  for  the  Dis- 
ciplinary benevolences  the  net  gain  is  $447.  Of  course,  our  pastors 
could  never  have  accomplished  this  without  the  loyal  support  of  an 
increasing  number  of  long-visioned  laymen. 

The  Forward  Look. — The  District  Conference  adopted  a  district 
program  for  next  year,  five  thousand  copies  of  which  are  ready  for 
distribution  throughout  the  district.  The  moment  the  appointments 
are  read,  that  moment  each  man  has  a  district  program,  the  careful 
study  of  which  will  suggest  the  necessity  of  a  program  for  the  church 
he  serves  which  will  harmonize  with  the  district  program  throughout 
the  year.  The  conscientious  pastor  will  readily  see  that  if  his  charge 
fails  the  district  fails,  and  if  the  district  fails  the  Conference  fails,  and 
if  the  Conference  fails  the  church  fails,  and  if  the  church  fails  God 
fails!  But  God  does  not  fail.  He  may  wait  for  another  generation 
to  do  what  we  fail  to  do.  In  that  event  it  will  be  difficult  for  any  one 
of  us  responsible  for  failure  to  stand  anywhere  as  did  Bishop  JMcIntyre 
in  his  last  address  to  the  last  church  he  ever  served  as  pastor  and  say. 
"So  far  as  I  know,  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men."  The  man  who 
does  not  know  that  success  in  the  ministry  is  "a  question  of  blood, 
and  not  of  popularity,"  that  it  is  keeping  one's  soul  "pure  from  the 
blood  of  all  men,"  as  Paul  puts  it,  is  hardly  prepared  to  receive  an 
appointment.  But  if  he  can  say  with  the  good  Bishop  Mclntyre,  *T 
am  going  to  be  God's  man  and  do  God's  will  while  I  live,"  he  will 
not  fail. 

Personal  Mention. — I  forego  the  pleasure  of  mentioning  each  man's 
name,  calling  attention  to  some  outstanding,  meritorious  feature  of  his 
work,  with  one  exception.  I  refer  to  a  man  who  has  given  forty-four 
years  to  the  ministry,  the  last  twenty  years  covering  three  pastorates 
only,  now  closing  his  eighth  year  in  present  pastorate;  church  in  fine 
spiritual  condition,  an  increase  in  membership.  Sunday  school  never 
quite  so  good,  local  expense  all  met,  all  apportionments  paid  with  an 
increase  over  last  year,  andan  earnest  request  for  his  return  for  the 
ninth  year — the  Rev.  Granville  B.  Work. 

For  the  queenly  wives  of  these  knightly  men  presiding  in  our 
parsonage  homes,  and  for  their  children,  "sons  as  plants  grown  up 
in  their  youth,  daughters  as  corner-stones  polished  after  the  similitude 
of  a  palace,"  I  will  forever  cherish  sentiments  of  the  highest  appre- 
ciation and  most  unfeigned  regard.

MEMORIAL  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONFERENCE,  1916. 

Whkreas,  There  is  a  discrepancy  in  the  method  of  the  distribution  of 
the  Book  Concern  Dividend,  arising  from  the  fact  that  while  it  is  dis- 
tributed lo  the  Conferences  on  the  basis  of  the  total  Conference  mem- 
bership, it  must  be  distributed  ^3;  the  Conference  on  the  basis  of  years 
of  service;  and, 

Whereas,  a  just  and  consistent  method  of  distribution  would  seem 
to  require  that  the  Conferences  should  have  their  respective  shares  of  the 
dividend  apportioned  to  them  on  the  same  basis  as  that  upon  which  they 
are  required  to  disburse  it;  and. 

Whereas,  The  present  method  works  special  hardship  and  injustice 
in  the  older  and  larger  Conferences,  because  they  have  a  proportionately 
larger  number  of  claimants,  and  therefore  larger  annuity  claims  than 
Conferences  more  recently  organized;  and. 

Whereas,  The  present  method  of  distribution  takes  no  account  what- 
ever of  the  annuity  claim  of  the  widows  and  minor  children ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference  memorialize  the  General  Conference 
as  follows : 

To  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church: 

The  North  Indiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  hereby  memorializes  your  honorable  body,  asking  that  paragraph 
283  of  the  Discipline  be  amended  so  as  to  require  that  the  distribution  of 
the  dividend  of  the  Book  Concern  among  the  several  Annual  Conferences 
shall  be  made  upon  the  basis  of  the  total  claims  on  the  Annuity  Distribu- 
tion in  the  Conferences  severally,  as  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  Con- 
ference Stewards,  such  reports  to  be  checked  up  by  the  Board  of  Con- 
ference Claimants  and  approved  by  the  Book  Committee.

ARTICLES    OF    ASSOCIATION    OF   THE    NORTH    INDIANA 

ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  METHODIST 

EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  North  Indiana  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  citizens  of  the  State  of  Indiana, 
for  the  purpose  of  organizing  ourselves  into  an  incorporate  body,  the 
object  of  which  is  the  formation  and  furtherance  of  the  educational,  moral, 
religious,  and  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  said  Church  and  Conference, 
do  hereby  ordain  and  institute  the  following  Articles  of  Association, 
to-wit : 

1.  This  Association  shall  be  denominated  the  North  Indiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

2.  The  object  of  this  Organization  and  Corporation  shall  be  the  pro- 
motion of  the  Educational,  Benevolent,  and  Religious  enterprises  of  the 
said  Church  and  Conference;  embracing  such  interests  as  the  Colleges 
and  Universities;  all  Connectional  Boards  and  Societies  of  the  Church; 
the  Preachers'  Aid  Society  of  said  Conference,  the  Methodist  Memorial 
Home  for  the  Aged  at  Warren,  Indiana,  and  all  other  such  like  interests. 
To  receive,  use,  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  manage  any  money,  real  estate,  and 
other  property  donated,  or  bequeathed  to  such  corporation,  or  purchased, 
or  otherwise  secured  by  it,  for  these  or  any  other  religious,  benevolent,  or 
philanthropic  purpose  or  interest;  and  to  hold,  use,  buy,  sell  any  real  or 
personal  property  that  may  so  come  into  its  possession,  as  it  may  deem 
best. 

3.  The  Officers  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-presi- 
dent, Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  members  of  the  said  Conference  present  and  voting. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Conference  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Corpora- 
tion. These  officers  so  elected  shall  also  be  the  Trustees  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration, and  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
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and  qualified.  As  Trustees  tliey  shall  have  the  power  to  make  and  execute 
deeds  for  real  estate  sold  by  the  Corporation,  and  to  do  and  transact  all 
of  the  business  of  the  Corporation.  The  President  and  Secretary  are 
hereby  authorized  to  transfer  and  release  mortgages,  liens,  leases,  and  con- 
tracts held  by  the  Corporation,  when  the  Conference  Trustees  so  direct. 
Said  Trustees  shall  meet  to  transact  business  at  the  call  of  the  President, 
and  three  of  them  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  such  meeting. 

4.  The  said  Conference  shall  meet  annually,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  provided  for  in  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  or 
as  it  may  from  year  to  year  choose  and  direct 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  and  make  a  faithful 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Conference  Sessions  from  year  to  year 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  the  meet- 
ings and  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in"  a  separate  record  book, 
to  be  known  and  called  Trustees'  Record  Book  of  North  Indiana  Annual 
Conference  of  the  ^lethodist  Episcopal  Church.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Treasurer  to  receive,  hold,  loan,  and  manage  all  funds  belonging  to 
the  Corporation;  and  hand  them  over,  and  pay  them  out  as  said  Confer- 
ence may  direct  at  its  Annual  Sessions,  or  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may 
order  when  the  Conference  is  not  in  session.  He  shall  have  charge  of 
and  manage  any  real  estate  owned  and  held  by  the  Corporation.  He  shall 
give  a  satisfactory  bond  in  such  sum  as  the  Conference  may  direct,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  caring  for  the  money  that  may 
come  into  his  hands,  the  Corporation  to  pay  the  expense  of  securing  such 
bond  from  an  approved  Security  Company,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

6.  The  members  of  this  Corporation  shall  be  the  ministers  in  full 
connection  in  said  North  Indiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  their  successors  in  the  Conference  membership. 

7.  The  Conference  aforesaid  shall  have  power  to  adopt  By-Laws  for 
its  government,  and  to  change  them  at  any  meeting  thereof  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting;  and  this  Constitution  may  be 
altered  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  tvro-thirds  vote  of  the  members  pres- 
ent and  voting. 

8.  The  Corporate  Seal  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  metallic  impression 
with  the  following  words  "North  Indiana  Annual  Conference,  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church."

The  accounts  of  the  Conference  Secretary  have  Ijeen  audited,  and  we 
find  a  balance  of  S3. 64.  Avhich  amount  we  recommend  be  given  to  him. 

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  District  Superintendents  and 
find  that  they  are  correct. 

A\'e  have  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Board  of  Stewards  and  find  the 
account  correct  vrith  a  balance  of  $230.30  carried  over  from  last  year. 

\\t  have  audited  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Conference  Corpora- 
tion and  found  it  to  balance  correctly. 

Flood  Fund,  a  balance  of  $191.87  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  treas- 
urer. 

Conference  Treasurer — We  have  checked  the  accounts  of  the  Con- 
ference Treasurer  and  find  them  correct. 

We  desire  the  Conference  of  1917  to  definitely  outline  the  work  of 
the  Auditing  Committee,  so  that  all  officers  whose  accounts  are  to  be 
audited  may  present  them  to  the  Committee.

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BOARD  OF  CONTROL  OF  DEACONESS  WORK. 

Recognizing  that  one  of  the  greatest  modern  Church  movements  is 
the  Deaconess  Movement,  and  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  so  important, 
we  would  encourage  more  of  our  young  women  to  consider  favorably 
this  field  of  Christian  work.  The  leaflet,  "The  Deaconess  Movement," 
gives  figures  from  the  report  of  1915  in  the  Church  at  large,  as  follows : 
Fourteen  new  buildings  have  been  built  at  a  cost  of  $1,175,000;  twelve 
buildings  have  been  acquired  either  by  purchase  or  gift,  and  twelve  new 
centers  have  been  opened.  The  increase  of  property  to  January  i,  1916, 
was  $1,568,091 ;  and  since  that  day  over  $400,000  worth  of  additional  prop- 
erty has  been  dedicated,  and  the  total  increase  in  property  for  the  quad- 
rennium  is  about  $2,000,000. 

Statistical  reports  show  that  during  the  year  of  1915,  452,631  calls 
were  made;  70,269  sick  were  visited;  41,966  were  given  relief;  1,532  chil- 
dren were  taken  to  country  homes;  23,170  were  treated  in  hospitals;  297 
were  in  training  schools  for  Christian  service;  76  graduated,  and  461 
were  taking  hospital  training. 

The  license  of  Miss  Cora  Fales  and  Miss  Lucy  B.  Brooks,  of  Upland, 
Indiana,  have  been  renewed,  and  Mrs.  Abigail  Sechrist  Williams  has  been 
given  an  honorable  discharge  on  account  of  her  marriage.  The  conse- 
crated Deaconess  can  most  successfully  visit  the  sick,  pray  for  and  comfort 
them,  relieve  and  care  for  the  orphan,  and  represent  Christ  and  the  Church. 
Therefore,  we  would  urge  our  pastors  to  employ  them  in  their  work.

BOARD   OF  EXAMINERS. 

J.  H.  RuNKivE,  Chairman.  U.  S.  A.  Bridge),  Registrar. 

(i)  A  properly  authenticated  certificate  showing  that  a  student  has 
already  pursued  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  a  prescribed 
course  of  study  as  a  regular  attendant  on  the  class-room  instruction  in 
any  of  our  regular  theological  seminaries,  universities,  and  colleges, 
approved  by  our  University  Senate,  will  be  received  in  lieu  of  Conference 
examination. 

(2)  Similar  certificates  may  also  be  received  in  all  studies  not  Biblical 
or  theological  from  other  than  Methodist  schools,  if  of  equal  grade  with 
those  approved  by  our  University  Senate.  The  Board  of  Examiners  in 
each  particular  case  will  determine  as  to  whether  the  work  done  is  a  fair 
equivalent  or  not. 

(3)  Certificates  presented  for  credit  must  show  the  amount  of  work 
done,  text-books  used,  year  in  which  the  work  was  done,  and  the  grade 
given  by  the  Examiner.  If  no  grade  is  furnished  in  a  certificate  presented 
for  credit,  the  only  minimum  passing  grade  (70)  will  be  allowed. 

(4)  All  examinations  must  be  taken  at  the  Mid-year  Institute,  or  the 
seat  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Exception  to  this  rule  will  be  made  in 
the  case  of  students  in  the  mission  field. 

(5)  Certificates  from  our  approved  Methodist  Episcopal  theological 
schools,  showing  the  completion  of  the  full  course  of  study  leading  to  a 
degree,  will  be  received  in  lieu  of  the  Conference  examinations,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Discipline  of  1912,  paragraph  568:  "It  being  understood 
that  the  Annual  Conference  shall  examine  all  candidates  in  regard  to  their 
personal  attitude  toward  the  doctrine  and  Discipline  of  the  Church." 

(6)  The  Mid-year  Institute  will  be  held  at  Peru,  October  16-20,  1916. 

(7)  Themes  for  sermons  and  essays  for  the  year  1916-17  are  as  fol- 
lows:    First  Year  sermon,  "The  Atonement;"   Essay  for  Second  Year, 
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"The  Social   Program  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church."     For  Third 
Year  sermon,  write  Examiner. 

All  sermons  must  bear  the  date  when  written,  and  are  requested  to 
be  handed  in  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  Mid-year  Institute.

for  the  Aged  at  Warren,  Ind.,  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  and  the  Preachers' 
Aid  Society. 

Second,  That  no  exception  of  emergency  character  be  made  without 
the  consent  of  the  local  Official  Board. 
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Third,  That  the  Preachers'  Aid  Society  have  right  of  way  for  this 
year  in  those  churches  where  the  endowment  campaign  has  not  been 
completed. 

Fourth,  That  we  recognize,  in  view  of  the  imperative  need,  the  very 
special  appeal  to  save  Saint  Paul  Church,  Elkhart,  and  will  open  our 
charges  to  its  representatives.

EDUCATION. 


There  is  no  work  in  the  world  in  which  the  factor  of  personality 
counts  for  so  much  as  in  the  ministry.  Our  people  are  not  devoted  to 
the  hero  nor  to  the  man  of  priestcraft,  but  to  the  man  who  has  qualities 
of  leadership.  He  must  be  eminently  human,  but  must  have  the  spirit 
of  Jesus,  which  is  the  spirit  of  prophecy.  VVe  urge  that  this  spirit  be 
cultivated  in  our  theological  schools  with  all  faithfulness. 

Garrett  Biblical  Institute,  situated  at  Evanston,  111.,  with  such  men 
as  Professor  Lynn  Harold  Hough,  D.D.,  who  has  addressed  our  sessions 
with  such  great  profit  to  us,  is  certainly  helping  largely  in  this  great  work. 
The  school  year  is  divided  into  quarters  and  the  diploma  course  has  been 
shortened  to  two  years  to  meet  the  present  demands.  Garrett  is  peculiarly 
fitted  to  furnish  training  to  our  young  men  of  the  Middle  West. 

Drew  Theological  Seminary  reports  one  of  the  most  prosperous  years 
in  her  history,  with  large  enrollment,  new  and  important  courses  to  meet 
modern  demands.  It  offers  a  well-balanced  course  of  study  in  Biblical 
subjects  with  exceptional  opportunities  for  study  of  the  problems  in- 
volved in  social  service  and  their  solution. 

Boston  School  of  Theology  has  greatly  enlarged  her  facilities  for 
work  both  in  buildings  and  courses  of  study.  A  new  chapel  has  been  added 
at  an  expense  of  $100,000.  We  note,  with  pleasure,  the  increase  of  the 
evangelistic  spirit  as  indicated  by  the  work  of  the  Gospel  Teams  averaging 
some  six  hundred  conversions  per  year.  We  commend  Dean  Birney  and 
his  co-laborers  in  this  great  work. 

DePauw  University. — We  have  examined  the  report  of  President 
Grose  and  other  officers  of  the  University  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
found  therein  evidence  of  the  continued  prosperity  and  progress  of  this 
school.  There  is  a  substantial  increase  in  endowments,  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  students,  and  several  important  additions  to  the  Faculty. 
The  standard  of  scholarship  was  never  higher  and  the  Christian  emphasis 
never  more  pronounced.  Two  weeks  of  special  meetings  were  held  under 
the  leadership  of  Dean  L.  J.  Birney,  of  Boston  University  School  of 
Theology,  which  resulted  in  a  genuine  religious  awakening.  We  are 
gratified  over  the  completion  and  dedication  of  the  $125,000  Bowman 
Memorial  Building,  in  honor  of  the  late  Bishop  Bowman,  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  North  Indiana  Conference. 
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We  congratulate  President  Grose  upon  his  splendid  work,  and  assure 
him  of  our  continued  interest  and  deep  desire  that  the  University  may 
continue  to  grow,  not  only  in  members,  but  also  in  spiritual  power. 

The  American  University,  located  at  our  Nation's  Capital,  has  passed 
from  the  stage  of  a  theory,  or  a  dream  upon  the  part  of  the  leaders  of 
our  Church,  to  an  actual  realization  in  the  thought  of  our  people  and  in 
the  eyes  of  the  world.  The  most  recent  number  of  The  University  Courier 
indicates  the  breadth  of  the  work  and  the  quality  of  training  available  in 
this  crowning  institution  of  Methodism's  educational  system.  The  school 
is  launching  upon  a  period  of  wide  and  extended  service  which  is  certain 
to  increase  in  influence  and  power  with  the  passing  of  the  years.  A 
recent  benefaction  of  munificent  proportions  has  been  made  to  the  Uni- 
versity which  is  broadly  significant,  and  not  only  enriches  the  productive 
resources  of  the  school,  but  also  helps  to  strengthen  a  real  sense  of  broth- 
erhood and  true  internationalism  of  service. 

Mr.  Chester  D.  Massey,  of  Toronto,  Canada,  has  made  arrangements 
to  turn  over  to  the  University  $50,000  from  the  Massey  estate.  The 
money  is  to  create  an  endowment  fund  bearing  the  name  of  Hart  A. 
Massey,  the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  support  of  graduate 
fellowships  in  the  American  University.  In  the  assignments  to  such  fel- 
lowships priority  of  claim  shall  be  allowed  to  young  men  and  women  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada.  But  if  the  fellowships  are  not  thus  assigned 
they  shall  be  open  to  all.  This  gift  has  unusual  interest  from  the  fact 
that  it  makes  operative  what  long  had  been  a  cherished  desire  of  the  late 
Hart  A.  Massey,  so  widely  known  as  the  founder  of  the  great  farm  im- 
plement manufactory  of  Canada.  The  senior  Mr.  Massey  wished  to  make 
a  contribution  from  Canada  which  should  establish,  if  possible,  some  link 
between  the  Methodisms  of  Canada  and  of  the  United  States. 

We  felicitate  our  colleague  and  brother,  Dr.  F.  M.  Stone,  upon  the 
fruitfulness  of  his  labor  and  the  excellent  success  which  has  attended  his 
services  in  the  financial  interests  of  the  University,  and  we  confidently 
believe  that  with  his  continued  appointment  to  this  importnt  post  he  will 
be  able  to  accomplish  even  greater  results. 

We  are  pleased  with  the  continued  prosperity  of  Taylor  University. 
It  has  been  increasing  within  the  past  year  in  its  material  resources 
through  the  generosity  of  Dr.  Silas  C.  Swallow,  who  gave  the  first  five 
thousand  dollars  on  condition  that  at  least  another  five  thousand  dollars 
be  provided.  A  ladies'  dormitory  will  be  erected  this  summer.  The  en- 
rollment at  present  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Out  of  an 
enrollment  of  331  students  attending,  142  will  enter  Christian  work.  Of 
this  number  94  are  candidates  for  the  ministry  and  42  for  the  foreign  field. 

We  recommend  Dr.  W.  D.  Parr  and  Dr.  S.  A.  Shoemaker  as  Trus- 
tees for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  Rev.  John  C.  White  for  a  period  of 
two  years. 

The  Board  gS'  Education. — i.  We  are  gratified  by  the  splendid  work 
done  by  our  Board  of  Education.  Through  its  co-operation  more  than 
$13,000,000  have  been  added  to  the  permanent  funds  of  our  colleges  and 
an  increase  of  more  than  six  thousand  students  has  been  recorded  during 
this  quadrennium.  The  counsel  given  regarding  standardization  of  facul- 
ties, curricula,  plants,  equipment,  and  endowment  has  been  eminently 
helpful. 

2.  To  the  Jubilee  Campaign  for  Christian  Education,  so  admirably 
planned  by  the  Board,  we  pledge  our  hearty  and  enthusiastic  co-operation. 

3.  The  action  of  the  Board  employing  a  Director  of  Religious  Work 
in  our  own  colleges  and  for  co-operation  with  our  religious  workers  at 
State  institutions  is  especially  commendable.  Excellent  results  already 
appear. 

4.  The  thorough  investigation  of  educational  conditions  throughout 
the  country,  conducted  by  the  Survey  Department  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
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cation,  is  of  unusual  value.     We  could  wish  that  the   results   of  these 
studies  might  have  the  widest  publicity. 

5.  The  Children's  Day  Collection,  which  has  aided  from  the  beginning 
23,386  students,  last  year  2,288,  continues  to  be  of  greatest  value,  and  is 
worthy  of  most  loyal  support. 

6.  We  commend  and  approve  the  apportionment  by  the  General  Con- 
ference Commission  on  Finance  of  the  One  Public  Educational  Collection, 
authorized  by  the  Discipline,  80  per  cent  at  the  order  of  the  Conference, 
and  20  per  cent  assigned  to  the  Board  of  Education. 

7.  The  Christian  Student,  the  Board's  quarterly  publication,  im- 
proves constantly,  and  should  be  read  widely.  We  urge  all  our  pastors  to 
secure  from  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Education  the  recently  published 
series  of  leaflets,  many  of  which  embody  valuable  information  gathered 
by  the  Survey  Department. 

We  recommend  the  Rev.  Dr.  Leslie  J.  Naftzger  as  Conference  visitor 
to  this  school. 

We  recommend  as  Trustees  for  DePauw  University,  Marion  B.  Stults, 
Albert  B.  Cline,  Ralph  S.  Todd;  and  as  visitor,  R.  E.  Semans.  We  recom- 
mend F.  P.  Morris  as  visitor  to  Drew  Theological  Seminary;  A.  S.  Pres- 
ton to  Hedding  College ;  B.  E.  Parker  to  Garrett  Biblical  Institute ;  G.  H. 
Myers  to  Boston  School  of  Theology.  We  endorse  the  Joint  Commission 
on  Educational  Institutions  of  Methodism  in  Indiana,  and  recommend 
the  continuance  of  W.  W.  Martin,  L.  M.  Edwards,  and  C.  U.  Wade  as 
our  representatives. 

We  recommend  the  following  special  appointments :  G.  R.  Grose, 
President  of  DePauw  University;  F.  M.  Stone,  Endowment  Secretary  of 
American  University;  H.  B.  Gough,  Professor  in  DePauw;  W.  W.  Sweet, 
Professor  in  DePauw;  C.  U.  Wade,  Endowment  Secretary  DePauw  Uni- 
versity; G.  H.  Myers,  Endowment  Secretary  Hedding  College.

EDUCATIONAL  COMMISSION. 

The  Educational  Commission  desires  to  report  progress  to  the  North 
Indiana  Conference.  Conferences  have  been  held  with  the  authorities  of 
Moores  Hill  College  looking  toward  the  development  of  a  new  program 
for  that  institution.  A  joint  committee  of  five  representing  Moores  Hill 
College  and  DePauw  University,  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Edu- 
cational Commission,  after  full  consideration  of  all  interests  involved, 
declared  it  to  be  their  judgment  that: 

"DePauw  University  be  recognized  as  a  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  doing 
work  of  college  grade  only,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  State  of  Indiana.  That  its  authorities  be  encouraged  to 
make  comprehensive  plans  for  adequate  endowment  and  equipment  in 
buildings,  libraries,  and  apparatus  that  the  institution  may  hold  rank  with 
the  highest  grade  of  colleges  of  similar  purpose  and  character  in  the 
United  States  under  whatever  auspices. 

"That  Moores  Hill  College  authorities  be  encouraged  to  develop  at 
Moores  Hill  a  Normal  and  Collegiate  Institute. 

"That  there  be  established  for  this  purpose  a  Junior  College  Depart- 
ment covering  the  first  two  years  of  college  work,  (2)  an  Academy  of 
High  School  course,  (3)  a  Normal  Department  covering  the  work  of 
classes  A  and  B,  (4)  a  Department  of  Music,  (5)  a  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, (6)  a  Department  of  Domestic  Science,  (7)  a  Department  of 
Christian  and  Biblical  Literature,  (8)  a  Department  of  Economics,  and 
such  other  departments  as  may  be  found  expedient. 
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"And,  further,  that  plans  be  made  as  promptly  as  possible  to  secure 
funds  for  rebuilding  Moores  Hall,  for  clearing  the  institution  of  all  cur- 
rent indebtedness,  and  for  permanent  initial  endowment  of  at  least  $ioo,- 
000,  said  endowment  funds  to  be  invested  securely  and  preserved  sacredly 
without  impairment  for  support. 

"We  recommend  to  the  Methodism  of  the  State  of  Indiana  these  in- 
stitutions as  under  the  direct  authority  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
meeting  a  very  urgent  educational  need  and  rendering  an  important  service 
to  society.  We  moreover  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  wide  constituency 
of  Methodism  the  vital  necessity  of  adequate  provisions  for  these  schools 
as  training  agencies  for  distinctively  Christian  service.  Very  largely 
from  these  institutions  must  come  the  leaders  of  the  future  in  religious 
and  Christian  social  constructive  service.  It  is  now  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  these  educational  agencies  shall  be  second  to  no  others  in 
their  respective  fields." 

In  harmony  with  this  position,  and  with  their  own  policies  previously 
announced,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Moores  Hill  College  are  working 
out  the  new  program  and  planning  to  enter  upon  its  execution  as  rapidly 
as  possible.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  plans  will  be  matured  in  time  for 
ample  publicity  before  the  opening  of  the  fall  term. 

DePauw  University. — Aside  from  its  School  of  Music,  DePauw 
University  is  doing  only  college  work,  having  ceased  entirely  its  academy. 
The  student  enrollment  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  for  1914-1915  was 
as  follows:  Men,  389;  women,  3/^;  total,  731;  and  an  enrollment  in  the 
summer  school  of  86,  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  students  of  col- 
lege grade  over  the  previous  year. 

The  financial  statement  shows  unincumbered  endowment  to  the 
amount  of  $1,218,959.51. 

A  gymnasium  costing  $125,000  has  been  completed. 

The  available  funds  for  the  University  current  budget  have  been 
somewhat  increased,  making  possible  some  additions  to  the  Faculty. 

A  program  has  been  put  forward  which  contemplates  providing  within 
the  next  five  years  $500,000  for  increase  of  permanent  endowment;  $150,- 
000  for  Women's  Dormitory;  $50,000  for  an  Administration  Building; 
and  $50,000  for  a  Conservatory  of  Music. 

In  view  of  advancing  educational  standards  and  the  evident  need  of 
maintaining  at  least  one  College  of  Liberal  Arts  under  the  auspices  of 
our_  Church  with  sufiicient  resources  and  equipment  to  stand  with  the  best 
institutions  of  learning,  this  program  is  modest.  The  emphasis  should, 
we  believe,  be  given  to  the  increase  of  endowment,  the  first  requisite 
being  adequate  resources. 

The  status  of  Taylor  University  has  not  changed.  Not  being  regu- 
larly under  the  authority  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  it  does  not 
seem  to  the  Commission  that  we  are  in  a  position  to  make  thorough  survey 
of  this  institution  in  its  field,  or  to  make  definite  recommendations  as  to 
its  policies  or  future  program. 

The  Indiana  Conference,  at  its  session  in  October,  adopted  recom- 
mendations made  by  the  Commission  providing  for  the  establishment  of 
an  associate  pastorate  at  Bloomington  in  connection  with  the  First  Church, 
and  under  the  immediate  direction  of  its  pastor  and  Official  Board,  and 
providing  by  apportionment  to  the  charges  of  the  Conference  for  a  fund 
of  $1,500  to  provide  for  student  work  under  this  arrangement.  This 
apportionment  has  been  made  by  the  District  Superintendents. 

The  North  Indiana  Conference  is  hereby  requested  to  continue  as 
members  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  notes  the  establishment  and  continuance  of  the  stu- 
dent pastorate  at  LaFayette  in  relation  to  Purdue  University;  the  North- 
west and  the  North  Indiana  Conferences  joining  in  appropriations  for  its 
support.     Already  the  influence  of  the  student  pastorate  is  much  felt  in 
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the  student  life  at  Purdue  and  in  the  relationship  between  the  students 
and  the  Churches. 

Sooner  or  later  it  is  the  conviction  of  your  Commission  that  some 
systematic  and  well  organized  courses  in  Biblical  Literature,  Ethics,  and 
Religion  should  develop  in  connection  with  the  State  institutions.  Such 
work  doubtless  should  be  under  joint   interdenominational   auspices.

FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 


The  Kingdom  of  God  moves  on.  From  all  parts  of  the  earth  there 
comes  encouraging  news  of  missionary  victory.

This  means  that  the  Christian  people  of  America 
will  need  to  increase  their  contributions  very  materially  in  order  that  the 
work  of  Foreign  Missions,  now  so  seriously  handicapped  by  that  fearful 
cataclysm  of  European  war,  may  move  on  to  great  victories  for  God. 

We  urge  to  this  end  that  our  people  in  all  the  charges  of  the  North 
Indiana  Conference  shall  give  careful  observance  to  the  coming  "Self- 
Denial  Week,"  which  is  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  for  the 
week  beginning  Sunday,  April  i6,  and  ending  with  Easter  Day.  We  also 
urge  that  our  people  make  this  period  the  greatest  week  of  self-denial  ever 
known  within  the  bounds  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference. 

We  recommend  that  all  of  our  pastors  shall  diligently  circulate  the 
literature  and  carefully  follow  the  methods  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, in  order  that  our  people  may  become  intelligently  and  sympathet- 
ically informed  in  regard  to  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  this  important 
world  uplifting  work. 

We  are  greatly  pleased  to  learn  of  the  increasing  contributions,  as 
reported  by  our  devoted  pastors  and  District  Superintendents. 

We  pledge  ourselves  anew  to  earnest  efforts  in  promoting  the  interests 
of  this  Divinely  Commanded  and  signally  blessed  portion  of  the  vineyard 
of  the  Lord.

FREEDMEN'S  AID  SOCIETY. 

The  work  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  has  been  carried  on  through  the  past  year  in  twenty-two  schools, 
with  351  teachers  and  5,804  students.  It  has  been  a  year  of  unusual  diffi- 
culty and  stress  to  the  schools,  principally  caused  by  the  war  conditions 
in  European  countries. 

The  cotton  crop  furnishes  the  main  industry  by  which  the  masses  of 
the  people  of  the  Southern  States  secure  a  livelihood.  Almost  the  entire 
Negro  population  is  engaged  in  cotton  raising.  When  a  large  proportion 
of  the  market  for  this  product  is  cut  off,  and  the  price  received  falls  below 
the  cost  of  production,  the  laborers  are  first  to  feel  the  loss.  Last  year 
many  millions  of  dollars  worth  had  to  be  marketed  at  such  a  price  as 
left  no  margin  for  the  Negro  farmers,  by  v^hose  toil  it  was  produced.    Our 
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colored  families,  who  had  been  sending  their  children  to  the  schools  and 
paying  the  small  expenses  of  their  education  out  of  their  savings  earned 
in  the  cotton  fields,  this  year  found  themselves  without  funds,  either  for 
Conference  collections  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  or  the  pay- 
ment of  their  children's  expenses. 

These  special  conditions  of  financial  stress  on  account  of  the  war 
are  likely  to  continue  throughout  the  coming  year,  calling  for  increased 
offerings  from  the  Church  at  large  with  which  to  carry  the  schools  over 
the  present  crisis. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  during  the  coming  year  each  pastor 
shall  take  special  pains  to  present  the  work  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  Society 
to  our  congregations,  and  that  a  special  effort  be  made  to  make  an  increase 
of  ten  per  cent  in  the  collections  over  the  preceding  year.  If  this  in- 
creased amount  is  reached,  it  will  avoid  the  necessity  of  an  indebtedness 
to  the  Society,  and  make  possible  the  continuance  of  the  moral,  industrial, 
and  intellectual  work  so  necessary  in  the  present  stage  of  the  development 
of  the  ten  millions  of  people  of  the  African  descent,  who  look  to  the 
churches  for  trained  Christian  leadership. 

We  further  recommend  that  each  pastor  observe  the  Lincoln  Day  An- 
niversary, February  ii,  1917,  and  send  to  the  Society,  220  West  Fourth 
Street,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  for  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  Lincoln 
Day  Program  to  supply  the  members  of  his  congregation  and  Sunday 
School.     These  programs  are  furnished  free  on  request. 

We  commend  the  Rev.  Patrick  J.  Maveety  for  his  presence  and  pres- 
entation before  our  Conference  of  the  work  of  the  Freedmen's  Aid  So- 
ciety.

"Art  thou  he  that  should  come,  or  do  we  look  for  another?  Go  and 
show  John — the  blind  receive  their  sight  and  the  lame  walk,  the  lepers 
are  cleansed,  and  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised  up,  and  the  poor  have." 
The  simply  tremendous  apologetic  of  the. Hospital  cannot  be  exaggerated. 
Before  its  benign  ministries  to  the  poor  the  gainsayers  stand  speechless. 
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We  therefore  heartily  recommend  the  apportionment  of  ten  cents  per 
member  to  the  charges  for  the  sustaining  fund,  and  urge  the  continuance 
of  free-will  offerings  which  will  enable  Christian  love  and  business  wisdom 
to  keep  a  correct  balance  sheet. 

"There  was  no  room  for  them."  As  many  as  eleven  patients  have 
been  turned  away  in  two  days  on  account  of  lack  of  beds,  but  never  any  for 
lack  of  ability  to  pay.  The  north  pavilion,  with  its  possible  lOO  beds,  must 
be  finished  and  furnished;  additional  surgeries  must  be  provided,  and  the 
nurses'  home  built.  We  cordially  endorse  the  campaign  now  inaugurated 
to  raise  the  funds  for  these  purposes.  The  North  Indiana  Conference 
will  do  its  share. 

The  Hospital  is  inseparably  connected  with  the  Church;  indeed,  it  is 
the  Church  giving  the  loving  touch  of  Jesus.  We  will  tolerate  nothing 
in  the  institution  in  the  work  and  training  of  our  nurses,  in  the  ministries 
of  our  internes,  or  in  the  service  of  the  numerous  employees  which  will  in 
any  way  misrepresent  the  Spirit  of  Christ  as  interpreted  by  our  Methodism. 

VVe  heartily  commend  our  Secretary-Superintendent,  Dr.  Chas.  S. 
Woods,  as  one  eminently  qualified  to  give  a  successful  administration,  and 
greatly  appreciate  his  business-like  address  to  us. 

We  count  ourselves  happy  to  have  the  President  of  the  Hospital,  the 
Hon.  Chas.  W.  Fairbanks,  pay  us  a  visit,  and  we  thank  him  for  his  felic- 
itous words  in  behalf  of  this  great  cause.

PARSONAGES  AND  FURNITURE. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Parsonages  and  Furniture,  report  with  pleas- 
ure that  this  Conference  now  has  some  214  parsonages  at  a  total  valuation 
of  $524,800,  leaving  but  twenty-eight  charges  having  no  parsonage  for 
the  minister.  This  is  a  consideration  of  the  laymen  that  is  appreciated 
by  every  pastor  in  the  Conference. 

We  recommend  that  each  District  Superintendent  in  the  First  Quar- 
terly Conference  shall  call  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  of  our  parsonage 
properties  that  it  is  now  the  policy  of  our  stronger  Conferences  to  pro- 
vide the  larger  and  heavier  house  furnishings,  and  that  we  recommend 
this  to  be  the  program  of  this  Conference. 

We  further  recommend  that  whereas  in  these  days  of  our  growing 
Methodism  it  is  often  necessary  to  divide  certain  charges  with  parsonage 
property  in  common,  vv^herever  it  is  required  we  believe  that  each  society 
shall  have  their  interests  properly  guarded  in  fairness  to  all.

PREACHERS'    AID    SOCIETY    CONSTITUTION    AND 
BY-LAWS. 

Articee  I. — Name  and  Seae. 

Section  i.  The  corporate  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  "The 
Preachers'  Aid  Society  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church."  It  is  organized  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled,  "An  Act  Concerning 
the  Organization  of  Voluntary  Associations,  and  Repealing  Former  Laws 
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in  Relation  Thereto,"  approved  February  12,  1855,  and  "an  act  amendatory 
thereto,"  approved  February  10,  1863. 

Sec  2.  The  corporate  seal  of  this  society  shall  be  a  metallic  im- 
pression, v^ith  the  following  words  and  letters,  to-wit :  "The  Preachers' 
Aid  Soc,  N.  Ind.  Conf,  M.  E.  Church." 

ArticIvK  2. — Object  and  Funds. 

Section  i.  The  object  of  this  society  is  to  raise  and  perpetually  main- 
tain a  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  preachers  of  said  Conference,  and  their 
families,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  restrictions  of  this  Con- 
stitution and  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  paragraph  two  hundred  and 
ninety-three  (293)  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
of  nineteen  hundred   (1900). 

Sec.  2.     Said  fund  shall  consist  of : 

First.  Funds  received  by  this  Conference  from  the  division  of  the 
capital  stock  of  "The  Preachers'  Aid  Society  of  the  Indiana  Conference 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  incorporated  by  an  act  approved  Feb- 
ruary 12.  1841." 

Second.  Amounts  specifically  appropriated  to  this  object  from  the 
Centenary  contribution  of  1866  of  said  Church,  and  also  those  of  the 
twentieth  century. 

Third.  Devises,  bequests,  gifts,  and  donation  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  also  gifts  and  donations  of  1)onds,  stocks,  monies,  and  anything 
else  of  value  that  may  legitimately  come  into  the  possession  of  and  be 
received  by  said  Society. 

Sec.  3.  The  fund  shall  be  permanent,  but  all  the  proceeds  arising 
from  rents,  interest,  or  any  investment  that  brings  an  income,  shall,  after 
the  payment  of  all  incidental  expenses,  be  distributed  annually  as  herein 
directed. 

Sec.  4.  The  money  received  as  dues  or  fees  from  the  members  of 
the  Society,  together  with  such  other  sums  as  may  be  designated  for  this 
purpose,  shall  constitute  an  Administration  Fund,  from  which  shall  be 
paid  the  general  expenses  of  the  Society. 

Articee  3. — Membership. 

Section  i.  The  membership  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  two 
classes,  (i)  Beneficiary  and  (2)  Non-Beneficiary. 

Sec.  2.  Beneficiary  Members.  Effective  members  of  the  North  In- 
diana Conference  are  members  in  the  first  class. 

Furthermore,  provided,  that  no  one  who  is  now  a  superannuated 
minister  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference,  or  a  widow  of  a  deceased 
minister  of  said  Conference,  shall  be  cut  off  from  its  benefits  if  he  or  she 
shall  hereafter  fully  discharge  all  indebtedness  of  unpaid  dues. 

Sec.  3.  Non-Beneficiary  Members.  Any  lay  member  or  friend  of 
the  Church  and  ministry  is  eligible  to  membership  in  this  second  class. 

Sec  4.  Beneficiary  Members,  Fees  and  Dues. — i.  The  annual  fee 
for  beneficiary  members  shall  be  not  less  than  one  per  cent  of  the  cash 
salary  which  the  said  member  received  during  the  year,  just  closing,  as 
reported  to  the  Annual  Conference,  until  his  payment  shall  amount  in 
the  aggregate  to  one  hundred  dollars.  Or  he  may  elect  to  pay  in  annual 
installments  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  each,  or  in  larger  amounts,  until 
he  has  paid  in  one  hundred  dollars,  when  he  shall,  in  either  case,  receive 
a  certificate  of  life  membership,  not  transferable  and  non-forfeitable,  ex- 
cept as  indicated  by  this  Constitution. 

2.  Any  member  who  may  fail  to  pay  regularly  annual  dues  or  in- 
stallments shall  pay  interest  on  same  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  com- 
pounded annually  for  the  delayed  time. 

Sec.  5.     Non-Beneficiary  Members,  Fees  and  Dues. — i.     One  may  be- 
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come  a  life  member  by  the  payment  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  time,  or  a  life 
patron  by  the  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  in  the  same  manner. 

2.  The  members  or  patrons  in  this  class  shall  be  entitled  to  partici- 
pate in  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  provided  they  are  members  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec  6.  Transfers,  Locations,  Withdrawals,  etc. — i.  In  the  event  that 
any  minister  who  is  a  member  of  this  Society,  and  has  paid  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  is  in  process  of  paying  that  amount  into  the  permanent  fund 
of  this  organization,  shall  be  transferred  to  another  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  he  shall  not  thereby  forfeit  his  claims 
as  a  beneficiary  member,  but  may  receive  its  benefits  upon  the  same  con- 
ditions as  if  he  had  remained  a  member  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference. 
Provided  that  with  this  amount  he  does  not  receive  more  than  his  legal 
claim. 

2.  If  any  transferred  member  fails  to  forward  to  this  Society  any 
amount  of  principal  or  interest  when  due  from  him,  then  such  a  sum 
shall  be  subtracted  from  his  credits  to  the  Society's  funds  as  will  cover 
his  indebtedness  to  said  Society,  and  if  he  should  allow  his  credits  to 
become  entirely  absorbed,  in  that  event  he  shall  have  no  further  claims 
upon  the  Society. 

3.  Should  any  member  of  this  Society,  who  has  paid,  or  is  in  process 
of  paying,  one  hundred  dollars  to  said  permanent  fund,  be  located  at  his 
own  request,  or  by  action  of  the  Annual  Conference  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Discipline,  without  his  request,  he  shall  have  re- 
funded to  him,  if  he  makes  request  within  one  year  from  the  date  of 
location,  two-thirds  of  the  cash  amount  actually  paid  by  him  to  the  per- 
manent fund,  but  no  part  whatever  shall  be  returned  of  cash  benefits 
credited,  thereby  canceling  all  further  claims  upon  the  Society. 

4.  Any  member  of  this  Society  who  may  withdraw  from  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  or  who  has  been  expelled  from  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, shall  thereby  forfeit  his  membership  in  this  Society,  and  all  claim 
to  its  benefits  and  all  that  he  may  have  paid  into  the  Society.  The  same 
rule  shall  apply  to  any  widow  of  a  deceased  minister  who  was  a  mem- 
ber of  this  body. 

If,  however,  any  one  who  has  been  expelled  shall  be  restored,  that 
one  may  again  receive  benefits,  but  not  for  the  time  while  expelled. 

ArTICI^E   4. — OFFICERS    AND    MANAGERS. 

Section  i. — i.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
president,   Secretary,  Treasurer,  General  Secretary,  and  seven  managers. 

2.  The  officers  and  managers  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meetings 
of  the  Society,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  close  of  the  next 
ensuing  Annual  Conference,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  They, 
together,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Control,  having  full  power  to  manage 
the  affairs  of  the  Society,  subject  to  this  Constitution. 

3.  The  Treasurer  and  three  managers  shall  be  laymen  resident  in 
the  city  of  Muncie  or  vicinity, 

4.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Board  of  Control 
shall  provide,  through  a  reliable  Surety  Company,  or  in  some  other  sat- 
isfactory manner,  that  the  Treasurer  may  give  bond  and  security  in  the 
penal  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which  may  at  any  time  be  increased 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board.    Said  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary. 

5.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  make  By-Laws  for  its  own  gov- 
ernment not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 

6.  Any  vacancy  in  office  caused  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise, 
during  the  interim  of  the  Annual  Conference,  may  be  filled  by  the  Board, 
called  at  any  time  by  the  President  or  any  three  members  of  the  Board. 
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ArticIvE  5. — Benefits. 

Section  i.  If  any  member  shall  become  a  claimant  before  he  has 
paid  into  the  permanent  fund  of  the  Society  the  full  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  then  not  less  than  one-half  of  the  benefits  which  would  accrue 
to  him,  or  to  his  family,  shall  be  withheld  each  year  and  turned  into  the 
funds,  until  he  shall  have  one  hundred  dollars  to  his  credit,  when  there 
shall  be  issued  to  him,  or  to  his  wife,  a  certificate  of  life  membership. 

Sec  2. — I.  The  proceeds  of  this  Society  shall  be  distributed  according 
to  the  following  basis  : 

(i)  A  superannuated  minister  shall  be  allowed  annually  ten  dollars 
for  each  year  of  his  effective  service. 

(2)  A  widow  shall  l)e  allowed  annually  five  dollars  for  each  year  she 
was  the  wife  of  a  minister  during  his  effective  service. 

(3)  Each  child,  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  of  a  deceased  minister, 
shall  be  allowed  annually  two  dollars  for  each  year  of  the  father's  effective 
service,  provided,  nevertheless,  that  no  widow  and  children  shall  receive 
more  than  the  father  might  have  received  had  he  been  a  claimant. 

2.  Before  any  minister,  or  his  family,  may  receive  benefits  from  this 
Society  he  shall  present  to  the  Disbursing  Committee,  or  to  any  whose 
duty  it  is  to  distribute  the  funds  of  the  Society,  a  certificate  signed  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Conference,  or  Conferences,  one  for  each  Conference 
of  which  he  may  have  been  a  member,  showing  definitely  and  accurately 
the  number  of  years  of  effective  service  while  in  full  connection. 

3.  If  the  claimant  is  a  widow,  her  certificate  shall  show  the  number 
of  years  that  she  was  the  wife  of  an  effective  minister  in  full  connection 
with  an  Annual  Conference. 

4.  A  certificate  for  a  child,  or  children,  of  a  deceased  minister  shall 
show  the  number  of  years  of  the  father's  effective  service  and  also  the 
date  of  birth  of  each  child. 

5.  Years  of  service  shall  include  two  years  on  trial. 

Article  6. — Annuae  and  Special  Meetings. 

Sec  I. — I.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  shall  be  held 
in  the  city  of  Muncie,  within  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  sessions 
of  the  Annual  Conference,  upon  the  call  of  the  President  or  the  highest 
ranking  officer  of  the  Board.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called 
at  any  time  by  the  President  or  any  three  members  thereof,  upon  reason- 
able notice  being  given  to  all  members  of  the  Board.  In  all  meetings  of 
the  Board  five  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

2.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  second  day  of 
the  session,  the  President  of  the  Conference  presiding.  This  meeting  shall 
be  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers  and  managers  for  the  ensuing  year; 
to  receive  and  pass  upon  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Control,  made 
out  according  to  the  order  found  in  the  accompanying  By-Laws,  and  to 
transact  any  other  business  pertaining  to  the  interests  of  the  Society. 
This  meeting  may  adjourn  to  any  other  day  or  days  of  the  Conference 
session ;  or,  in  an  emergency,  the  President  and  Secretary  may  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Society  on  any  day  before  the  Conference  closes ;  and  it  shall 
require  the  presence  of  thirty-five  members  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

3.  In  the  interim  of  the  Annual  Conference  sessions,  meetings  of  the 
Society  may  be  called  by  the  President,  Secretary,  and  any  three- members 
of  the  Board,  twenty  days'  notice  having  been  given  in  the  official  Church 
paper  (Weekly  Advocate),  having  the  largest  circulation  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Conference. 

Article  7. — Investment  oe  Funds. 

The' Board  shall,  at  its  annual  meeting,  appoint  an  Investing  Commit- 
tee of  three  laymen,  who  shall  reside  in  the  city  of  Muncie,  Indiana,  who. 
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with  the  Treasurer,  shall  have  discretionary  power  over  the  investments 
of  the  Society,  subject  to  the  following  restrictions: 

All  loans  of  over  two  hundred  dollars  shall  be  secured  by  mortgage 
on  unincumbered,  imperishable  real  estate,  the  cash  value  of  which  shall 
be  at  least  double  the  amount  borrowed,  and  the  net  income  of  which  shall 
exceed  the  interest. 

The  Investing  Committee  may  purchase  good  first-mortgage  paper, 
secured  by  mortgage  on  first-class  inside  city  property,  which  shall  be 
worth  at  least  double  the  amount  of  the  sum  loaned,  and  shall  be  properly 
protected  by  good  fire  insurance,  and  the  net  income  of  which  shall  be 
double  the  interest.  The  committee  may  also  make  loans,  subject' to  the 
above  conditions  and  requirements,  on  inside  city  property.  But  in  every 
case  abstracts  must  be  furnished  that  shall  satisfy  the  committee  that  the 
title  to  the  property  is  clear  and  unincumbered,  where  loans  are  sought  or 
mortgages  purchased.  The  committee  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase 
United  States,  State,  county,  city  municipal  bonds,  bearing  not  less  than 
six  per  cent  interest,  if  the  funds  of  the  Society  cannot  be  loaned  or  used 
as  provided  above. 

Article  8. — The  General  Secretary. 

1.  The  Society,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting,  shall  elect  a  General 
Secretary  in  the  same  manner  it  does  the  other  officers  of  the  Society.  By 
virtue  of  his  office  he  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Control,  and  shall 
work  under  the  direction  of  the  Board.  The  Society,  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board,  shall  determine  whether  the  General  Secretary  is  to 
give  his  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  Society.  It  shall  determine  his 
salary,  and  provide  for  its  payment,  either  by  a  pro  rata  tax  on  the 
membership  or  by  directing  the  Board  of  Control  to  pay  it  from  the  ad- 
ministration funds  of  the  Society.  In  either  case  the  salary  shall  be 
payable  in  monthly  installments. 

2.  All  revenues  and  everything  of  value  that  comes  into  the  hands  of 
the  General  Secretary  shall  be  passed  over  to  the  Treasurer,  who  shall 
receipt  therefor.     When  practicalDle,  reports  shall  be  made  monthly. 

Article  9. — Changes  oe  Constitution. 

This  Constitution,  with  its  accompanying  By-Laws,  may  be  changed 
or  amended  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  present,  such  changes  or  amendments  having  been  first 
recommended  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

By-Laws. 

Section  i.  The  officers  shall  perform  the  same  general  duties  at  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  of  Control  that  they  do  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Society. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  full  and  permanent  record,  in  book 
form,  of  all  the  transactions  of  business,  both  of  the  Society  and  the 
Board  of  Control.  He  shall  keep  in  his  possession  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  Board  and  all  other  important  books  and  papers  not  belonging  to  the 
Treasurer  or  General  Secretary. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Secretary  shall  keep  a  list  of  those  who  have 
been  granted  certificates  of  life  membership,  and  also  a  list  of  those  who 
are  in  the  process  of  becoming  life  members.  He  shall  credit  them  with 
the  payments  they  make  from  year  to  j-ear,  charging  them  six  per  cent, 
compound  interest,  on  all  deferred  payments  until  paid,  this  interest  to  be 
paid  into  the  administration  fund.  The  General  Secretary  shall  make  out 
all  certificates  for  life  membership,  which  shall  bear  the  signature  of  the 
President  and  General  Secretary  of  the  Society, 

Sec.  4.  Any  note  executed  to  the  Society  by  any  of  its  members,  and 
remaining-  unpaid,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  allowance  made  to  him,  his

widow,  or  his  children ;  but  neither  the  Society  nor  the  Board  of  Control 
shall  have  the  power  to  apply  the  amounts  to  the  payment  of  any  other 
claim. 

Sec.  5.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Control  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society  shall  embrace  the  following  items: 

1.  Total  Permanent  Fund  at  last  report. 

2.  Total  Permanent  Fund  at  present. 

3.  Changes  explained  in  detail. 

4.  Amounts  now  invested,  with  kinds  of  security. 

5.  Net  proceeds  reported  last  year. 

6.  Net  proceeds  for  the  present  year. 

7.  l^ifferences  explained  in  detail. 

8.  Any  other  items  necessary  to  complete  the  exhibit  of  the  financial 
status  of  the  Society. 

Skc.  6.  The  Treasurer  of  this  Society  shall  l)e  vested  with  the  same 
authority  that  the  President,  Vice-president,  and  Secretary  now  have  by 
law  to  release  upon  the  record  all  mortgages,  judgments,  and  other  record 
liens,  and  all  such  releases  heretofore  executed  by  Treasurers  of  this  So- 
ciety are  hereby  fully  ratified  and  confirmed. 


PREACHERS'  AID  SOCIETY  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 

DivAR  BrivThhkn  :  At  the  session  of  1910  I  was  appointed  General 
Secretary  of  the  Preachers'  Aid  Society.  My  predecessor  had  done  good 
work,  but  had  met  with  discouragement,  and  the  outlook  for  the  Society 
was  not  inspiring. 

By  the  spring  of  1912  a  deeper  interest  had  been  awakened  and  at  our 
session  that  year  a  definite  call  for  advance  was  made  and  a  commission 
of  three  laymen  and  two  preachers  from  each  district  appointed  to  plan 
for  the  raising  of  the  $60,000  asked  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund. 
At  the  session  of  1913  the  report  of  this  commission  was  adopted  in  these 
words :  "That  the  early  part  of  the  coming  Conference  year  be  devoted 
to  this  work,  District  Days  to  be  observed,  tmder  the  direction  of  the  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  and  the  General  Secretary.  Goshen  and  Fort  Wayne 
Districts  are  asked  to  observe  the  second  Sunday  in  May,  the  other  dis- 
tricts to  follow  so  as  to  complete  the  work  by  the  first  of  July." 

In  following  out  this  order  of  the  Conference,  which  was  supple- 
mented by  an  appeal  from  Bishop  McDowell  to  North  Indiana  Methodists 
and  a  circular  letter  containing  specific  directions  to  the  pastors,  the 
Goshen  District  reached  and  passed  its  goal  in  June  of  that  year.  The 
other  districts  have  come  along  more  gradually,  the  Logansport,  Wabash, 
and  Richmond  Districts  having  not  yet  completed  their  tasks.  The  pres- 
ent status  of  the  campaign  is  as  follows:

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SOCIAL  AND  MORAL  QUESTIONS. 

We,  your  Committee  on  Social  and  Moral  Questions,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report : 

1.  It  is  not  only  our  duty  to  reach  the  individual  with  the  claims 
of  the  Gospel,  but  also  to  redeem  the  community  from  those  social  and 
moral  evils  that  tend  to  compromise  the  influence  of  the  Church. 

2.  We  affirm  the  teaching  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  regarding  the 
proper  observance  of  the  Sa1)bath  Day.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  there  is 
a  growing  tendency  to  desecrate  this  Holy  Day  by  unnecessary  travel, 
visiting,  games  of  sport,  and  numerous  other  diversions  not  in  keeping 
with  the  spirit  of  the  day.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  in  many  of  our 
cities  the  moving  picture  shows  are  permitted  to  run  on  the  Sal)bath  Day, 
and  recommend  that  our  pastors  use  their  influence  to  prevail  upon  the 
city  administrations  to  enact  ordinances  for  the  control  of  this  evil. 

3.  We  recommend  to  our  people  only  such  amusements  as  can  be 
taken  in  harmony  with  the  development  of  the  highest  Christian  character. 

4.  We  recommend  that  our  pastors  in  a  forceful  and  tactful  manner 
endeavor  to  create  sentiment  against  the  immoral  and  suggestive  exhibi- 
tions in  moving  pictures. 

5.  We  heartily  indorse  and  commend  the  action  of  all  papers  and 
magazines  that  have  refused  to  give  space  in  their  columns  for  the  ad- 
vertising of  the  liquor  interests. 

6.  In  the  light  of  social  tendencies  to  evil  we  certainly  affirm  our 
faith  in  and  pledge  our  support  to  the  position  of  the  Church,  as  indi- 
cated in  paragraph  68  in  our  Discipline,  and  recommend  that  there  be 
no  backward  step  in  this  matter. 

7.  We  are  in  hearty  accord  with  any  and  all  movements  working  for 
the  entire  suppression  of  polygamy,  as  practiced  by  Mormoiiism  in  viola- 
tion of  the  law,  and  recommend  that  our  people  refuse  to  receive  or  read 
literature  distributed  by  Mormon  Elders. 

8.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  the  divorce  evil  is  on  the  increase,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  the  virtues  of  our  homes  are  affected 
thereby,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  encourage  and  support  legislation  that 
will  increase  the  difficulty  of  securing  divorces,  and  adhere  strictly  to  the 
law  of  the  Church  regarding  the  re-marriage  of  divorced  people. 

9.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  in  many  places  our  national  holidays  are 
celebrated  in  very  questionable  ways,  and  pledge  ourselves  to  use  our  in- 
fluence in  the  communities  where  we  reside  to  a  more  reverent,  thought- 
ful, patriotic,  and  dignified  observance  of  the  same.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  recognizes  the  great  importance  and  growing  interest 
in  the  Sunday  School,  as  indicated  in  the  reports  of  the  past  year.  This 
is  of  no  small  interest  in  the  future  of  the  Church. 

"The  reports  of  the  year  just  closing  indicate  that  the  note  of  evangel- 
ism has  been  sounded,  and  many  Churches  have  found  a  fruitful  harvest 
in  the  number  of  conversions  from  the  Sunday  School,  Increased  mis- 
sionary instruction  in  the  Sunday  School  has  resulted  in  two  distinct  lines 
of  advance;  one  the  advance  in  missionary  offerings,  the  other  a  larger 
vision  of  world  evangelism. 

Believing  that  larger  possibilities  await  discovery,  we  recommend  that 
the  coming  year  will  mean  a  more  efficient  and  aggressive  effort.  We 
would  call  our  pastors,  Sunday  School  workers,  and  Church  leaders  to 
emphasize  more  definitely  the  missionary  policy  of  the  Church ;  that  the 
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Graded  Lessons  be  recognized  as  of  greater  value,  and  be  introduced  as 

soon  as  possible  in  our  Methodist  Schools. 

We  believe  that  teacher  training  should  have  a  place  in  our  Sunday 

Schools,  that  efficient  leaders  must  be  trained  for  service.    We  recommend 

that  the   Probationers'    Manual  be  used   for  the  training   of   youth,   and 

commend  it  to  the  pastors.

the  usual  amount,  to  the  various  districts. 

We  also  recommend  the  addition  of  $1,200  to  this  apportionment  for 
the  support  of  the  student  pastorate  at  Purdue  University,  making  the 
total  apportionment  $5,200,  or  the  same  amount  as  apportioned  last  year.

TEMPERANCE  REPORT. 


We  are  greatly  rejoiced  over  the  splendid  progress  of  the  prohibition 
movement,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  We  believe  the  time  is  not  far  dis- 
tant when  our  State  and  Nation  will  banish  from  our  midst  forever  the 
legalized  liquor  traffic.  We  are  confident  that  now  is  the  time  to  strike 
hard  with  every  available  weapon,  that  the  nefarious  traffic  may  surely 
and  speedily  die. 

We  have  arrived  at  the  time  when  Indiana  should  attest  the  wisdom 
of  its  one  hundred  years  by  falling  in  line  with  the  nineteen  Prohibition 
States.  Every  Christian  in  the  State  should  aid  in  every  possible  way  in 
the  accomplishing  of  this  task.    Our  work  will  not  be  done  and  our  battle 
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will  not  be  won  until  we  have  driven  "King  Barleycorn"  from  our  Nation 
i.nd  branded  him  as  an  outlaw  rather  than  a  ward  to  be  protected  by 
license. 

Our  optimism  over  the  successes  of  the  past  must  not  blind  us  to  the 
bigness  and  difficulties  of  our  task.  We  must  win  for  the  sake  of  right 
and  everything  we  hold  dear.  There  is  much  nghting  to  be  done  which 
will  call  for  true,  noble,  self-sacrificing  men. 

We  urge  pastors  and  laymen  to  support  no  man  for  any  public  office 
who  has  not  openly  declared  himself  for  State  and  National  Prohibition. 
We  call  upon  every  public  official  to  use  the  influence  of  his  personality 
and  the  power  of  his  office  to  aid  in  every  possible  way  in  the  overthrow 
of  the  liquor  traffic.

WOMAN'S  FOREIGN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

Special  Work. 

We  bring  the  report  of  our  Special  Work  with  hearts  full  of  joy 
over  the  achievements  of  the  past  year,  and  of  hopefulness  for  the  coming 
year. 

In  some  lines  we  have  to  report  a  few  losses,  but  in  others  we  have 
made  gains,  and  since  we  have  so  many  new  organizations,  we  hope  for 
gains  along  all  lines  during  the  coming  year. 

We  have  work  in  eight  of  our  foreign  fields,  and  by  our  dues  and 
special  offerings  we  support  eight  missionaries,  four  assistant  workers, 
four  hospital  beds,  and  give  a  goodly  sum  to  the  general  expenses  of  our 
hospital  work ;  thirty-seven  Bible  women,  eleven  Bible  women  in  training, 
five  day  schools,  six  teachers  and  kindergarten  workers,  six  scholarships 
in  the  Woman's  Station  Class  in  Yenping,  one  hundred  and  seventeen 
regular  scholarships  in  our  various  schools;  help  in  the  support  of  city 
work  in  some  places,  and  pay  toward  current  expense  in  our  several 
schools  and  hospitals.  One  Auxiliary  will,  for  the  seventh  consecutive 
year,  give  $ioo  as  a  testimonial  for  one  of  their  number. 

Special  gifts  were  sent  to  a  number  of  our  missionaries  at  Christmas 
time,  although,  owing  to  war  conditions,  only  a  few  large  Christmas  boxes 
were  sent  to  our  schools  during  the  past  year. 

Many  of  our  societies  give  Christmas  and  thank-offerings,  pay  on  the 
Retirement  Fund,  and  observe  Self-Denial  Week. 

A  number  of  papers  and  magazines  are  being  sent  to  our  workers, 
but  the  goal  "One  paper  to  each  missionary,"  has  not  yet  been  reached. 
Each  Auxiliary  could  help  in  this  work  if  they  could  onl}^  be  made  to  see 
and  realize  what  it  means  to  the  dear  girls  on  the  foreign  field  to  receive 
a  paper  or  magazine  each  month  from  her  loved  but  distant  homeland. 

Some  of  the  countries  in  which  we  have  work  are  affected  by  the 
cruel  war.  but  in  most  places  our  work  is  being  carried  on  as  usual,  and 
the  calls  for  larger  buildings,  better  furnishings  and  equipment,  for  more 
teachers,  nurses,  and  Bible  women,  are  most  urgent.     Day  schools,  too, 
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are  one  of  our  greatest  needs.     One  can  be  established  for  from  $250  to 
$1,000.    Who  will  help? 

There  are  so  many  avenues  uf  helping  in  our  work,  at  prices  which 
vary  from  only  a  few  dollars  to  many  thousands  of  dollars,  that  each 
member — or  at  least  each  organization — should  find  some  work  to  support 
and  become  vitally  interested  in,  and  in  this  way  help  very  materially  to 
advance  the  Kingdom.

Greetings  sincere  and  cordial  to  all  Methodists  assembled. 

The  combined  activities  of  our  93  Auxiliaries,  6  Young  Ladies'  So- 
cieties, 48  Queen  Esther  Circles,  14  Home  Guard  Companies,  and  31 
Mothers'  Jewel  Bands  have  wrought  splendid  results  during  the  past  year. 
We  have  now  192  organizations,  with  6,184  members. 

New  Auxiliaries  are  stationed  at  Geneva,  Syracuse,  West  Middleton, 
New  Castle,  Strawns,  Silver  Lake,  and  Columbia  City.  Nine  new  Queen 
Esther  Circles  have  been  established  at  the  following  Churches  :  Trinity 
Church,  Fort  Wayne ;  \A'arsaw,  Peru,  Anderson  First  Church,  New  Castle 
(Senior  and  Junior;,  Huntington,  Columbia  City,  and  South  Whitley.

Resolution  prt'sented  by  the  Commission  on  Social  vScr\  ice,  North 
Indiana  Conference  : 

BOOK   CONCERN    AND  LABOR. 

"Whereas,  Tbe  General  Conference  of  1912  declared  that  the  Church, 
in  its  capacity  as  employer,  should  lead  and  not  merely  keep  pace  with  the 
best  practice  of  modern  business,  especially  in  developing  tbe  principle 
of  co-operation,  both  in  management  and  the  division  of  proceeds: 

And  further  declared  that  the  efforts  of  organized  labor  to  improve 
conditions  should  receive  our  heartiest  cooperation ; 

Therefore  we  request  the  General  Conference  of  1916  to  instruct 
the  Book  Committee  as  follows : 

(i)   To  add  a  profit-sharing  plan  to  its  present  welfare  work. 

(2)  In  the  future  hiring  of  men  to  adopt  a  preferential  policy :  By  a 
preferential  policy  we  mean  that  in  case  of  applicants  of  equal  character 
and  ability,  the  preference  shall  be  given  to  union  men,  providing,  how- 
ever, that  in  like  case  a  prior  preference  be  given  to  members  of  our  own 
Church. 

(3)  To  appoint  immediately  a  committee,  one-half  of  whom  shall 
not  be  members  of  the  Book  Committee,  but  men  of  expert  knowledge  of 
the  subject,  to  carefully  consider  during  the  next  quadrennium  the  feasi- 
bility of  organizing  the  Book  Concern  as  a  co-operative  undertaking,  and 
to  report  concerning  the  same  to  the  General  Conference  of  1920."

MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING. 

Forenoon  Session. 

The  Laymen's  Association  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference  met  in 
annual  session  in  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  In- 
diana, March  9,  1916,  hy  call  of  the  Executive  Committee.  The  President, 
George  C.  Morgan,  having  ])revi()usly  resigned,  D.  O.  Skillen,  Vice-presi- 
dent-at-large,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  10:30  A.  M.  Dr.  Guild  led 
the  congregation  in  singing  "I  Am  Here  on  Business  for  My  King,"  and 
then  offered  the  opening  prayer.  "Spend  One  Hour  With  Jesus"  was 
then  sung.  After  a  few  well-chosen  remarks  on  the  origin,  purpose,  and 
history  of  the  Laymen's  Association,  Chairman  vSkillen  i)roceeded  to  the 
discussion  of  the  subject  assigned  him  on  ihe  program,  "The  Warren 
Home  for  the  Aged."  After  reviewing  the  provisions  for  admission  to 
the  Home,  he  suggested  that  the  Trustees  make  provision,  under  certain 
restriction,  for  receiving  annual  i)ayments  for  a  term  oi  years  during  the 
productive  period  of  life  from  acceptal)le  candidates,  as  apartment  en- 
dowment, thus  enabling  eligible  members  of  the  Church  to  make  pro- 
vision for  their  old  age  before  they  arrive  at  the  age  of  sixty-five,  the 
present  minimum  age  for  admission.  The  su1)ject  was  then  open  for  dis- 
cussion. After  a  number  of  questions  had  been  raised.  Dr.  J.  A.  Beatty, 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home,  was  invited  to  give 
additional  information. 

Before  adjournment  for  the  noon  recess,  the  chairman  appointed  the 
following  committees: 

Committee  on  Nominations — B.  F.  Boltz,  C.  W.  Dancer,  C.  C.  Ayres. 

Committee  on  Resolutions — W.  H.  Fledderjohann,  B.  W.  Ayres,  E. 
E.  Youse. 

Committee  on  Time  and  Place  for  Next  Meeting — Wm.  Enslen,  E. 
Starbuck,  A.  B.  Cline. 

Adjourned  for  luncheon. 

Aeternoon  Session. 

The  afternoon  session  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Skillen. 
After  singing,  C.  C.  Ayres  led  in  prayer.  Miss  Bonetta  Kanaga  then 
rendered  very  beautifully  a  vocal  solo.  The  Chairman  introduced  Brother 
A.  B.  Cline,  of  Bluffton,  who  addressed  the  convention  on  the  subject, 
"The  Outlook  for  the  Church."  Brother  Cline  laid  the  groundwork  for 
his  main  theme  by  reviewing  many  items  of  church  statistics.  He  ob- 
served that  the  three  Conferences  that  led  in  the  per  cent  of  gain  in  mem- 
bership in  1915,  were,  in  their  order,  Pittsburgh,  Central  Pennsylvania, 
and  North  Indiana,  and  that  these  Conferences  were  the  ones  that  had 
conducted  campaigns  of  aggressive  evangelism.  This  address  was  very 
timely,  full  of  spiritual  inspiration,  and  called  the  Church,  both  laymen 
and  ministers,  to  their  best  endeavor.  He  especially  emphasized  the  neces- 
sity of  spiritual  ardor  and  aggressiveness.  He  said :  "The  baptism  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  will  put  into  the  recipient  a  consecration  that  will  lay  itself 
out  to  the  last  ounce  of  strength  in  God's  work.  And  this  is  not  the 
standard  for  the  ministry  alone,  but  for  the  laity.  Changes  of  time  do 
not  change  the  eternal  Word  of  God.     'The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,' 
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and  what  is  perfect  cannot  be  improved  upon.  The  better  method  of  get- 
ting money  is  to  get  the  baptism  of  the  spirit  first.  It  is  easier  to  walk  in 
the  Hght  if  it  is  in  front  of  you,  than  if  it  is  behind  your  back." 

When  Brother  CHne  closed  and  the  subject  was  open  for  discussion, 
we  found  ourselves  in  the  midst  of  a  real  evangelistic  atmosphere,  and 
the  spirit  of  the  Lord  moved  many  to  testimony.  The  Spirit  manifested 
Himself  and  gave  liberty.  Those  taking  part  in  discussion,  testimony,  or 
exhortation,  were  Dr.  Kemper,  of  Muncie;  R.  G.  Marcy,  of  Bluffton; 
Elv/ood  Starbuck,  of  Goshen;  C.  C.  Ayres,  of  Redkey;  and  Ed.  Pierce, 
of  Fort  Wayne.  But  for  the  chairman's  calling  the  meeting  to  business 
session,  it  would  have  run  on  indefinitely. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  was  read,  showing  ex- 
penses for  the  year  for  postage,  printing,  and  stationery,  amounting  to 
$48.85.  As  the  Association  had  found  it  important  to  have  a  Vice-presi- 
dent-at-Large,  and  as  there  was  no  record  that  the  Constitution  had  ever 
been  amended  to  make  provision  for  such  an  office,  a  resolution  was  in- 
troduced so  amending  Section  five  of  the  Constitution.  The  Committee 
on  Nominations  made  the  fallowing  report,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted :     The  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be : 

President,  Elwood  Starbuck,  Goshen. 

Vice-President-at-Large,  D.  O.  Skillen,  Yorktown. 

Secretary-Treasurer,  B.  W.  Ayres,  Upland. 

District  Vice-Presidents — Fort  Wayne  District,  Wm.  Enslen,  Fort 
Wayne;  Goshen  District,  D.  C.  Turnbull,  Mishawaka;  Logansport  Dis- 
trict, Geo.  E.  Meek,  Kokomo;  Muncie  District,  Sullivan  T.  Waite,  Up- 
land; Richmond  District,  P.  A.  Daily,  Union  City;  Wabash  District,  Edw. 
E.  Youse,  Markle. 

Committee  on  time  and  place  of  next  meeting,  recommended  the  sec- 
ond Thursday  in  October  as  the  time,  and  either  Taylor  University,  Up- 
land, or  Home  for  the  Aged,  Warren,  as  the  place.  The  decision  between 
these  two  places  to  be  determined  by  ballot.  The  report  was  adopted 
and  ballot  taken,  resulting  in  the  choice  of  Taylor  University  as  the  place. 

After  announcements,  Brothers  Todd,  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  Deam,  of 
Bluffton,  led  the  Association  in  prayer,  especially  asking  God's  blessing 
on  the  "dry  forces"  in  the  election  to  be  held  in  Muncie  on  the  following 
day.     Adjourned  to  meet  at  7:30. 

Evening  Session. 

The  evening  session  was  opened  by  a  forty-minute  concert  given  by 
the  Schlatter  Orchestra.  President-elect  E.  Starbuck  presided  over  the 
evening  meeting.  After  singing,  C.  C.  Ayres  offered  prayer.  After  con- 
gregational singing,  Mr.  Deam,  of  Bluffton,  very  effectively  rendered  a 
vocal  solo,  "My  Heavenly  Father  Watches  Over  Me."  D.  O.  Skillen  was 
introduced  with  the  request  to  explain  to  the  general  public  the  business 
and  aims  of  the  Association.  Before  he  spoke,  he  led  the  congregation  in 
singing  the  hymn,  "Saved."  After  Brother  Skillen  had  spoken  briefly, 
Brother  Todd,  of  Fort  Wayne,  an  officer  of  the  Christian  Men's  League, 
was  requested  to  speak  on  the  work  of  that  organization. 

He  spoke  of  the  influence  the  League  had  had,  by  its  earnest  work, 
on  morals  and  good  order  of  the  city,  of  its  law  enforcement,  and  its 
influence  in  the  recent  primary  elections.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions 
made  its  report,  which  was  unanimously  adopted.  (The  first  four  reso- 
lutions were  resolutions  of  thanks  for  those  who  had  contributed  in 
various  ways  to  the  success  of  the  meeting.)  The  fifth  and  sixth  reso- 
lutions are  as  follows : 

(5)  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Warren 
Home  for  the  Aged  the  formulation  and  publication  to  the  Church  public 
a  plan  in  detail  for  the  endowment  of  apartments  by  members  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  by  the  payment  of  annual  payments,  to  be 
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made  in  the  productive  period  of  life,  thus  making  provision  for  a  home 
whenever  the  minimum  age  limit  has  been  reached  and  other  qualifications 
for  admission  have  been  met. 

(6)  Resolved,  That  as  Taylor  University,  at  Upland,  Indiana,  is  pecu- 
liarly the  laymen's  institution,  being  the  only  educational  institution  in 
Methodism  owned  and  controlled  by  the  laymen,  we  reiterate  our  declara- 
tion of  interest  in  the  institution,  and  pledge  it  our  support,  and  urge  upon 
the  Annual  Conference  and  the  Church  in  general  a  continuance  and  in- 
crease of  sympathy  and  substantial  support  for  this  institution.  We  de- 
clare to  the  Church  and  to  the  public  that  our  interest  is  not  merely  a 
passing  sentiment,  but  a  settled  conviction  leased  upon  a  knowledge  of  the 
character  and  scope  of  its  work  for  the  Church  and  for  the  Kingdom 
of  Christ  throughout  the  world. 

After  the  adoption  of  the  foregoing,  B.  W.  Ayres  introduced  the  fol- 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved,  That,  whereas,  our  esteemed  brother,  W.  H.  Fledderjohann, 
who  has  so  faithfully  served  as  Vice-President  of  the  Fort  Wayne  District, 
is  leaving  this  State  to  take  up  his  residence  in  Columlnis,  Ohio,  we  express 
our  appreciation  of  his  fellowship  and  service  and  commend  him  to  the 
fellowship  of  the  brethren  in  Ohio. 

After  the  unanimous  adoption  of  this  resolution,  Brother  Fledder- 
johann was  called  to  the  platform,  and  after  being  introduced  by  Presi- 
dent Starbuck,  spoke  brieHy  of  his  work  in  the  Association  and  of  his 
appreciation  of  this  kind  expression  l)y  the  Association. 

A.  B,  Cline  was  then  introduced  and  continued  the  theme  of  his  ad- 
dress in  the  afternoon  session,  especially  emphasizing  the  thought:  "Ye 
shall  have  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you." 

After  a  few  appropriate  remarks  by  the  chairman,  a  closing  hymn 
was  sung  and  the  meeting  adjourned.

Hay  electoral  Conference. 


Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  March  31,  1916. 
The  1916  Lay  Electoral  Conference  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference 
was  called  to  order  at  10:  10  o'clock  A.  M.,  Friday,  March  31,  in  the  First 
Church,  Fort  Wayne,  by  Willard  J,  Creighton,  Secretary  of  the  1912  Lay 
Conference.  After  a  song,  Brother  C.  C.  Ayres,  of  Upland,  Indiana,  led 
in  prayer. 

Brother  Elwood  Starbuck,  of  Goshen,  Indiana,  was  elected  Chairman, 
and  Willard  J.  Creighton,  of  Wabash,  Indiana,  Secretary.  The  roll  was 
called  and  two  hundred  and  ten  delegates  responded  to  their  names.  (See 
list.)  The  Chairman  appointed  Brothers  S.  T.  Wait,  of  Upland;  E.  B. 
Funk,  of  Warsaw;  J.  C.  White,  of  Richmond;  Ralph  Gaylor,  of  Misha- 
waka,  and  W.  H.  Fledderjohn,  of  Decatur,  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Bovard  was  called  to  the  platform,  and  addressed  the  Con- 
ference, and  was  well  received  by  the  delegates.  Rev.  Leslie  J.  Naftzger 
and  Fred  B,  Fisher  were  introduced  at  this  time,  and  presented  the  invi- 
tation of  the  Ministerial  Conference  to  a  joint  session  in  Wayne  Street 
Church  at  i  :  30  o'clock  P.  M.,  which  was  unanimously  accepted.  The 
Chairman  called  for  nominations  for  Lay  Delegates  by  districts,  and  the 
following  names  were  presented: 

Frederick  C.  Parham,  Fort  Wayne,  Fort  Wayne  District;  C.  C.  Cart- 
wright,  Portland,  Fort  Wayne  District;  Mrs.  John  C.  White,  Elkhart, 
Goshen  District;  Dr.  G.  W.  H.  Kemper,  Muncie,  Muncie  District;  O.  N. 
Cranor,  Albany,  Muncie  District ;  George  E.  Meek,  Kokomo,  Logansport 
District;  George  A.  Whitezel,  Peru,  Logansport  District;  C.  L.  Hand, 
Logansport  District ;  Mrs.  M.  Josie  Nelson,  Union  City,  Richmond  Dis- 
trict; John  T.  Sutton,  Dunkirk,  Richmond  District;  James  L.  Vail,  Mc- 
Cordsville,  Richmond  District;  Burt  W.  Ayres,  Upland,  Wabash  District; 
Edward  Youse,  Markle,  W^abash  District. 

Tellers  were  announced  by  the  Chairman  as  follows :  J.  H.  Lane, 
Miss  Mary  Lane,  Dr.  Enslen,  Charles  Hegel,  and  Clyde  Batchelor.  A 
motion  carried  as  follows :  The  seven  delegates  having  the  largest  number 
of  votes  be  declared  elected.  A  motion  was  also  carried  that  the  three 
delegates  having  the  next  higest  votes  be  declared  reserve  delegates.  The 
vote  was  taken  and  the  Tellers  retired  to  count  it. 

During  their  absence,  Rev.  W.  W.  Sweet,  of  DePauw  University,  Con- 
ference Historian,  presented  the  claims  of  his  book,  "History  of  Meth- 
odism in  Indiana,"  and  asked  for  subscriptions. 

Rev.  E.  S.  Shumaker,  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  was  introduced,  and 
spoke  upon  the  progress  of  the  temperance  work  amid  abundant  applause. 
The  Chairman  appointed  Brothers  G.  E.  Meek,  Dr.  G.  W.  H.  Kemper,  and 
O.  N.  Cranor  as  a  committee  to  send  a  suitable  telegram  to  Mrs.  J.  F. 
Morrison,  widow  of  J.  F.  Morrison,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  1912  Lay 
Conference.  The  telegram  expressing  the  sympathy  of  the  Conference 
was  sent.  A  collection  was  taken  to  secure  money  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  previous  Lay  Conference,  as  sufficient  delegates  had  not  been  in 
attendance  to  meet  the  expenses.  The  amount  received  was  large  enough 
to  cancel  the  debt. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  presented  their  report,  each  resolution 
being  read  separately  and  acted  upon,  after  which  they  were  adopted  as  a 
whole,  as  follows : 
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"We,  your  Committee  on  Resolutions,  have  examined  the  resolutions 
brought  before  us,  and  beg  to  report  favorably  on  the  following  ones  as 
numbered,  i,  2,  5,  7,  8,  9.  The  others,  while  meritorious,  we  have  laid  on 
the  table  owing  to  the  lack  of  time  to  investigate  and  our  lack  of  knowl- 
edge of  the  situation. 

"i.  Whereas,  Taylor  University,  at  Upland.  Indiana,  is  doing  a  great 
work  in  the  type  of  education  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the  church  to  do,  and 
much  of  which  cannot  be  done  by  the  other  schools  of  the  church  as  at 
present  organized ;    and, 

"Whereas,  This  institution  is  sustaining  a  spiritual  atmosphere  which 
sharply  differentiates  it  from  the  State  schools,  thus  enal)ling  it  to  perform 
the  function  originally  intended  by  the  founders  of  our  system  of  higher 
education  under  the  direction  of  the  church;    and, 

"Whereas,  The  school  is  giving  not  only  a  general  Christian  educa- 
tion which  fits  for  efficient  service  in  any  walk  of  life,  but  is  also  sending 
out  many  missionaries  and  ministers,  who  are  giving  their  lives  to  soul- 
winning;   and, 

"Whereas,  We  believe  that  investment  in  this  institution  yields  large 
dividends  for  the  Kingdom,  and  that  we  should  use  tlie  same  good  busi- 
ness judgment  in  investing  the  Lord's  money  where  the  best  dividends  are 
to  be  secured  as  we  use  in  private  business;    and, 

"Whereas,  Taylor  University  is  distinctively  the  layman's  school,  be- 
ing the  only  school  in  Metliodism  owned  and  controlled  by  the  laymen  of 
the  church;    therefore,  be  it 

"Resolved,  By  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference  in  convention  assembled 
this  31st  day  of  March,  1916: 

"First — That  we  pledge  to  the  institution  not  only  our  sympathy  and 
approval,  but  our  cooperation  and  support. 

"Second — That  we  memorialize  the  Annual  Conference  in  the  follow- 
ing particulars: 

"(a)  That,  as  credits  from  Taylor  University  are  habitually  recog- 
nized by  State  institutions  and  standard  colleges  and  theological  schools 
which  are  accredited  by  the  University  Senate  of  the  church,  as  well  as  by 
Examining  Boards  of  other  Conferences,  these  grades  or  credits  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  Examining  Boards  of  the  North  Indiana  Conference  in  lieu 
of  examinations,  when  equivalent,  and  when  duly  authenticated  by  tran- 
script of  record  signed  by  an  officer  of  the  school. 

"(b)  That  students  attending  Taylor  University  be  granted  the  same 
privileges  in  regard  to  their  course  of  study  in  the  Conference  as  are 
granted  to  students  in  other  denominational  schools.    . 

"(c)  That  provisions  be  made  by  the  Annual  Conference  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  amount  of  financial  support  granted  to  Taylor  University. 

"Resolved,  further,  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  ])e  transmitted  re- 
spectively to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Chairman  f)f  the 
Conference  Board  of  Examiners,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Education. 

"2.  Whereas,  At  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  State  of  Michigan  the  delegates  to  the  General  Conference 
in  May  were  instructed  to  have  Indiana  detached  from  the  present  district 
and  become  attached  to  Michigan,  under  the  supervision  of  Bishop  Burt, 
with  headquarters  at  Detroit,  Michigan;  be  it 

"Resolved,  That  the  North  Indiana  Lay  Conference  is  opposed  to  this 
change,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  presented  to  the  North  In- 
diana Conference,  now  in  session,  for  such  action  as  they  may  see  fit. 

"Frank  W.  Green,  Lay  Delegate, 
"Syracuse  Church,  Goshen  District. 

"5.    Memorial  to  the  General  Conference,  1916: 

"Whereas,  The  Local  Preachers  are  an  order  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  licensed  and  ordained  by  the  church  and  amenable  to  the 
church ; 
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"WheRe;as,  They  have  had  a  great  part  in  building  up  and  sustaining 
the  church,  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference  of  the  North  Indiana  Confer- 
ence of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  hereby  memorializes  your  honor- 
able body,  asking  that  the  National  Association  of  Local  Preachers  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  be  given  official  recognition  as  one  of  the 
organizations  of  the  church. 

"7.  Be  it  Resolved,  By  the  laymen  of  tiie  North  Indiana  Conference 
in  convention  assembled.  That  we  oppose  the  proposition  to  assess  the 
North  Indiana  Conference  $250,000  for  the  endowment  of  the  Preachers' 
Aid  Society  at  this  time,  for  the  reason  that  we  believe  other  great  primary 
obligations  of  the  church  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  world  would  be  prac- 
tically set  aside  by  the  pressure  for  this  great  sum^ 

"Resolved,  further,  That  we  believe  in  taking  care  of  our  superannu- 
ated ministers  on  the  basis  of  their  actual  needs. 

"8.  Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Conference  heartily  recommends  State 
and  National  prohibition  of  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  all  intoxicating 
beverages. 

"9.  Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Lay  Electoral  Conference  now  in  ses- 
sion in  the  First  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  express  and  extend  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Trustees  of  said  church  for  their  courtesy  in  granting  us  the 
use  of  this  edifice  for  our  Conference,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Con- 
ference be  authorized  to  extend  our  thanks  to  said  Trustees. 

"It  is  recommended  by  this  committee  that  the  Resolution  Committee 
for  next  year  be  appointed  as  early  as  possible  in  advance  of  the  next 
Conference  that  sufficient  time  may  be  given  to  intelligently  pass  on  reso- 
lutions which  may  be  brought  before  them.

Kemper,  Muncie,  105 ;  George  A.  Whitezel,  Peru,  104.  Reserve  Dele- 
gates— John  T.  Sutton,  Dunkirk,  loi ;  O.  N.  Cranor,  Albany,  91 ;  Mrs. 
M.  Josie  Nelson,  Union  City,  90;  C.  C.  Cartwright,  84;  James  L.  Vail,  74; 
C.  L.  Hand,  44. 

The  Chairman  declared  according  to  the  decision  of  the  Conference 
the  first  seven  were  elected  delegates  and  the  next  three  highest  reserve 
delegates. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  prevailed,  and  the  Conference  stood  adjourned 
without  date.

REV.  WILLIAM  M.  VAN  SLYKE. 

As  was  noted  in  the  Year  Book  of  last  year,  the  data  for  this  memoir 
could  not  be  obtained  in  time  to  have  it  printed  then. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born  March  8,  1848.  At  the  session  of 
the  North  Indiana  (^inference  held  in  Muncie  in  1872  he  was  a  member  of 
a  class  of  sixteen  who  were  admitted  on  trial  in  the  Conference.  So  far  as 
we  know,  he  is  survived  by  only  two  members  of  his  class,  Rev.  G.  B.  Work, 
of  this  Conference,  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Pyke,  who  has  spent  more  than  a  third  of 
a  century  in  China  as  a  missionary.  His  first  charge  was  Marion  Circuit,  to 
which  he  was  sent  in  1872.  After  that  he  served  the  following  charges:  73-4, 
Elwood;  75,  Galveston;  76-8,  Wolcottville;  79-80,  Orland;  81-2,  New  Paris; 
83-4,  Waterloo;  85-88,  he  sustained  a  superannuated  relation  to  the  Con- 
ference. In  1889  he  was  made  effective  and  stationed  at  Berry  Street,  Fort 
Wayne,  now  First  Church,  where  he  remained  until  the  spring  of  1892,  when 
he  was  again  placed  on  the  superannuated  list.  He  sustained  this  relation 
until  the  time  of  his  death,  though  he  did  considerable  work  for  the  church 
during  the  earlier  years  of  his  superannuation. 

Brother  VanSlyke  was  well  endowed  by  nature  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  He  was  of  pleasing  appearance,  a  good  mixer,  affable  and  pleasant 
in  conversation,  magnetic  in  his  movements  and  personality.  After  leaving 
the  effective  work,  he  moved  to  Goshen  and  engaged  in  the  insurance  business 
for  a  little  while,  and  in  1894  moved  to  Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  and  became 
engaged  in  soliciting  for  the  Western  Seaman's  Friend  Society,  of  Cleveland, 
Ohio.  This  was  a  benevolent  organization  the  type  of  whose  work  seemed  to 
appeal  to  him,  and  he  continued  in  the  work  the  remainder  of  his  active  life 
with  considerable  enthusiasm. 

Brother  VanSlyke  was  married  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Josephine  Suman,  of 
Anderson,  Indiana,  in  1874.  To  this  union  were  born  three  children — Lulu 
Nettie,  William  Ralph,  and  Bernice  Katharine,  all  of  whom  are  still  living. 
From  Kalamazoo  he  moved  to  Detroit  in  1899.  Here  eleven  years  later  he 
met  a  severe  sorrow  in  the  death  of  his  wife,  on  June  10,  1910.  Soon  after  the 
death  of  his  companion  he  moved  to  Lawton,  Michigan,  where  he  remained 
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until  the  time  of  his  death,  though  the  last  few  years  he  spent  on  his  farm 
near  Lawton.  He  never  forgot  his  home  Conference,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  previous  to  his  death  he  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  his 
message  of  greeting  and  assurance  of  continued  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
church.  This  was  always  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  his  pastor  assuring 
us  of  the  continued  faithfulness  of  Brother  VanSlyke.  He  is  the  only  super- 
annuated member  of  the  Conference  residing  outside  the  territory  from 
whom  the  present  Secretary  every  year  received  a  message  of  greeting  for 
the  Conference  and  a  certificate  of  character  from  his  pastor. 

His  last  illness  was  of  only  a  few  months'  duration,  which  took  a  severe 
turn  about  March  10.  The  diagnosis  of  his  case  was  that  the  disease  was 
cirrhosis  of  the  liver.  He  died  at  his  home  on  his  farm  near  Lawton,  Mich- 
igan, March  30,  1915.  His  funeral  was  conducted  from  his  home  by  Rev. 
F.  M.  Cosner,  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Lawton,  on  March 
31,  1915,  and  his  body  was  buried  in  the  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  Detroit, 
Michigan. 


MRS.  ZILPHA  CRAFTS. 

Zilpha  Crafts,  wife  of  Rev.  George  H.  Crafts,  was  born  in  Crawford 
County,  Ohio,  November  16,  1850.  She  was  married  to  L  C.  Beekman,  of 
Pl^auouth,  Ohio,  in  August,  1875.  To  this  union  was  born  one  child,  Iva, 
now  Mrs.  C.  B.  Llall,  of  Evanston,  Illinois.  Mr.  Beekman  died  three  years 
after  their  marriage. 

In  December,  1888,  she  was  married  to  George  H.  Crafts,  of  Plymouth, 
with  whom  she  went,  in  the  year  1891,  to  Evanston,  IlHnois,  to  assist  him 
through  the  theological  school.  This  particular  part  of  her  life's  service  was 
one  like  that  of  many  other  preachers '  wives  at  Evanston  and  else- 
where, and  those  of  the  Methodist  ministry  who  may  read  these  lines  and 
remember  sharing  the  same  helpfulness  from  their  wives  will  understand  how 
inadequate  these  poor  words  are  to  express  the  true  appreciation  which  such 
service  deserves.  She,  with  her  husband,  went  to  the  Des  Moines  Confer- 
ence in  the  year  1894,  and  was  stationed  at  Neola,  in  the  Atlantic  District. 
Thirteen  years  were  spent  in  this  Conference,  after  which  her  husband  came 
to  the  North  Indiana  Conference  and  served  Swayzee,  South  Whitley,  and 
Monroe.  At  the  Conference  of  1913  her  husband  took  a  Supernumerary 
relation,'  and  with  more  or  less  anticipation  of  portending  sorrow  because  of 
physical  conditions,  he  brought  her  to  their  marriage  home,  where,  after  a 
little  more  than  a  year,  she  bravely  and  joyously  approached  the  parting  of 
the  ways.  Full  of  hope  and  faith,  she,  like  so  many  dear  and  faithful  min- 
isters' wives,  gave  to  the  immediate  members  of  her  household  such  dying 
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consolation  as  was  most  fitting  to  encourage  us  ail  to  approach  the  end  with 
unshaken  trust  and  faith  in  Jesus. 

She  departed  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  1915,  and  v/as  buried  in  the  family 
lot  in  the  cemetery  at  Plymouth. 


MRS.  AMANDA  M.  FiARLAN. 

Amanda  Melvian,  daiighlcM-  of  William  and  \ancy  Pedcn,  was  born 
near  Hollandsburg,  Ohio,  on  the  second  day  of  February,  1849.  She  was  one 
of  a  family  of  six  children — three  boys  and  three  girls.  Two  brothers,  William 
and  Charles,  live  near  Hollandsburg,  Ohio.  Mrs.  Etta  Chenoweth,  of  Lynn, 
Indiana,  and  Mrs.  Anna  Pitman,  of  Cartersville,  Missouri,  are  the  surviving 
ones,  the  brother  James  having  passed  away  about  one  year  ago.  Her  edu- 
cational training  was  received  in  the  schools  near  her  birthplace. 

She  was  married  to  Madison  A.  Harlan,  November  27,  1869,  by  Rev. 
Davenport,  by  whom  they  were  baptized  and  received  into  the  New  Light 
Christian  Church.  Remaining  near  their  old  home  for  two  years,  they  moved 
to  Union  City,  where  her  husband  was  employed  as  teacher  in  the  city  schools. 
Here  they  remained  until  1888,  when  her  husband  entered  the  North  Indiana 
Conference,  in  which  they  served  the  following  charges:  Williamsburg, 
Middletown;  Wheatland  Street,  Logansport;  Portland,  Peru,  Auburn.  From 
here  they  moved  to  Warren,  where  her  husband  was  financial  secretary  of 
the  Memorial  Home  for  the  Aged  for  the  next  five  years. 

Here,  as  elsewhere  they  labored.  Sister  Harlan  endeared  herself  to  the 
people  by  her  gentle  Christian  character  and  faithful  service  for  the  Master. 
Although  never  rugged  in  health,  she  was  a  tireless  worker  in  all  departments 
of  church  activity,  and  especially  in  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society. 
By  virtue  of  her  zeal  and  enthusiasm,  she  succeeded  in  organizing  Auxiliaries 
on  every  charge  except  one.  She  was  also  a  faithful  worker  in  the  Sunday 
school  and  in  the  Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union.  For  some  years 
past  she  was  District  and  Conference  officer  in  the  W^oman's  Home  Mis- 
sionary Society. 

Upon  her  husband  retiring  from  the  effective  work  about  four  years 
ago,  they  returned  to  Union  City,  where  she  spent  her  remaining  days.  While 
they  were  days  of  retirement  from  the  effective  ranks  of  the  work  of  the 
church,  they  were  not  days  of  inactivity  for  our  sister.  She  at  once  became 
effective  in  the  Sunday  school  as  teacher  and  superintendent  of  the  Home 
Department  and  of  the  Sabbath  School  Missionary  Department,  continuing 
in  these  positions  until  failing  health  caused  her  to  decline  further  responsi- 
bilities. She  was  a  faithful  attendant  upon  the  prayer  and  class  meetings  of 
the  church.  Her  own  prayers  and  testimonies  were  assuring  evidences  of 
the  abundant  grace  of  God  in  her  life  and  character. 
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The  married  life  of  Brother  and  Sister  Harlan  was  blessed  with  the  birth 
oi  two  children— Emma  Florence,  who  died  in  infancy,  and  Orla,  a  son,  who 
still  remains  in  the  home. 

Last  October  she  suffered  from  a  slight  stroke  of  paralysis,  which  i-n- 
capacitated  her  for  further  activities  in  the  church.  Although  during  all 
through  these  months  she  was  a  sufferer,  yet  not  one  word  of  complaint  was 
heard  to  pass  her  lips.  Her  pastor  and  friends  were  greeted  with  a  smile. 
and  she  gladly  joined  in  the  devotional  services  held  in  her  presence.  Hers 
was_a  trusting,  optimistic  temperament,  trusting  fully  in  God,  always  believ- 
ing in  the  most  blessed  outcome  of  their  work  and  making  for  herself  a  large 
place  in  the  aft'ections  and  confidence  of  the  people  whom  they  ser^-ed  and 
among  whom  they  labored. 

With  such  a  temperament  and  such  an  experience,  we  would  expect 
her  evening  of  life  to  be  beautiful.  In  this  we  are  not  disappointed.  On 
Saturday  morning,  June  19,  1915,  about  three  o'clock,  she  was  heard  to  say 
"Rest,  rest,  rest,"  Soon  after  she  began  to  realize  that  the  morning  of  her 
first  day  in  glory  was  about  to  dawn.  And  to  assure  her  loved  ones  sitting 
by  her  side  she  said  "  It  is  not  dark."  A  moment  more,  and  without  a  struggle, 
she  w^as  not,  for  God_  had  taken  her  and  had  given  his  beloved  sleep. 

The  funeral  ser^-ices  were  conducted  from  the  First  ^Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  Union  City,  Tuesday,  June  22,  at  2  P.  M.,  by  her  pastor.  Rev. 
Leslie  J.  Naftzger,  after  which  the  bodv  was  laid  awav  in  the  nearbv  cemeterv. 


MRS.  ANNIE  LYNCH. 

Annie  Cash  was  born  in  Catskill,  New  York,  December  15,  1846.  In 
1865,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  she  was  united  in  marriage. to  the  Rev.  C.  W. 
Lynch,  w^ho  was  then  pastor  of  Jarv'is,  now  Butler  charge.  She  became  at 
once  his  faithful  co-laborer  and  helper  in  his  chosen  work.  Together  thev 
served  the  following  charges:  Jar\-is  another  year;  in  '67,  New  Haven;  '68-'70, 
Kendallville;  '71-73,  Union  Citv;  '74-'76,  Logansport  (Broadway);  '77-'79, 
Marion;  '80-'82,  Wabash;  '83,  Muncie;  '84-'87,  Ft.  Wavne  Dist.;  '88,  War- 
saw; '89-'94,  Warsaw  Dist.;  '95-'99,  Red  Key;  1900,  Tipton;  '01-'03,  War- 
saw Ct. ;  '04-'05,  Leesburg.  In  1906  her  husband  took  a  retired  relation  to 
the  Conference,  and  together  they  made  their  home  in  Warsaw  until  the 
death  of  her  faithful  companion  in  1908.  Since  this  time  she  has  most  of  the 
time  resided  in  their  home  in  the  city  of  Warsaw. 

Mrs,  Lynch  was  the  mother  of  five  children,  but  one  of  whom  survived 
her,  this  being  Mrs,  Clara  Wilson,  of  Lynchburg,  Virginia,  She  was  domestic 
in  her  taste  and  temperament,  and  her  life  was  of  the  quiet  and  helpful  kind 
without  display  of  any  kind.    Her  hospitable  home  and  kindly  welcome  made 
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her  many  warm  friends  who  still  easily  recall  these  beautiful  traits  in  her 
character.  Part  of  the  summer  of  1915  was  spent  at  the  home  of  her  daugh- 
ter in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  where  she  was  overtaken  by  her  last  illness,  and  passed 
away  August  17,  1915,  at  the  age  of  68  years,  8  months,  and  2  days. 

The  funeral  services  were  conducted  by  her  pastor.  Rev.  A.  G.  Neal,  in 
Warsaw,  on  August  19,  in  the  presence  of  many  of  her  friends,  and  several 
ministers  of  the  Conference  who  assisted  in  the  service.  The  body  was  interred 
in  the  beautiful  Oakwood  Cemetery,  Warsaw,  where  so  many  memjjers  of 
our  Conference  and  their  families  have  been  laid  to  rest.  Here  by  the  side 
of  her  husband  and  children  her  body  will  await  the  call  to  life  everlasting  in 
the  last  day,  in  the  power  of  Him  who  said,  "I  am  the  resurrection  and  the 
life." 


REV.  F.  A.  REIGHELDERFER. 

Life  is  the  precious  gift  of  (iod  to  us.  He  alone  can  give  it,  and  he  also 
hath  power  to  take  it  awa>',  or  rather  to  transfer  us  into  the  life  be>()nd. 

Francis  A.  Reichelderfer  was  born  Decemljer  29,  1873,  at  Harlan,  In- 
diana. He  received  his  earh'  training  in  the  Harlan  Public  School,  and  after 
graduation  gave  four  years  to  teaching.  He  then  entered  the  Recorder's 
office  of  Allen  County,  Indiana,  as  deputy  to  his  father  and  served  the  term 
of  four  >ears  in  that  capacity.  His  experience  and  ability  kept  him  two  years 
longer  in  the  employ  of  ]\Ir.  Reichelderfer's  successor  in  oflice.  He  was  the 
first  president  of  the  Epworth  League  organized  at  Harlan,  and  was  instru- 
mental in  bringing  it  to  a  good  standard  of  efficiency.  His  first  definite  stand 
for  Christ  was  taken  at  a  Thursday  night  prayer-meeting  in  1892.  He  had 
long  felt  that  some  time  a  call  to  preach  would  come,  and  this  conviction  took 
definite  form  at  the  close  of  his  sixth  year  in  the  recorder's  office. 

Although  offered  a  desirable  position  in  a  secular  business,  he  chose  to 
honor  his  call  and  devote  himself  to  the  ministry.  He  appUed  for  admission 
to  the  North  Indiana  Conference  in  the  spring  of  1902,  was  received  on  trial 
and  sent  to  Fremont,  where  he  served  the  people  most  acceptably  for  six 
years.  In  1908  he  was  sent  to  Churubusco,  where  he  remained  three  years. 
In  1911  he  took  up  the  work  at  Topeka,  remaining  about  two  and  one-half 
years.  His  determination  to  take  a  course  in  theological  training  caused  him 
to  give  up  his  work  in  mid-year  and  move  to  Evanston,  111.,  where  he  entered 
Garrett  Biblical  Institute.  It  was  a  joy  to  him  to  pursue  his  prescribed 
studies,  and  he  grew  spiritually  as  sure  as  he  did  intellectually.  While  there 
he  found  time  to  serve  a  congregation  at  North  Chicago  as  student-pastor, 
but  failing  health  compelled  him  to  relinquish  his  studies  and  pastorate  and 
return  with  his  family  to  the  old  home  at  Harlan. 
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In  his  selection  of  a  life  companion  he  found  in  Miss  Mae  Carrington 
his  ideal,  with  whom  he  had  life-long  acquaintance.  As  children,  they  were 
in  the  same  baptismal  class.  Together  they  played  in  the  homes  of  their 
parents.  Together  they  entered  and  passed  through  their  school  days,  and 
together  they  have  traveled  as  husband  and  wife  since  September,  1894, 
when  they  were  united  in  marriage  by  Rev.  Lewis  Reeves,  pastor  of  the  church 
of  which  they  were  members.  Two  children  came  to  bless  the  home — a  son, 
Wylton,  now  in  his  Junior  year  at  Northwestern  University,  and  a  daughter, 
Janet,  in  high  school  at  Harlan. 

He  was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  McCabe  in  1904,  and  received  elder's 
orders  at  the  hands  of  Bishop  Warren  in  1906.  The  Conference  recognizing 
his  business  ability,  made  him  an  assistant  in  the  statistical  department, 
and  finally  he  became  Statistical  Secretary,  which  position  he  held  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

His  firm  faith  in  God  and  in  the  plan  of  salvation  gave  him  a  steadfast 
devotion  and  constancy  to  his  calling  that  is  rarely  found.  Truly  he  was  in 
love  with  his  profession.  The  simplicity  of  his  faith,  the  naturalness  and 
unaffectedness  of  it  was  always  an  inspiration.  His  life  was  so  real,  so  pure, 
so  sincere,  and  consecrated.  His  intense  desire  to  preach  the  precious  gospel 
never  lessened  during  the  months  of  his  gradual  decline.  He  hoped  against 
hope  that  he  might  again  stand  as  a  herald  of  the  cross,  and  at  last,  though 
confined  to  his  bed,  he  took  every  opportunity  to  give  the  message  to  his 
unsaved  friends.  On  his  last  Sunday  on  earth  he  desired  those  at  his  bedside 
to  sing  some  of  his  favorite  songs.  His  faithful  wife  bravely  led  the  songs, 
"Fade,  Fade,  Each  Earthly  Joy;"  "Nearer,  My  God,  to  Thee;"  then  that 
inspiring  hymn,  No.  540,  beginning  "O,  could  I  speak  the  matchless  worth!" 
During  the  singing  he  whispered,  "I  wish  I  might  sing,  too.  I  am  in  spirit." 
Among  other  things,  he  said,  "Tell  the  brethren  'The  gospel  is  sufficient.'  " 

He  suffered  greatly  during  the  last  few  days  of  life,  but  his  mind  was 
unclouded,  calm,  and  undisturbed.  He  stood  upon  the  Solid  Rock,  and  the 
waters  of  Jordan  had  no  terrors  for  him. 

"Precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  his  saints"  comes  as  a 
solace  to  the  hearts  of  the  stricken  family,  who,  with  his  parents,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  W.  A.  Reichelderfer,  one  brother,  Elwood,  one  sister,  Lola,  ancl  many 
other  relatives  remain  in  sorrow  because  of  his  early  departure,  which  oc- 
curred October  13,  at  2.45  P.  M.,  his  age  being  forty-one  years,  nine  months, 
and  14  days. 

The  constant  love  and  respect  of  the  host  of  friends  remain  as  a  living 
memorial  to  his  inspiring  example  and  unselfish  companionship  in  home  and 
community  life.     "To  live  on  in  the  lives  of  those  we  love  is  not  to  die." 

Since  the  Methodist  church  was  being  repaired,  the  funeral  services 
were  conducted  from  the  Lutheran  church  at  Harlan,  Saturday,  October  16, 
by  the  pastor,  S.  I.  Zechiel.  The  sermon  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Somerville 
Light,  of  the  Richmond  District.  Dr.  J.  A.  Beatty,  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Dis- 
trict, offered  prayer  at  the  home  and  gave  a  short  talk  at  the  church  after 
the  sermon.  Dr.  R.  J.  Wade,  of  the  Goshen  District,  offered  prayer  at  the 
church.  The  Scripture  was  read  by  Dr.  J.  C.  White,  of  Trinity  Church, 
Elkhart;  the  obituary  by  Rev.  H.  Boase,  of  Topeka;  and  the  committal  at 
the  grave  by  Rev,  Hill,  of  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne.  The  Conference 
Male  Quartet  furnished  the  music. 

There  were  twelve  of  the  ministerial  brethren  present.  Many  of  the 
friends  from  the  charges  which  Rev.  Reichelderfer  had  served  were  present. 

The  service  was  most  solemn,  and  the  entire  community  was  deeply 
grieved  by  the  loss  of  so  good  a  man.  Interment  was  made  in  the  new  Cem- 
etery at  Harlan.  S.  I.  Zechiel. 

REV.  CHARLES  EMERY  DAVIS. 

Charles  Emery,  son  of  William  and  Abigail  Davis,  was  born  in  Green- 
town,  Indiana,  February  23,  1858.  His  childhood  and  youth  were  passed  in 
his  native  place,  his  education  being  completed  by  a  course  at  DePauw  Uni- 
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versity.  He  spent  six  years  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools  of  Howard 
County.  On  January  18,  1888,  he  was  joined  in  marriage  with  Miss  Laura 
Lindley,  also  of  Greentown,  the  ceremony  being  performed  by  Rev.  Edward 
Osborn,  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  To  them  were  born 
two  daughters,  Edna  and  Hazel,  who,  with  their  mother,  are  sadly  bereaved 
by  his  death.  Brother  Davis  is  also  survived  by  two  sisters  and  two  brothers, 
Mrs.  Hannah  Powell  and  Miss  Kate  Davis,  and  William  G.  and  Milton 
Davis,  all  of  Greentown.  One  sister,  Mrs.  Dr.  Scott,  of  Greentown,  and  two 
brothers,  Lewis  and  Rev.  Henry  A.  Davis,  of  this  Conference,  preceded  him. 
Brother  Davis  was  converted  in  the  summer  of  1885,  during  the  pastorate 
of  Rev.  L.  E.  Knox,  his  conviction  dating  from  impressions  received  at  the 
District  Conference  held  in  Greentown  the  preceding  spring.     He  was  licensed 


to  preach  in  the  fall  of  1887.  In  the  spring  of  1888  he  was  admitted  on  trial 
in  Southwest  Kansas  Conference,  continuing  in  the  work  there  until  the  fall 
of  1894.  Returning  to  Indiana,  he  supplied  Bunker  Hill  charge  from  No- 
vember till  the  following  spring,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the  North  Indiana 
Conference  and  re-appointed  to  Bunker  Hill.  He  then  served  Avilla  three 
years  and  Bourbon  two  years,  retiring  in  the  spring  of  1901  on  account  of  ill 
health.  Taking  up  life  insurance,  he  continued  with  the  same  company,  the 
Mutual  Life  of  New  York,  for  more  than  fourteen  years,  or  until  his  death. 
A  most  conscientious  man,  he  was  regarded  by  the  company  as  one  of  excep- 
tional value,  his  name  appearing  often  on  their  honor  roll  and  once  as  fifth 
in  the  United  States  in  amount  of  paid-for  insurance  written.  The  same  dili- 
gence thus  shown  in  business  marked  his  ministerial  life.  He  was  known  as  a 
faithful  pastor  and  strong  preacher  of  the  gospel.  Good  revivals  occurred 
and  the  interests  of  the  churches  were  advanced  under  his  labors.  He  was 
greatly  interested  in  the  temperance  reform  and  felt  great  satisfaction  in 
seeing  the  fine  progress  of  this  cause  in  these  recent  years.  His  heart  also 
went  out  toward  the  far-away  mission  fields,  and  it  is  known  that  this  subject 
was  much  on  his  mind  during  his  last  illness.  Provision  was  made  by  him 
for  the  building  of  a  memorial  chapel  in  the  Philippines,  from  which  streams 
of  influence  will  ever  flow  forth  for  the  Christianizing  of  the  nations  of  the 
East.  Devoted  to  the  church  as  he  was  and  to  the  highest  welfare  of  his 
fellow  men  everywhere,  his  natural  affections  centered  in  his  home.  For 
wife  and  daughters  his  thoughts  and  prayers  were  constantly  engaged.  The 
education  of  his  daughters  and  their  equipment  for  greater  usefulness  thereby 
was  a  high  gratification  to  him. 

He  bore  his  physical  afflictions  all  these  years  with  great  patience,  and 
his  last  sickness  of  four  months  and  more  was  uncomplainingly  endured. 
The  visits  of  his  pastor  and  Christian  friends  were  greatly  appreciated.     His 
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testimony  to  the  sufficiency  of  God's  grace  was  unv/avering.  His  hope  in 
Christ  was  joyous.  His  departure  in  the  early  morning  of  October  15,  1915, 
was  to  be  with  his  Lord  and  Saviour  forever. 

The  funeral  service  on  Sunday  afternoon,  October  17,  was  from  his 
home  in  Marion,  his  pastor,  Rev.  B.  E.  Parker,  in  charge,  assisted  by  C.  E. 
Disbro,  L.  M.  Kridler,  David  Wells,  and  J.  W.  Cain.  Burial  took  place  at 
Greentown,  Rev.  L.  M.  Krider  conducting  the  service.

REV.  CHAUNCEY  KING. 

The  Rev.  Chauncey  King  was  born  in  Piqua,  Ohio,  March  23,  1849,  and 
departed  this  life  in  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  November  7,  1915.  His  parents 
were  Chauncey  King,  Sr.,  and  Katherine  High  King.  They  were 
Ohio  farmers,  and  strict  Baptists,  having  one  son  in  that  ministry. 
As  Chauncey  grew  to  manhood,  he  made  choice  of  the  Methodist,  which 
church  he  joined  when  eighteen  ^-ears  old.  He  was  graduated  from  the  Ohio 
Wesleyan  University,  June,  1874.  Having  received  a  divine  call  to  the  min- 
istry. Rev.  A.  Marine,  the  pastor  of  Berry  Street,  Fort  Wayne,  induced  him 
to  join  the  North  Indiana  Conference,  which  he  did  in  April,  1874,  at  its 
session  in  Fort  Wayne,  presided  over  by  Bishop  Foster. 

He  was  a  most  loyal  and  useful  member  of  his  Conference,  successful  in 
his  pastorate  and  beloved  by  his  brethren  in  the  Conference  and  his  pa- 
rishioners for  nearly  forty-two  years.  He  was. always  deeply  interested  in 
the  sessions  of  the  Conference  and  took  part  freely  in  the  discussions.  For 
many  years  he  held  the  important  office  of  the  registrar. 

His  appointment  record  is  as  follows;  74,  Fremont;  75,  Hamilton;  76-8, 
Lima;  79-81,  Wolcottville;  82,  Pendleton;  83-5,  Garrett  City;  86-7,  Misha- 
waka;  88-9,  Pierceton;  90-3,  Hartford  City;  94-7,  Columbia  Citv;  98,  Alex- 
andria; 99-00,  Warsaw;  01-4,  New  Castle;  05-6,  Dunkirk;  07-8,  Geneva; 
09-10,  New  Haven. 

At  the  1911  session  of  the  Conference  he  was  placed  on  the  honor  roll 
of  retired  ministers,  where  he  remained  for  four  years,  taking  up  his  residence 
in  Fort  Wayne.  Even  then  he  was  not  idle,  always  seeking  to  make  himself 
useful  in  the  local  church,  and  during  the  last  year  and  five  months  of  that 
period  he  supplied  New  Haven  charge. 

At  the  Conference  session  last  April  he  was  returned  to  the  effective 
relationship  and  appointed  to  the  pastorate  at  New  Haven,  which  he  served 
with  very  marked  success,  preaching  his  last  sermon  just  a  week  before  his 
death.  He  thus  had  granted  him  the  most  cherished  desire  of  his  heart — to 
end  his  life  in  the  active  ministry. 
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Brother  King  was  a  man  among  men,  interested  in  all  manly  affairs. 
He  adhered  closely  to  the  divine  call,  seeking  to  know  and  to  do  the  divine 
will.  He  did  his  best  and  was  faithful  in  all  things  to  the  end.  Surely  he 
has  gone  to  a  glorious  coronation.  We  can  safely  rest  his  case  in  the  merits 
of  a  well  spent  life. 

While  in  college.  Brother  King  became  acquainted  with  Miss  Addie 
Granger,  of  Fort  Wayne.  She  was  graduated  the  year  before  he  was,  and 
took  a  position  as  teacher  in  the  old  Fort  Wayne  College.  During  his  first 
pastorate,  September  22,  1874,  they  were  married,  and  walked  together  in 
sweet  fellowship  for  fort>-one  years.  To  them  was  born  one  child,  Edith, 
who  was  graduated  from  the  same  university  in  1897,  was  married  at  New 
Castle  in  the  church  her  father  l)uilt  in  1905,  and  died  March  29,  1913,  leav- 
ing one  child,  John  Chauncey  Blake-Hedges,  and  now  the  surviving  comfort 
of  his  grandmother.  May  the  manliness  of  this  boy  be  a  sure  stay  in  her 
declining  years,  while  the  everlasting  arms  are  l)cneath  and  the  overshadowing 
wings  are  above  them  both! 

The  funeral  services  were  in  charge  of  Rc\'.  J.  A.  Beatty,  District  Super- 
intendent, and  were  conducted  from  the  famiK'  residence,  618  West  Jefferson 
Street,  Fort  Wayne,  November  10,  1915.  At  the  reciucst  of  Brother  King, 
the  services  were  of  the  ritualistic  form.  The  Holy  Scriptures  were  read  by 
Revs.  D.  H.  Guild,  Cr.  B.  Work,  R.  J.  Wade,  and  B.  O.  S.  Hollopeter.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  Revs.  C.  C.  Travis  and  J.  B.  Cook.  Rev.  J.  K.  Walts  read  the 
obituary.  The  funeral  services  were  attended  b>'  a  number  of  the  ministers 
of  the  Conference.     The  interment  was  in  Lindwood  Cemetery,  Fort  Wayne.

MRS.  LOUISA  LEWELLEN. 

Mrs.  Louisa  Lewellen,  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Mary  Davis,  was  born  in 
Delaware  Township,  Delaware  County,  Indiana,  September  24,  1854,  and 
died  at  her  home  in  Muncie,  on  December  17,  1915,  aged  sixty-one  years, 
two  months,  and  twenty-three  days.  The  last  resting  place  of  her  body  will 
be  within  a  half  mile  of  the  place  of  her  birth.  And  the  cycle  of  her  earthly 
journey  has  been  concluded. 

She  was  married  to  Josephus  A.  Lewellen,  September  30,  1869,  when 
but  a  few  days  past  fifteen  years  of  age.  She  was  the  mother  of  ten  children. 
Besides  the  two  boys  and  two  girls  who  died  in  childhood,  six  sons  remain  to 
mourn  her  loss — Nelson  Birch,  Ner  DeWltt,  Benson  Marine,  Franklin  Doan, 
Archie  Osburn,  and  Josephus  Asbury,  Jr.^ 

Her  husband  in  1873  became  a  minister  of  the  North  Indiana  Confer- 
ence, and  she  thus  entered  the  itinerant  ministry  with  her  husband.     In 
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early  childhood  she  had  given  her  heart  to  God  and  united  with  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  and  she  proved  to  be  a  devoted  and  useful  woman 
in  her  twenty-eight  years  of  active  service  as  the  wife  of  a  pastor  and  presid- 
ing elder  in  the  North  Indiana  Conference.  Together  they  labored,  and  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  multiplied  the  seed  sown,  and  the  harshest  they  brought 
to  the  kingdom  of  God  was  plentiful.  After  their  retirement  in  1903,  they 
moved  to  the  farm  five  miles  north  of  Albany,  where  they  resided  until  1909, 
when  they  removed  to  Aluncie.  Four  and  a  half  years  ago  Rev.  J.  A,  Lewellen 
*«leparted  this  life.  In  her  quiet  way  she  went  softly  before  her  children  and 
her  friends,  but  they  knew  all  the  while  there  was  a  longing  for  that  better 
countr>^  which  possessed  the  companion  of  her  years.  It  was  hardly  felt 
that  her  last  sickness  was  so  serious  until  the  last  morning  of  her  life.  And 
with  no  reviving  of  her  strength  she  quietly  slept  herself  away  into  ever- 
lasting day,  and  with  her  to-day  in  yonder  fair  city  it  is  good  morning. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  at  the  family  residence,  710  North  Jeffer- 
son Street,  Muncie,  on  Sunday,  December  19,  1915,  and  were  conducted  by 
her  pastor,  Wallace  W.  Martin,  assisted  by  Rev.  E.  L.  Jones.  The  inter- 
ment was  made  at  Mount  Pleasant  Cemeter^^  ten  miles  northeast  of  Muncie. 
Here  her  body  was  laid  to  rest  beside  that  of  her  husband.

REV.  HENRY  W.  BENNETT. 

In  the  death  of  Henr}'  Warland  Bennett  Methodism  has  lost  one  of  her 
giant  preachers.  In  him  were  combined  those  qualities  that  made  him  a 
great  success  in  all  of  his  pastorates.  He  was  born  with  good,  vigorous  blood 
in  the  person  of  his  parents.  Judge  A.  W.  Bennett  and  wife,  March  8,  1843, 
in  Winchester,  New  Hampshire.  His  father's  home  was  one  of  culture  and 
refinement,  the  effects  of  which  were  clearly  seen  in  the  life  of  the  son  all 
the  way  through  life. 

About  1856  the  family  moved  to  Davenport,  Iowa,  where  he  received 
his  education  in  the  schools  of  the  city  and  college.  After  teaching  school 
for  a  short  time  he  entered  upon  the  study  of  law  in  the  office  of  his  father. 
During  this  time  the  Civil  War  broke  out  and  young  Bennett,  fired  with  the 
patriotism  of  the  times,  greatly  desired  to  enlist,  but  on  account  of  age  did 
not  do  so.  When  he  became  of  age  he  enlisted  in  the  42d  Iowa  Volunteers, 
and  was  elected  second  lieutenant  by  the  men  of  the  regiment.  His  services 
were,  in  the  main,  in  the  Mississippi  campaigns,  and  at  the  close  of  the  war 
he  again  began  the  study  of  law  in  the^  office  of  his  father,  and  with  him 
formed  his  first  partnership  for  the  practice  of  the  same. 

In  1867  he  married  Miss  Lucy  Clark  Kellogg,  of  Grinnell,  Iowa,  to  whom 
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were  born  six  children — Henry  Charles,  Sidney  Clark,  Clara  M.,  Abbie  E., 
Luena  Burr,  and  Juanita.  Two  years  later  the  young  couple  moved  to  De- 
corah,  Iowa,  where  he  formed  a  law  partnershij)  with  Judge  Willis.  Here 
he  continued  to  practice  law;  but  the  beautiful  Christian  life  of  his  wife  soon 
brought  pungent  conviction  to  him,  so  that  he  was  compelled  to  surrender 
to  her  Christ  and  accept  personal  salvation.  He  at  once  began  to  deliver 
addresses  in  the  interest  of  CUiristianity,  and  became  deeply  interested  in 
Christian  work.  During  the  severe  illness  of  his  sister  Lucy,  he  promised  the 
Lord  that  if  he  would  restore  her  to  health,  he  would  devote  his  life  to  the 
work  of  the  ministry.  Upon  her  recovery  he  kept  his  word,  and  was  soon 
placed  in  charge  of  Nora  Springs,  where  his  labor  was  blessed  with  a  great 
revival.  About  this  time  he  began  working  for  the  salvation  of  his  father, 
who  was  a  strong  believer  in  Univcrsalism.  He  soon  had  the  great  joy  of 
seeing  him  soundly  converted  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Church. 

Great  sweeping  revivals  were  characteristic  of  all  his  pastorates.  This 
was  especially  true  in  the  following  charges:  Mason  City,  Iowa,  and  Dubuque, 
Iowa.  His  field  of  labors  was  then  changed  to  Illinois,  and  he  was  stationed 
at  First  Church,  Bloomington,  where  he  completely  won  the  hearts  of  both 
the  great  student  body  and  professors  and  the  members  of  his  great  church. 

From  here  he  was  transferred  to  Wesley  Chapel,  Columbus,  Ohio, 
where  he  had  one  of  the  largest  Sunday  schools  in  the  world  at  that  time. 
Here  he  formed  an  intimate  ac(|uaintance  with  Governor  McKinley,  who 
was  a  member  of  his  church,  which  friendship  continued  until  broken  by  the 
death  of  the  latter.  His  next  charge  was  the  First  Church,  Akron,  Ohio, 
where  the  revival  spirit  was  predominant  during  his  pastorate.  From  here 
he  was  transferred  to  the  North  Indiana  Conference  and  stationed  at  Wayne 
Street,  Fort  Wayne,  where  he  carried  to  a  successful  end  a  great  program  of 
reconstruction  of  the  building  in  which  the  Conference  holds  its  present 
session.  His  next  pastorate,  Meridian  Street  Church,  Anderson,  witnessed 
the  building  of  the  beautiful  structure  w'hich  is  a  monument  worth  the  efforts 
of  any  man.  This  was  followed  by  a  full  term  on  Goshen  District,  and  this 
in  turn  by  a  pastorate  at  Mishawaka  of  one  year.  He  then  spent  a  few  years 
as  Conference  evangelist  and  in  1911  retired  from  the  active  work,  and  since 
then  had  made  his  home  in  Warsaw,  acting  in  the  capacity  of  justice  of  the 
peace. 

Dr.  Bennett  was  a  great  preacher  because  he  was  a  great  student  and 
hard  worker.  He  believed  that  he  ought  to  always  make  the  best  possible 
preparation  and  that  the  best  was  none  too  good  for  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 
The  evangelistic  spirit  always  pervaded  his  sermons,  which  resulted  in  great 
revivals  wherever  he  went.  He  accomplished  much  because  he  was  systematic 
in  his  plans  and  work.  As  a  pastor  he  gave  special  attention  to  the  sick  and 
aged,  advising  his  well  people  to  come  and  see  him  when  in  need  of  his  service. 
He  was  a  courageous  man  and  fearless  in  his  preaching,  attacking  sin  wherever 
found,  and  especially  the  sins  of  intemperance  and  vice.  His  ability  was  rec- 
ognized by  his  Conference  electing  him  to  head  the  delegation  to  the  General 
ference  of  1908. 

The  closing  of  his  life  came  suddenly  and  unexpectedly.  Though  not 
in  good  health  for  some  time  past,  and  becoming  more  feeble,  yet  he  was 
not  thought  to  be  in  a  serious  condition.  After  having  partaken  of  the  noon- 
day meal  on  December  29,  he  was  suddenly  stricken  with  heart  trouble,  and 
before  physicians  could  reach  him  he  was  gone,  passing  away  quietly  at  the 
age  of  seventy-two  years,  nine  months,  and  twenty-one  days. 

The  funeral  services  were  in  charge  of  his  pastor.  Rev.  A.  G.  Neal. 
The  principal  address  was  by  Rev.  C.  U.  Wade,  who  was  an  intimate  friend. 
Judge  F.  E.  Bowser  spoke  for  the  bar,  and  other  messages  were  delivered  by 
Rev.  D.  H.  Guild  and  the  pastor.  Further  participants  in  the  funeral 
services  were  Revs.  E.  L.  Semans,  J.  S.  Cain,  and  R,  J.  Wade.  His  body  was 
laid  away  in  the  Oakwood  Cemetery,  near  the  city. 
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CAROLINE  E.IBEALL. 

Mrs.  Caroline  E.  Beall  was  born  near  Rochester,  Indiana,  July  15,  1845, 
and  died  at  Cicero,  Indiana,  February  11,  1916,  aged  seventy  years,  six 
months,  and  twenty-six  days. 

When  she  was  but  an  infant  her  mother  died,  leaving  her  to  the  care  of 
an  uncle,  Thomas  Redmond,  who  lived  at  Columbus,  Indiana.  Here  she  in 
her  early  childhood  united  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  later  removing 
to  Walton,  she  became  identified  with  the  English  Lutheran  Church,  under 
the  labors  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Farris. 

She  was  united  in  marriage  September  24,  1865,  to  the  Rev.  Thomas 
H.  C.  Beall,  and  to  them  have  been  born  six  children — three  sons  and  three 
daughters — all  living:  Gamaliel,  Laura,  Thomas,  Jr.,  Anna,  Mabel,  and 
John.  She  also  leaves  twelve  grandchildren  and  three  great-grandchildren. 
Possessed  of  a  great  mother  love,  she  was  greatly  devoted  to  her  children  and 
home,  and  her  affectionate  ministrations  will  be  sadly  missed  by  the  bereaved 
family. 

Soon  after  her  marriage  in  1865  to  the  Rev,  T.  H.  C.  Beall,  she  united 
with  the  church  of  her  husband,  and  for  twenty-nine  years  she  served  the 
church  as  the  wife  of  an  itinerant  Methodist  preacher,  sharing  with  him  the 
privations,  labors,  conflicts,  and  trials  known  only  to  the  Methodist  preacher 
and  his  wife.  Well  might  she  have  said  with  Paul,  "I  have  fought  a  good 
fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the  faith;  henceforth  there  is 
laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness  which  the  Lord  the  righteous  Judge 
shall  give  me  at  that  day." 

She  died  in  great  peace,  surrounded  by  husband  and  children,  at  eleven 
o'clock,  February  11,  and  her  last  words  spoken  were  "Dear  Jesus,"  as  her 
spirit  was  going  to  meet  her  Lord.  What  a  happy  thought  that  the  name  of 
the  Redeemer  should  be  the  last  word  spoken  on  earth  and  the  first  one  in 
heaven. 

For  several  years  she  had  been  in  poor  health  and  had  been  a  great 
sufferer,  but  has  now  gone  where  there  is  no  more  pain  nor  suffering,  for  the 
former  things  have  passed  away. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  in  the  Cicero  Methodist  Church  on  Feb- 
ruary 14,  and  conducted  by  the  pastor,  the  Rev.  Avery  Brugh,  assisted  by 
the  following  pastors:  Rev.  W.  B.  Freeland,  of  Kokomo;  Rev.  W.  M.  Amos, 
of  Atlanta;  Rev.  M.  L.  Hardingham,  of  Arcadia;  Rev.  W.  H.  Jenkin,  of 
Cicero,  and  ReV.  F.  A.  Hall,  of  Noblesville.  The  burial  was  in  the  beautiful 
Crown-Hill  Cemetery,  of  Indianapolis.  Avery  Brugh.

"And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by  the  rivers  of  water,  that  bringeth 
forth  his  fruit  in  his  season." 

This  tree,  rugged  though  not  tall,  large  in  girth  and  trunk,  wide-spreading 
in  its  branches  and  luxuriant  in  foliage  in  the  years  when  the  fruit  was  gath- 
ered, was  swayed  by  many  a  storin  and  stood  the  tests  well  until  in  these 
last  years  the  leaves  withered  and  the  branches  were  broken  off,  while  the 
sturdy  old  trunk  shook  like  an  aspen  leaf,  until  late  in  the  evening  of  Feb- 
ruary 11,  1916,  it  fell. 

But,  "There  is  hope  of  a  tree,  if  it  be  cut  down,  that  it  will  sprout  again, 
and  that  the  tender  branch  thereof  will  not  cease.  Though  the  root  thereof 
wax  old  in  the  earth,  and  the  stock  thereof  die  in  the  ground;  yet  through 
the  scent  of  water  it  will  bud,  and  bring  forth  branches  like  a  plant." 

A  long  pilgrimage  has  ended.  Nay,  he  has  ascended  above  the  heavens. 
A  good  soldier,  who  endured  hardness,  who  fought  a  good  fight,  who  kept 
the  faith,  has  received  the  crown  of  righteousness  his  glorious  Lord  had  pre- 
pared for  him. 

His  work  was  well  done.  A  conscientious,  painstaking,  faithful  man  of 
God,  who  maintained  strict  integrity  in  his  calling.  His  mind  did  not  move 
on  lofty,  logical,  or  rhetorical  periods,  but  in  that  stronger  common  sense 
which  both  kills  and  cures  and  is  deep  as  the  soul  itself.  He  mastered  himself, 
and  therefore  conquered  others.  He  seemed  incapable  of  a  mean  thought 
or  a  base  design,  but  in  his  great  sympathies  gathered  the  world  in  his  arms 
to  lift  it  back  to  the  feet  of  the  Redeemer.  One  motive  seemed  to  inspire 
every  act  and  attitude,  thought  and  desire — that  of  saving  men  and  honoring 
God.  He  was  unselfish  and  meek;  upright,  noble,  constant,  and  affectionate; 
at  once  loving  and  lovable — a  man  of  faith,  a  child  of  God. 

The  death  of  Brother  Lash  had  been  expected  since  Sabbath  morning, 
January  30,  when  he  was  found  in  an  unconscious  condition  in  his  chair. 
And  yet  he  had  been  in  failing  health  for  some  years,  and  his  decline  had 
been  steady  since  the  death  of  Sister  Lash  on  July  13,  1914.  The  loss  of  his 
companion  and  helpmate  of  fifty-nine  years  was  observed  to  have  a  decidedly 
depressing  effect  upon  him,  and  his  longing  to  be  with  her,  the  love  of  his 
life,  found  fruition  when,  on  that  peaceful  Lord's  Day,  "God's  finger  touched 
him  and  he  slept." 

Prominent  in  his  life  was  a  gentleness  of  spirit  and  an  unceasing  devo- 
tion for  the  wife  and  the  children.  And  this  affection  was  complemented  in 
full  measure  by  the  untiring  devotion  of  the  son  and  daughter,  who  have 
found  joy  in  leaving  nothing  undone  for  the  father's  comfort  in  his  declining 
years.  Mrs.  Erwin,  the  daughter,  left  her  own  home  in  Kirley,  South  Dakota, 
to  care  for  her  parents,  and  has  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  past  six  years 
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in  unrelenting  devotion,  together  with  the  son,  George  E.  Lash,  who  was  no 
less  self-sacrificing  and  faithful. 

Brother  Lash  was  the  son  of  John  and  Catherine  Lash,  born  in  Wayne 
County,  Ohio,  June  21,  1834.  When  he  was  three  years  old  he  was  taken  by 
his  parents  to  a  farm  six  miles  west  of  Warsaw,  Indiana,  where  he  grew  to 
manhood  and  married  Miss  Mary  Baker,  November  25,  1855. 

The  Bourbon  charge  recommended  him  to  the  District  Conference  for 
license  to  preach,  and  he  became  a  member  of  the  North  Indiana  Annual 
Conference  in  1866,  and  was  assigned  to  New  Cor^'don  (now  Geneva),  and 
successively  served  at  Deerfield,  Antioch,  Springfield,  Inwood,  Allen,  Harlan, 
Coesse,  Roanoke,  ?vIilford,  Osceola,  and  Elkhart  Circuit,  from  which  ap- 
pointment he  was  given  a  superannuated  relation  in  1885. 

Brother  Lash  is  sun-ived  by  a  brother,  S.  P.  Lash,  of  York,  Nebraska, 
who  is  eighty-four  years  old;  three  grandchildren,  Mrs.  Ira  W.  Martin,  of 
Elkhart,  Indiana;  W.  Floyd  Erwin,  of  Kirley,  South  Dakota,  and  Miss  Ger- 
aldine  Lash,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  also  three  great-grandchildren.

Gary,  R.  J.  Wade,  and  John  C.  White,  and  the  interment  made  in  the  beauti- 
ful Oakwood  Cemetery  at  Warsaw,  Indiana.
